Tbo HanHia Mr . M, i. SUHRAWARDY: Sir, 1 beg to move that 
the amendments made by the Bengal Legislative Council in the Bengal 
Motor Spirit Sales Taxation Bill, 1941, be taken into eonsidemtion. 
The motion was then put and agreed to. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Does the amendment No. 1 fit inf 

Mr, SYED ^ALALUDDIN HASHEMY: Yes. Sir; it fiU in quite 
well. 

Mc« BPBAKiDs What I mean is that you have ohanged it at eno 

place but this very thing appears in two places. 

Mi. SVRR JALALUDMIII NABHtMVf On Oat growiA So you 

thiali H is eut of 

Mr. Sl^BAKBRt No, no. What I say is ^bat it must be at both 
the places. 
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Mr. tYlO JALALUODIN HAtHtMYi All right, Sir. 

Sir, I brg to move that in clause 4(J?), for the words "districta, 
villages or towns,” the words ‘‘district or town” be substituted in both 
the places. 

In this connection, Sir, I want to know from the Ilon’ble the Finant'e 
Minister why this innovation has been made by the Dpper Houee; mhy 
the word “villajjre” has been introduced. 

Mr« SPEAKER: It must In; so when there is both district and 
town. 

Mr. 8YED JALALUDDIN HA8HEMY: There is no such business 
in the village; at least I do not know whether there is any such village 
in the province where such business is carried on. If there is no such 
village, it is absolutely redundant. 

I beg also to move that in clause 4, sub-clause (7) be omitted. 

Sir, this is very important. We do not know who that prescribed 
authority will be, and we also do not know w-hat those prescribed condi- 
tions will be. you find in clause 5 the word “prescribed” ocx'urs in at 
least half a doien pla<^. In the face of these things, we are not pre- 
pared that the holder of a li<*ence shall not be entitled to any I'ompen- 
sation for any loss if sufered by him as a result of suspension or oanceb 
lation of his licence under sub-section (6) of sof^tion 4. Sir, if the 
licence is cancelled or susfieiuled by the presc'ribed authority illegally^ 
certainly the dealer has a right to claim damages from Government or 
from the authority to In* prescribefl for the purpose. This sub-section 
(Tj of section 4 deprives the dealer from exercising his elementary right 
of getting compensation if the work is done illegally. Therefore, Sir, 
this House constdered this matter and, so far as I remember, it was 
deleted then, but in the Upper House this has been added possibly — of 
course I do not exactly remember. I move, Sir, that this sub-section 
(7) be deleted. 

Mr. MD. ARUL FAEL: Sir, I sup|M>rt the motion of Mr. Syed 
Jalaluddin Hashemy, but if that fails, I beg to move that after the 
words ”by him” in clause 4(7), in line 2, the words “for his wilful 
negligrace er fault” be iaaertcd. 

* Sir, the holder of a licence shall not be entitled to any compensa- 
tkm for any loss or ibmage ff suffered by bim as a resnit of suspension 
or eancellation of his licence under sub-aeetion ((f) of section 4. That it 
sub-eeetion (7). That will he an injustice if for no fault of his be does 
not get any compentatioi^ lOr loss or damage. Sub-section (b) of section 
4 says; "If ^e holArr of tbe Ikenee has ceased to carry on the bushifts 
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or hm sold or otherwise transferred bis interest in the business in res- 
• pact of which the licence was granted/' In this case, the latches may 
be on the part of the authorities, so that the holder of a licence may 
suffer once a^fain. So, I think that the words ‘‘for his wilful negligence 
or fault” should he inserted after the wwds “by him.” 

Mr. ATUL KRISHNA CHOSE. Sir, I do not understand why my 
ttinendnients have been put in a different sheet of paper in a typed form. 
I have of course no objection to have them in a typed form, but difficulty 
arises if these are not arranged systematically clause after clause. The 
fate of my amendments will then be like my amendments on the Bengal 
Finance (Sales Tax) Bill. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Y our fate is just below’ clause 4 in my paper. I 
uin seeing wliether your motion is in order, because you will see that in 
clause 4(7), lines and 4, it is stated “suspension or cancellation of 
licence under sub-section (6) of section 4.*’ The question of giving 
notice does not at all arise under sub-clause (7). 

Mr. ATUL KRISHNA CHOSE: Sir, it is in connection with the 
new' sub-section (7) as to w'hether at this juncture (lovernment w'ant to 
deprive the dealer of any compensation whatsoever if he deserves it from 
the legal point of view. Even if comjamsation is not given, I have put 
the minimum demand that the pcMir fellow should be given one month’s 
notice, so that he may arrange somehow or other to run his affairs and 
that he may not be put to heavy losses. That is the idea behind my 
motion and as such 1 think, Sir, my motion is quite in order. 

Mr, SPEAKER: But your amendment is not happily worded. I 
think the language should be: “jirovided that he has received notice of 
cancellation one month before the cancellation.” That should be the 
language of your amendment. Anyway, you can move your amend- 
ment. 

Mr. ATUL KRISHNA CHOSE: Sir, I l>eg to move that in clause 
4(7), in lines d and 4, for the expression “under sub-section (6) of sec- 
tion 4” the words “after giving one month's notice to him” be substi- 
tuted. 

As you know. Sir, we have already opposed this Bill from the very 
lieginning. But in whatever form it might have been passed in thic 
House, to my surprise 1 find that the new sub-sections have b^n added 
in such a way as to neutralise the whole effect, whatever benefit we might 
have given to the dealers. This sub-sect ion .(7) reads thus: “The holder 
of a licence shall not be entitled to any compensation for any loss or 
damage if suffered by him as a result of suspensia!! or caaoeUaHon of. 
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his licence under sub-section (^) of section 4.” Now, Sir, Buh^tioa (^) 
of section 4 reads thus: '^Subjevt to such conditions as may be pres-# 
cribed, a licence granted under this section may be suspended or can- 
celled by the authority which granted it/’ Sir, the authority could 
cancel the licence, but even if the authority could have cancelled or 
suspended the licence of the dealer, the dealer had the chance of 
api>eaiing to the proper authorities to wmpensate his loss if by some 
wrongful action on the part of the authorities he would have Wn put 
to loss, but here, Sir, it is being added to safeguard the officials con* 
cerned. If the action of the authority has Iwjen wrongful and if that 
wrong a(‘l of theirs put the dealer to any loss, the dealer will not be 
entitled to any c(un])en8atiou whatsoever. This is a strange mentality, 
Sir. Besides that, if you deprive the dealer of his licence by virtue 
of which he can carry on his trade and even though the cancellation or 
suspension of the licence l>e a wrongful action, an illegal action, still 
you will not allow the dealer to approa<‘h any authority to compensate 
that loss. Under what jirinciple and under what policy tran (lovern- 
niejit think of such an idea, I cannot imagine. 

In a nut-shell, Sir, the iwwition is this: you deprive the dealer of 
his licence and even if you admit that this cancellation or suspension 
ot that licence has been done wTongfuly without any fault whatsoever on 
the part of the dealer, still you will not allow that gentleman any 
compensation whatsoever. Sir, this goes against all principles of 
justice. It is a one-sided section. 

Mr. SPEAKER: I think you are wrong. The legal interpretation 
IS tills, that under sulM-lause (6*) of clause 4 the lii'ence of a dealer can 
be cancelled or suspended only if there is contravention of any of the 
provisions of the Act or if the holder of a licence ceases to carry on 
business. Sup{K>sing that there is u wrongful cancellation, then there is 
always a civil right for damages. 

Mr. ATUL KRISHNA CHOSE: ])oei« the Act provide thatP 

Mr. SPEAKER: Of course. The section says that the holder of a 
licence shall not l>e entitled to any compensation if the cancellation or 
suspension comes within clause 4(^). But if clause 4(^) is not legally 
administered, then he has a right under the civil law for compensa- 
tion. 

Tha HSfl’bIs Mr. H. S. SUHRAWARDY: That is exacUy the point. 


Mr. ATUL KRJ^HIfA CHOSE: Is that the interpretation F 
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Mr. tBBAKEfI: Tes. The purport of the law ia that it takes away 
the nght of compensation if the limit is exceeded. 

Mr* ATUL KRISHNA CHOSE: What was the necessity of this 
sub-section P 

Mr. SPEAKER: In order that there may not be any misappre- 
hension. If the holder of a licence contravenes the provisions or ceases 
to carry on the business, then he is not entitled to any compensation. 

Mr. ATUL KRISHNA CHOSE: That could have been done without 
this sub-section. 

Mr. SPEAKER: It is better to be clear. 

Ttia Honllla Mr. H. S. SUHRAWARDY: It has only bean made 
clear. 

Nal HARENDRA NATH OHAUDHURI: There is some difficulty, 
Sir. Taka lor iastanea, sub-section (7) which reads thus : 'The holder 
of a liceaea shall not ba entitled to any compensation for any loss or 
damage if sfufferad by him as a result of suspension or cancellation of 
his licence under sub-Hection (6*) of section 4.’* In this case, therefore, 
he will not be entitled to compensation 

Mr. SPEAKERS If he contravenes 

Rai HARENDRA RATH CHAUOHURI: If he has suffered loss as 
a result of suspension or cancellation under sub-section {6) of section 4. 


Mr. SPEAKER: That is legally done. 

Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: You are presuming too 
much, Sir. Our apprehension is that if an officer purports to act under 
sub-section {(f) of section 4, then in that case if there be any resultant 
damage to the person 

Mr. SPEAKER: If the language had been “any officer purporting 
to act under this section, “ then only I think your contention would be 
correct. By not giving the right, the High Court or the Civil Court 
can always construe that the act which is done must be legally and 
properly 4sSa. ® ^ 
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Mr. SAtANKA 8EKHAR SANYAL: May I suggeat, Sir. if 
be the spirit of the section, then an additional clause ought to be there,* 
“without prejudice to any other civil right of the licensee.’’ 

Mr. SPEAKER: It is not neoesaary. 

Mr. SA8ANKA 8EKHAR 8ANYAL: Because the difficulty is 
there. 

Mr. 8PEAKEII: No. 

Mr. 8A8ANKA 8EKHAR 8ANYAL. The action which is taken 
under sub'Sectiou {6} of section 4 may be a lef^^al or an illegal action. 

Mr, 8PEAKER: As a lawyer you won’t say that. 

Mr. 8A8ANKA 8EKHAR SANYAL: The difficulty is. it is capable 
of either interpretation. Is it the view of the Government that it can 
never l>e doneJ^ 

Mr, SPEAKER* It does not depend u]>on Government. 

Mr, ATUL KRISHNA CHOSE, I wuut to say one thing inure. Sir. 

If that i« the interpretation, 1 would like to suggest that the Hon’ble 
Minister should explain the whole situation and it should be made clear 
that it the licence of the dealer is cancelled wrongfully, he will be 
entitled to coinpensation. him say that. 

The Hon’bie Mr. H. 8. SUHRAWARDY: Sir, I opinise all the 
amendments.

Ahul hail the inaertion 
of the wor.U "for his wilful negligence or fault" is, in my opinion, 
out of place. 


As regards the amendment of Mr. Atul Krishna (ihose you have 
*'^Khtly pointed out, Sir, that this applies tr> an order properly passed 
under sub-section (6‘) of si^ction 4. Whenever a licence in cancelled, 
ewen though it may be du^ to the default of the licensee, he is bound 
to suffer a loss, even though the order may have been rightly passed. 
If he contravenes^he Act, he is liable to forfeiture. The licence 
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, thereupon is cancelled. He k bound to suffer even though the order 
has been rightly passed. In that case, he is not entitled to any 
compensation. The order is also further liable to appeal, to revision 
by higher Courts. Obviously if the order has not been properly 
passed, he has got a remedy In the Civil Court. 

The motion of Mr. Syed Jalaluddin Hashemy that in clause 4 (2), 
for the words “districts, villages, or towns” the words “district or 
town” be substituted, was then put and lost. 

The motion of Mr. Syed Jalaluddin Hashemy that in clause 4, 
sub-clause (7) be omitted, was then put and lost.

Sir, I am beginning with sub-clause (/), where Government says,

Now, Sir, sub-se<tion {2) of s4*rtion 9 reads like thi.s: “If any such

Mr. SPEAKER: Eevn if these two sub-sections are omitted, a 
person can W prosecuted so long as the last paragraph of this scition 
stands. 

JMr. ATUL KRISHNA C4408E: M> rontention is difTerent, Sir. 

Mr. SPE/^KER: 4^ . T see. 
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Mr. ATUL KRI8HMA CHOSE: Sub-section (2) of tecUoA 9 reads 

as follows: 

“If any person carrying on any such business sells or otherwise 
disposes of such business or any part thereof, he shall 
within fourteen days inform the prescribed authority 
accordingly ; and if any such person dies, his legal 
representative shall in like manner inform the said 
authority.” 

Sir, it is a question of sending information within fourteen days 
from the date of transfer of the business from one gentleman to another 
and the crime that crops up is simply the failure of the dealer to 
inform proper authorities about the transfer of business. All the 
crime that the dealer may be involved in, legally, morally or in 
whatever other ways, is that the gentleman failed to intimate the news 
of transfer within fourteen days to the proper authorities. I do not 
think there is anything else in any sub-section. Now, simply because 
of the fault of a man that he could not or did not inform the autliorities 
the change of business from one hand to another in course of fourteen 
days’ time lu* will be liable to a punishment which is horrible. The 
penalty that will be imposed upon him may be even one thousand 
rupees. 'What will (he Hon’hle Finance Minister do with so much 
money? You will have enough money from the Sales Tax. If you 
W’lint to realise money by imp<ming fine after fine and if you think 
that your administration will he run simply by imposing tine on the 
business peofile, I think you are living in a dreamy land. We in 
llengal, jjarticularly we Hengulis, are lagging behind in tlie business 
field and your Sales Tax and Motor Spirit Sales Tax and so many 
otiuu’ taxes that will come very soon will do nothing but stem the 
tide of business of llengal and bring ultimate ruin to the peo])le. 
You cannot provide young men with employment, but if they take to 
some sort of enterprise with small capital you (oine and .stand in their 
way not only in the form of taxes but you provide such and such rules 
which, from the business [>oint of view, it is absurd to carry out, and 
which from the liusiness point of view and for all practical purposes 
stand us a barrier in the business world of Itengal. So I would 
request you, in sjiite of your vanity and sen.sibility a.s Finance Minister, 
to look to the proper asjHnd of (he situation. If you stand us a barrier 
at every stage and in every field you will do no l>enefit to your depart- 
ment, but you will only ruin the business enterprise in Bengal. You 
have provided such strict rules and regulations with regard to accounts, 
returns and so many other items that it has become very difficult 
for the business people to run their business. Establishment chaxge.s 
will go up very high. You may get annas l-(» jier gallon, but the*ie 
business people will have to undergo u lo.ss. I Joubt very much if iji 
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theie circumstances they will be able to carry on their business at all. 
It is from this consideration that I would nnjuest you at least to think 
over this item. I can clearly see that if we accept one such amend- 
ment here, it will create some difficulties and the Bill will radiate 
from this door to that door for months aKain. But that is not the 
consideration here. The consideration is whether tlie provision of 
this section is at all reasonable, practicable and prudent and whether 
it is fair for the popular Government to provide such restrictions for 
the business people of Beng'al. 

With these few words. Sir. I commend my motions to the uc(‘eptance 
of the House. 

Mr. MD. ABUL FAZL: Sir, I bejr to move that in clause 12 (/), 
line I, for the word '‘ncfflects” the words “wilfully ne^rle(^ts or refuses” 
l>e substituted. 

Sir, I also be^< to move that in clause 12 (/), in line 2, after the 
expression “section 9” the words “in spiU* of a notice of warning* 
previously served on that |>erson in this behalf'’ be inserted. 

Sir. in the first (ase, jis regards amendment No. Id, sub-section (/) 
sajs, "neglects to furni.sh any inf(»rmation re(|uired by sub-wction (2) 
of soclKui 9.” Now this section 9(2i provides that if any person 
carrying on business sells or otherwise disposes of Hindi business or 
any part thereof, he must give imtice of this sale or tranafer within 
fourteen days. Sir, the time allowed is very short. Negligence may 
occur, but the penalty is very high, nanndy, extending uji to Ks. 1,(KM) 
and there is also a continuing jicnalty whi(di may extend to Ha. ffO 
jH*r diiou. In view of thi.s severity of tlie penalty, it is quite fair 
and reasonable that the negligence that will be coniinitted must be 
will 111 negligence 

Then. Sir, as regards unicntlnient .No. 14, luy point is that when 
such lieavy p<»naltv is imposed, the man will be given an opportunity 
of exjdaining his <onduct. that is. a notice should be served on him 
before he is award(‘d that penalty, so that he may have sufficient time 
to explain his conduct. 

With these few w’ords. Sir, I commend my motions to the acceptance 
of the House. 

Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI; Sir, sub-clause (e) has 
been newly imported. There is no doubt about it. But sub-clause (al 
refers to lection 10 and you will see that sub-clause (e) falls into two 
parts. It contemplates on the one hand refuiial to comply with a 
re^niflition under clause (fl> of sub-section (/) of section 10 and. 
secondly, it contemplates^ obstructing any officer making an inspection 
or a seairb. So fai^as tbe first part is concerned, vis,, penalty for 
3 
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refusal to comply with the requisition, that is somewhat intelligible. 
'There is some reason for importing that into the section; but so far 
as the second portion, namely, obstruction is concerned, if you refer 
to section 16 you will see that all persons empowered to perform any 
function under this Act shall be deemed to be public servants within 
the meaning of section 21 of the Indian Penal Code. Now, the Indian 
Penal Code provides specific punishment for obstruction to public 
servants when they are discharging their duties. Here again obstruc- 
tion is made punishable under section 12. In my view two jmnish- 
ments are therefore going to be provided for obstruction — one under 
section 12 and another under section 16. 

Then, Sir, let me come to sub-clause (/). Sub-clause (/; says: 
‘^neglects to furnish any information required by sub-section { 2 ) of 
section 9 or acts in contravention of the provisions of that section.'* 
The latter part is intelligible; i.c., if he acts in contravention he will 
be punished. But what about the foregoing part — ‘‘neglects to furnish 
any information”? Just note, Sir, the very wide import, the wide 
connotation, of the term “neglects.” It does not say “if he tails.” 
It says “if he neglects to furnish any information as contemplated in 
sub-section (2) of section 9.” 

Mr. SPEAKER. I take it that “neglects’* means “fails.” 

Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI; But neglects ha» a 
very wide import. It may mean something besides failure. 

Mr. SPEAKER: I do not tliink an\ (’ourt will interpret it in that 
way. 

Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: Sub -section { 2 } of 
section 9 contemplates that if a person dies his legal representative 
has got to furnish the informati(»n within fo\irteen days. If you now 
try to understand tlie import of the word “neglect,” you will see what 
an onerous duty is cast on the person who is bereaved on account of 
the death «)f his predece.ssor in intere>t 1 thnik. Sir, the word 
“neglects” ought to be < hanged for “fails.” 

TIhi Hon’ble Mr. H. 8. 8UHRAWARDY: Sir, these amendments 
have be<‘n made in conformity with the amendments which I moved 
in this very House on the Bengal Finance Sales Tax Bill, vix., that 
such items as had l>eeii left out and were covered merely by the general 
jM>wers at the end have been specified. There were certain contra- 
ventions under certain sections that had hot been specially specified 
in section 12. All that has been done is this, fhat these contraveniioiia 
have been specified. 
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Mr. SPEAKERS Mr. Rai Chaudhuri’s point i$ that the word* 
"neglects*^ ought to be changed. 

TN Honnile Mr. H. S. SUHRAWARDY: Yes, 1 know. That is 
my answer to Mr. Atul Krishna Uhose. Mr. Abul Fail’.s amend- 
ment is that the word “wilfully” should be added to the word 
“neglect”. As a matter of fact, looking at it from that p<dnt of view, 
surely “neglect” is severer than “fail”. Strictly speaking, they are 
synonymous, but if at all a punishment is to be not on men* failure 
but on neglect, it is a bit harder, a little stronger. 

Rai HARENDRA NATH OHAUDHURI: It should not he harder; 
that is our case. 

Tha Hon’bla Mr. H. 8. SUHRAWARDY: The mere word fails” 

does not add anything to what is there under the general clause, 
namely, “acts in contravention of any of the provisions of the Act.*' 
So far as his other amendment is concerned, “in spiU* of u ncdice of 
warning previously served,” I am afraid that is out of place, hH'ause 
Government is not in a |>osition to know when u person who is curry- 
ing on business dies. Government could not [wmsibly know that, nor 
when a business has bt^eii transferred. It is the heirs of the person 
or the transferee who knows best when they should give notice and it 
is impossible for Government to give notice of warning. 

Mr. ATUL KRISHNA CHOSE: May T draw the uttciitiui. of the 
Hon’ble Minister that nowhere was this pn»visioii in the original 

Bill? 


The Hon’ble Mr. H. S. SUHRAWARDY: I do not know what the 
honourable meml)er is discussing. 

I submit, Sir, there is no substance in tbesc amendments and I 
oppose them.

Sir, in placing this motion before the House, 1 must first explain 
the position with regard to the Agricultural Produce Market's Bill, 
[t will be recolle('te<l that that Bill was iutrodmcd in 19d9 and was 
referred to a Sele<*t (Committee. It emerge<l jjom the Select (Com- 
mittee considerably modified and came l>elore the House for 
consideration in Se|)teml>er, 1940. From the large niimlHT of amend- 
ments which were tabled and from the couise of the discussions in the 
House, it was evident that there was a varied and considerable volume 
of <i])ini(m against the Bill in the form in which it was then before 
the House. But it appeared that the objections raised were not 
against the objects of the Bill but against the provisions by which it 
W’aa proposed t»i attain tho.se object.s. Having regard to these objec- 
tions, (Jovernment decided not to pnxeed with the Agricultural 
Produce Murketa Bill, but to introduce instead this Bill which aims 
at a<‘hieving the same objects by simpler provisions and in a different 
manner. 

I have said that the objects of the Bill are the same as those with 
which the Agricultural Produce Markets Bill was first introduced, 
and 1 do not think any one will disagree as to the desirability of 
those «ibje<*lH w’hieh, stated briefly, are to seeurt» better conditions in 
the markets for the public generally and to ^protect buyers and sellar#, 
in particular cultivators selling their produce, from unjustified 
exactions and other malpractices which prevail. ^ , 
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The most prevalent disadvantages and malpractices existing Jfn, 
die markets of Bengal are outlined in the first paragraph of the 
Statement of ()bje<‘ts and Reasorn. Some of these are due to acts or 
omissions on the part of the proprietors of markets or on the part of 
their officers, while others are due to acts or omissions on the part of 
traders in their dealings with the cultivator-producer. The principle 
of the Bill is to place (»n the proprietors tlie oiuis of (‘onducting their 
markets, and to place (tn traders the onus of conducting their husiness 
with the cultivator-producers in manner calculated to put an end to 
or at least approciahly reduce the ilisad vantages and malpractices 
which ])revail. The Bill extends to the winde of Bengal, hut in the 
definition of “market” in suh-clause (.i) of clause L* if will W seen that 
it does not apply to any market owned or managed h\ the (hupora- 
tiou of (hilcutta or hy the commissioners (‘f a muni<ipality . Nor 
will it a])plv to any plu(‘e or class of places which the t#»>vernment 
may h\' loitificatioii in the ^ affinal (ittzvtte declan* not to he a market. 


Ih.ilmg now with the list of disa«l\ antagen and mulpructiccw 
refeiicd to in the Statement (tf Objects and BiMtsons, th(* first is that 
pn»ptietor'' of niark4‘t> ami (UmiIcI'. h*\y maiket < harges and allowam*PS 
which are numerous and often I'Xiessive. In the «*nnditions which 
ma\ h«* prescrihed ui a licetK’c. j-lauM* o pro\i<les that only such 
market tees and other charges may he realised as ate specified in the 
li<a*m'e and at such rati's as art* stated in tin* liceina*. Such market 
feeh and othci charges and tin* rate at which the\ ma\ hr h-vied must, 
for tin* information ol the public, he exhihiti'd in writing in 
<’on spinious place*, in tin* market. Such f<*cs and charge, s ma\ la* 
<()lh'<'le<l 4 «nl\ h\ p<‘rsonH appoint**<l h\ the pioprietoi for the 
pur|m*'<‘ 

Sir. the m«*th(Hl of specifying the maiket fcc^ and othet chargeii 

which ma> he realised on h(*half of the propri<*toi and of fixing the 

rates at wliich they may la* levi<d is provided foi in t laiises tl and 7. 
It will he seen that there is nothing arhitrarv alamt this, and the feea 
are prescrilied ami the rates fixed after full consideration of tin* views 
of the priiprietor, the unitm lM»arfl in whose juri*Mlictiou the market 
is situated, and of the District Magistrate Tnder clause ti. suh- 
clause (7), the union Isiard or other similar hK-al hotly may recom- 
mend the kind of fees and other charge.s which may Im* levied and 

the rates at which they may he levied. Tiider t laust* 7, sulM-laUHe (7), 

the proprietor on the request of the Di.striet Magistrate must furnish 
a itatement of the fees and charges which he levies or proiMises to 
levy. Thereafter, the fees %re fixeil hv ttovenimeiit after considering 
the report of the DistricJ Magistrate and the views of the union Imard 
imd the statement ot the proprietor. 
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The second item in the list of disadvantages and inalpractices is 
that weights and measures are of different kinds and this affords scope 
for cheating and unfair dealing. In due course sets of standard 
freights will be available, though for reasons l)eyond the control of 
the Provincial Government they are not available yet. Clause 5, sub- 
clause (2), therefore provides the conditions which may be included 
in a li(’euce that the proprietor shall keej) available in his market a 
set of standard weights and measures w'hich shall be available free of 
charge for any buyer or seller to check any weighment or 
measurement. 

Sir, item (itt) of the list of disadvantages refers to inadequate 
provision in many markets for shelter, conservancy, water-supply, 
sanitation, drainage and general accomimuiation. In clause 5, sub- 
clause (i?), provision is made fr>r inclusion in a licence of conditions 
re(|uiring the prf>prielor to maintain structures, [)athways. open 
Hptt(H‘H and the ihimediate approaches to the market, if in his control, 
in a condition safe and convenient for persons, animals, and vehicles 
using them. Similarly, <‘onditions in the licence may require the 
proprietor to maintain a<ie<juat(‘ arrangem<*nts for <()iiservan< \ and 
drainage and space \u the market l<}r persons and animals using the 
market. Hut it is important to note that tlie ade<|uate urrange- 
mcnts which these conditions of the liceiu’e require him to make will 
be subject to local conditions, and the net income derived from the 
market us estimated in the manner prM*s<rihed. The intention simply 
is, and we thiirk it is right, tliat the pnqirietor should spend a 
reasonahle amount of the income he derives from a market for the 
(•orivenience and safety of th*‘ persons who use th(‘ market and from 
whom he obtains his income. 

Adequate nieaus are necessary to see that proprietors carry (»ut the 
comlitions of the licence issiu'd to them. Altliough there will be some 
inspecting otiicers, it is considered that the appropriate agency to advise 
and report on the conditions in niarkcls witliin their jurisdii'tion is 
tht‘ union boanl, union committee, or panchuyels as the case ma> he. 
Clause t>, thereli>re. empowers union boards, union committccH and 
pancliayets to rc«*ommemi to the juescrihi'd authority that inqirove- 
inents he made in any market in tlodr jurisdiction and to report 
instances of breaches of <'onditions of the liceme. Any such recom- 
mendation or report must he supported by a res(dution passcil at a 
meeting of the union board or other local body concerned and the 
prescribed authority cannot take any action on the recommendation 
or report without tirst hearing the pnq>rietor or his agent, and in any 
case the prescribed aiithoritv must re(*ord his reasons in writing either 
for r<*j“cliug the report or ft>r accepting it. In the event of* a 
proprietor failing to observe any of the uonditions of his H<*ence, 
clauses lU and HI empower the District Magistral^ or the f^ub<!i visional 
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Magistrate to take steps to secure observance of the licence. This may 
be done in two ways. Firstly, under clause 12, sub-clause (2), the * 
District Magistrate or the Suhdi visional Officer is empowered to act 
on the results of his ow'u personal inspection and local enquiry. This 
applies when the District Magistrate or the Suhdi visional Officer 
observes personally that a condition of a licence is not being observed. 
For example, he may visit a market and find that the w^ell which is 
supposed to provide drinking water in the market is full of filth and 
rubbish, or he may find that the main entrance to the market is a sea 
of mud and almost impassable. <»r he may find that the .sheds for which 
people pay rent are in a dilapidated condition. rmb*r clause 12. sub- 
clause (/), he may then, after enquiry and giving the proprietor an 
oportunity of being heard, issue an oi«ler on the proprietor to take 
such action as will reimaly the detect within a time specified in the 
order. He might, in the examples I have (juoted, order the wells to 
be cleaned, or the entrance to the market to bt‘ improved, or the sb(*ds 
to bt' repaired. Tin* object of tlii> sub-clause is to avoid delu\ in 
proceedings which ai'e unnecessary \\ln*n tin* District Magistrate or 
Subdivisional Magistrate has pei*»onall\ s««en the condition of the 
market, has ]>ersonHll\ eiujuiied on the spot and ha.s personally heard 
the proprietor. It will enable him in urgent cases to issue an order 
on the sjiot after making the observations and eii(|uiries himself. 

The other way in which clause 12 would operate is when the District 
Magistrate or the Subdivisional Magistrate receives a rejmrt from an 
inspecting otiicer or from a union board that any condition of lii'cnce 
is not being obs<‘rved. In such <ases the Distrii't Magistrate umler 
sub-clause (2) of clause 12 may issue an order on the proprict(»r to show 
cause w'ithin a sjiecified time why an order should not bo made re({innng 
him to take smh action as will icno‘d\ the defect rcj>orlc«]. Then 
under suh-clause (J), if the jirojirietor shows iaUH4*, the District 
Magistrate oi the Subdivisional Magistrate must hear the pro])rjetor 
and any evidence which he may adtince and hIiuII either cancel the 
notice or issue the order or a modified Jirder. 

Any such order issued hy tlie Distri<t Magistiate or the Subdivi- 
sioiial Magistrate eitloT a*, a result ot his porsonal observation and 
enquiry under sub-clansc (/) oi clause 12, or as a result »»f due healing 
after receiving a report under sub-clause ( 2 ) of clause 12, must be 
based on reasons to be recorde<| in writing and must have regard to 
local conditions and the (dass of the market. In that connection I 
refer again to clause d of the Hill whicli provi<les for the classification 
of markets into four classes, anfl [irovides that muikets should lie 
classified on consideration of the upjiroximatc nufnlM*r of persons 
attending the market on market days, and on the approximate esti- 
mated income derived from the market. This pra%'i»ion is made with 
.the intention that order should be passed that is unreasonable 
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having regard to local conditions and the class of the market. For 
‘ example, in say a Class III market, which denotes a relatively small 
attendance on market days and a relatively small income, it might be 
quite unreasonable having regard also to other local conditions to 
require the proprietor to put in a pucca well or a tube-well for drinking 
water. On the other hand, in a Class I market which would denote 
a large attendance on market days and a large income, it might be 
quite reasonable having regard also to local conditions to require a 
proi)rie<(»r to maintain two or three wells or to excavate a tank to 
proviile drinking water. 

If a proprietor fails to carry out an order i-^sued under clause 12, 
the District Magistrate or the Subdivisional Magistrate may under 
clause Id either take action to give effect to the order and recover the 
cost thereof from the proprietor together with a sum not exceeding 
50 per cent, of the cost by way of penalty or he may suspend the 
licence for a period not exceeding two years. For example, if a 
proprietor refused to repair the sheds in his market, the District 
Magistral* could cause the repairs to be done and recover the cost 
plus a sum not exceeding 50 per cent, of the cost as though it were a 
public demand. Alternatively, under clause 21, the proprietor could 
be prosecuted for breach of the conditions of his licence. 

If the District Magistrate suspends the licerice, th(M» under clause 
14 he shall arrange for the management and maintenance of the 
market, d'he expenses of management and maintenance shall W met 
from the income derived from the market and the balance shall be 
pai<l to the pro[)rietor. 

ruder clause 15 any person aggrieved may appeal to the District 
Magistrate against an order of the Subdivisional Magistrate under 
clause 12 or 10, and to the Commissioner against an order of the 
District Magistrate. 

Coder clause HI the CommissiomT may revise any order passed by 
the District Magistrate, and the Hoard of Revenue may revise any 
order juisscil by a Commissi<mer in appeal or in revi.sion. 

The fourth item in the list of disadvantages in the Statement of 
Objects and Reasons is that reliable information as to prices and other 
marketing information is not u-suall> available. This of course is not 
the fault of the jiroprietors or the traders, but the supply of such 
information is important to buyers and sellers. In the conditions of 
licemes referred to in clause 5 provision is therefore made for publi- 
cation ill the markets in the prescrilied manner of any notice or other 
matter in connection with marketing which is issued by the Provincial 
Government and which the Provincial liovernment desires to be pub- 
lished. Under the licence the proprietor will lie responsible for 
publishing the information in the prescribed uiawier. 
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For the purpose of collecting such marketing informatioB, clause 9 * 
provides that the Provincia} Government may empower officers to 
•equire proprietors to supply information for the purposes of the Act, 

Item 5 of the list of disadvantages and iiuil practices refers to 
injustified discounts and deductions. Clause « provides that no trade 
illowance other than such allowanc'e as may Im» prescribed shall be 
nade or received by any person whether in a market or at the residence 
)f an agriculturist or at any (Uher place where any transaction in 
'espect of any agricultural ]»roiluce takes places. 

The .sixth item is that per-son^ frctjUditing markets are liable to be 
dctimised by the levy of tolls of various kiinls by unauthorised persons. 

To prevent this it is provided both in the conditions of the licence and 
n clause 7 that the fees and charges which may be levied shall be 
ixed, tliat a notice of th(‘in must be published in conspi<‘uous places in 
he market for general information, that mithing in excess of those 
ees and charges may be icalised and that the onl\ persons authorised 
0 colle(‘t them will be persons appointed bv the proprietor 

The final item in tlic list of disadvantages is (hat produce is subject 
0 no standard. This opcra(cs (<» (he disadvantage i»f the bu>er in that 
le ma,\ receive adulterated or mixed pioduce It alsj* operates to the 
iisadvantage ol the cultivator selling his pro*luce in that In* cannot 
p»t the best price for the U'st (jualil\ pUMlm'c. Clausj* 10 of Ifie Hill, 
herefon*, provides that no [mtsoii shall conduct in a market any 
raiisaction in rcs|»ect (*f an\ agrieultural produce except in accord- 
ince with such standuid grades and dehniti<»ns of ({ualitv an may 1>e 
reHcrihed for that produce either generally «»r specially for that 
articular market. It is also provich-d that a condition of thi‘ licence 
any re«]uire a propriettu- to kei'p samples of standard gratles of produce 
Q the market. The (diject is that where standard grailes havi* been 
rescrilied and where it is possible to keep samplcH for comparison, 
uch samples should be available at the market to enable laOh biiyeni 
nd HcllerB to coin|)are with the produce the\ are buying or sfdling. 
n addition provision is made in clause 11 for prescribing an authority 
r) decide di.sputes regarding standard grades and definitions of quality. 

Sir. I will not occupy the time of the House by going into further 
ietails. I think 1 have .said entmgh to indicate to the House th« 
itadvantages and malpractices wliich the Hill is designed to remedy 
nd the methods by which it is proposed to remedy them With these 
Sjr, I place this motion before the House.

The Bengal Markets Regulation Bill, 1S41. 

Mr. SYED 4ALALUDDIN HA8HEMY: May I submit, Sir, before 
you ask the members to move their motions that you should give us an 
opportunity to oppose the motion moved by the Hon’ble Minister. 
This is a retrograde step. He wants the Bill to be referred to a Select 
Committee. So, we want to oppose this motion on the ground that this 
Bill should he considered in this session or should not be considered 
at all. have reasons to oppose this motion. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Y oil may do it later after the motion has been 
moved. 

Mauivi ABU H08SAIN 8ARKAR: Sir, I beg to move h> way of 
amendment tliat the Bengal Markets Hegulation Bill be circulated for 
the purpose of eliciting opinion thereon. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Yes, \ou ma\ move that. 

Mauivi ABU H088AIN 8ARKAR: Sir, we persistently demanded 
for an Act to be ]»assed by this (iovernment to control the markets, 
fa irs and nulas of Ihmgul. The reason lor this was that the poor 
market-goers were ojipies.MMi an<l vaiiou?» kinds of illegal exactions 
were collected by tiie proprietor. > of markets and fairs — especially the 
agricultural section of oui countrymen being the vietiiirs. The 
Weights and meiisuie.s us«‘d in tliis jnovinee were many and varied. 
No uniloiiiiity was found, ('unning people thereby f<»und an 
opportunity to elieat tlie ignorant jniblie. 

riien again. Sir, the proprietor^ ot markets did not manage things 
pi'operly and diil not provide suit.ible plaie'. for petty shoji-keepers 
and stall-keepi'rs tm market day''. On the other hand, the proprietors 
generally allowed or even inlrodiieftl swindlers and gamblers in order 
to get money from tliem, so that the\ might rob the innoeent villagers 
W’ho eame to the maikets. Then* were afso other kinds of oppression. 
In some raises poor villagt*rs eame with a small (juantity of rice, dal^ 
eU\, which they used to sell in order to meet their necessary expenses. 
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3ut the market-owners did not spare even these poor people who came 
here only to sell a seer or half a seer of rice, dal, ete., and exa<‘ted 
oils from them. The eonditions in th»^ markets were /generally very 
nsanitary. In some places even drinking water was not provided, 
ind there were no places of wor^^hip to be found. These cases became 
io rampant in North Bengal that we had to take rt‘course to direct 
iction. In Rangpur. my native district, we had to take direct action 
igainst the owners of markets who were mostly zemindars and more 
:han 2,000 volunteers were sent to jail and some of them are still 
'otting there. When at last (n»vernment last year introduced the 
Bill, called the Agricultural Produce Markets Bill, although the Bill 
was not an ideal one, we welcomed it. There were provisions in it by 
which the markets would be placed under a committee to be elect^jd 
JT appointed as the case might be. Unfortunately, Sir, though the 
Bill was sent to the Select Committee and emerged from it, though a 
vast amount of public money was spent and though more than half 
the Bill was considered by this House, the (Joveriiment thought it 
desirable to drop it. The Hon'ble Minister in charge of Agriculture 
at the time of iiitrodm inir this Bill has given us some flimsy gnmnds 
and reasons, and 1 think that it w'ill not be improper f«)r tnc to say 
that he has not given us the real reason foi diopping the Bill. Will 
it not be right to say that wlicn tlo* Bill was being djs. ussiMl, one of 
the zemindar Ministers ot tlie Cabinet behmging to the (iovernment 
Party moved here and there and got a petition signed bv nearly 80 
members of this House and sent it to the fhibiiiet, and that woiH the 
reason for dropping the Bill The reason (or that. I suhmit. was that 
most of the zemindars were being depriv(*d of their illegal exactions 
as by th(* pn)ViHU)ns contained in that Bill it was inten(b‘(l to put tlie 
markets and fairs under committees. I put a flirect <juesfi(»n to the 
Hon’ble Minister wdio is the mover of this Bill whethei it is a fart 
that a [letition with (lie signatures of a large number of members of 
the land-bolding community ami aUo some important public func- 
tionaries was placed before him and that that w’lis the main cause for 
dropping the Bill. Now*. Sir, the reus<»n why 1 have moved this 
amendment i.s that Government lias introdueeii this Bill only to hood- 
wink the public. Sir, there is no definite proposal in this Bill. 
During the last four years, Sir, no bill having u definite programme 
of action behind it has been introduced in this Houmc. I find that 
Government only wants to have some rule-making power so that they 
may control the markets and fairs by means of rules issued under the 
executive authority of Government. I do not know what concreU^ 
proposal Government have made in this Bill, They simply want 
control over markets by means of rules to be framed by them. So I 
submit that this Bill should not be passed or referred to a Select 
Commiitee unless and until our country people know what are the 
jprovisions contained <4n Ais Bill. I submit that it is no Bill at all. 
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With these words, Sir, I conuDend my motion to the acceptance 
of the House. 

Mr. I. C. KENNEDY: Mr. Speaker, Sir, on behalf of the European 
Party, I rise to support the motion moved by the Hon’ble Minister 
that the Benf^al Markets Regulation Bill be referred to a Select Com- 
mittee. We give it our support, not because we think it is a perfect 
Bill, but because it seems to us to provide a workable means of 
eliminating the malpractices which, unfortunately, are so prevalent in 
the marketing of agricultural produce in this province. If growers are 
to receive a larger share of the fruits of their labours, it is essential 
that they should be protected from those who would take advantage of 
their simplicity. It is also essential that they should take more 
interest in the marketing of their produce — as distinct from its produc- 
tion — and this Bill by regulating marketing procedure should stimulate 
their interest in the art of selling. I should like to congratulate 
Government on their wisdom in withdrawing the original Markets Bill 
which, in our opinion, would have been quite unworkable owing to its 
complicated and cuinhersome details. The present Bill does away 
entirely with notified market areas and their elaborate administration. 
It gives Government power to control all private markets, with »;ertain 
exceptions, and places the onus of responsibility for tlieir (iroper 
conduct upon the owners or their lessees. I would like to emphasise 
that in this respect the Bill now before us goes much further than the 
old Bill. Under the old Bill control would only have been established 
over the few markets in selected areas, whereas the new Bill establishes 
a workable system of control over all markets, control not only over 
market fees and trade allow’ances, but also over the conditions in 
markets sui'h as maintenance of structures, provision of water-supplies 
and drainage arrangements. This Bill, therefore, far from being a 
retrograde step, is, in our opinion, a substantial step forward. There 
are some details which retjuire consideration in Select Committee, in 
particular the definition of “market,” and the question of dual 
control which will arise in the case of markets situated within the 
jurisdiction of iiiuuicipaliHes. There are also other minor points 
which, no doubt, will be dealt with by the Select Committee. Sir, I 
support the motion moved b) the Hon’ble Minister. 


Mr. SAiANKA SEKHAR 8ANYAL: Mr, Speaker, Sir, 1 beg to 
support the motion for circulation moved by my friend, Mr. Abu 
Hossain Sarkar. I am surprised that the honourable the European 
member, Mr. Kennedy, has thought fit to plead that this Bill, far from 
being a retrograde measure, is an advance upon the previous Bill. 
Mr. Speaker, Sir, I hope it will not require any genius to understand 
that by the .surreptitious shunting of the prevuuis Bill, by this act 
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Government has passed its own verdict of incompetence upon 
hemaelves. When the Hon’ble Minister in charge and his deparimeiit 
rere left to the odium that necessarily attaches to the dropping (»f a 
3ill which was partly gone through and the adoption of another Bill 
vithout any statement in the Statement of Objects and Reasons that 
m account of certain internal deficiencies of the old Bill a new and 
>€tter Bill was being introduced in the year, it would appear fnun the 
Hatement of Objects and Reasons that no mention is made of the 
previous Bill at all, and at a first reading one would suppose that this 
Bill was coming for different purposes while the previous Bill was 
ilready pending. The matter was not clear till on an iiiterpellatioii. 
[ believe, of my friend, Mr. Hasliem>, in answer tii a question ot his, 
;he Hon’ble Minister admitted for the first time on the floor ot this 
House long after this Bill was circulated that the old Bill was going 
.0 be dropped. 1 submit that it indicates the guilty mind ot the 
jovernment by giving out this story ot substitution so late and by not 
ndicating that the first Bill was being .supplanted by the other at an 
jarlier stage. I agree with Mr. Ahu Hos.sain Sarkar when he sa>s that 
he Ministry has no definite and i»racticul scheme in its mind. It is 
iierely for a show that things are being done, that this thing is ladiig 
lursued, and not really with a definite and practical objective in view. 
Itherwise, how can >^e account tor the fact that utter that Hill, 
jresumably a well-con.sidcred Bill dratted at the time, was reterird to 
i Select Committee ol responsible and independent ineinbers nf this 
louse, where it underwent certain < hunges, and the report ol tin* S«*lect 
’omniittee was placed before (hi?' House and various amend luents were 
abled in connection with tin* varmus clauses of the Bill and arreptetl, 
t was silently abandoned ^ The Miinsti\ sal»otage<l the Bill alter its 
iriet career of a few da>s when it v^u.s loiind that (he Ministrx bad no 
dea even us to the definition nl market and other (♦•riiis. Sir, it was 
i curious irony of fate that altliougli tlie prevnoin Itil! wa>' u l)ettei (ine, 
he Ministry wa.s stramled even »m (lie definition ot market itself. Sir, 

[ pity the Hon'ble Minister in eburge that having l>rouglit that Bill 
lefore this House through the ritual of a Select Committee which 
nvolved large sums ol iiiones out of the public exehet|uer, he haw ef>me 
o-day with a look of simidicits and iniHaeiu-e to sa\ that this Bill is 
^oing to he a better Bill than the other. It might he a very good thing 
for a schoolboy to try to write an essay and then tr> to improve upon 
lis essay after some vegetation upon his subject, but 1 am surprised 
hat the Hon’ble Mr. Tamistuddiu Khan has not considered this Bill 
<0 be a retrograde mea.sure, and 1 am much nmre surprised that he had 
lot a word even to say as to why (hat previous Bill was dropped and 
his subse<|ueut Bill which is of a more retrograde character should be 
K cepted by Hd. 


. Mr. A. F. STARK I That Bill was unworkable. 
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Mr. 8A8ANKA 8EKHAR 8ANYAL: I thauk my iionourable 
fripjirl for saying that the previous Bill was considered to he unwork- 
able, but I hope he will appreciate when we say that the present Bill 
is also unworkable in the sense that it has no perspective of any definite 
work in its scope. Sir, we on the floor of the House as well as outside 
have always insisted upon the promulgation of legislative measures 
which will not only go the length of administering tinkering proposals 
U) the structure of a market, or a lavatory, er a drain of the market 
itself. Our idea is this, that not only should the market-place improve 
itself, but the marketing conditions should improve so considerablv and 
so unmistakably as to inure to the big benefit of the agriculturists which 
all of us profess to desire. 

Mr. Speaker, Sir, in the previous Bill there w'as mention ol a 
purpose that the prices of agricultural commodities were desired to be 
more prosperous for the agriculturists. 1 submit, Sir, that if the 
previous Bill failed to carry out that objective, it must have been for 
other reasons, because it did not reach the stage of finality. This 
present Bill, even if it is passed to the Select Committee and comes out 
again of the Select Committee with certain modifications wdiich we hope 
will come in, even then, Sir. our con*<idered opinion is that if we are 
committed to the principle of this Bill, then w’liatever allf>\vance under 
the rules there may be for enlarging the sco])e of these principles we 
are sure that they are not capable ol being enlarged io tliat extent 
wliieh it is at least the desire of the Opposition to have. In that sense, 
Sir, if the j>revious Bill was unworkabb‘. the juc'sent Bill is less work- 
able and more worthless still 

Mr. Speaker, Sir. this Bengal Markets Bcgiilation Bill is confined 
more or less to the question of eontrolling tin* mark»*t itself and 
undoubtedly also to the tiuesiion of prices, hut iheii. Sn . can you 
really inflate the pri«*es by merel\ lodding a jiistol over the liead of 
ilie market proprietor P Is it not neces.sar^ to go in for more compre- 
hensive things, for more imaginative things and for bolder things if 
you really want to succeed in getting a belter price For example, Sir, 
lu the other countries we all kiH»w that there are certain agricultural 
crops which are deliberately converted into money crojis, and unless 
some crops are converted into money crops it will bt* an absolutely 
futile attempt to get a mere Bill for the regulation of markets and 
expect an inflation of the prices leaving things to the off-chance of 
normal operation of the ordinary law of demand and supply. Prices 
have got to he created; prices have to be forestalled. And in that view 
of the matter, Sir, our opinion is that that the Ministry should come 
out with a definite scheme with a list of certain crops which they 
propose io convert into money crops. Jute has been long in the field. 
It has been talked to a sickening point, and so 1 will not deal with 
that any more. Then there is the cry of sugarcane, and it is a ver^' 
strong cry Uhduy, because we see to-day that in the previous war even 
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we could uot ordinarily use the normal quantity of su^ar Wause the 
price went up so high, but to-day. Sir, in spite of a more devastating 
war, in spite of the blockading of supply from outside, in spite of the 
fact that we have got our own sugar produce which we are more able to 
control and regulate, the price of sugar is going down. What is 
needed is to come out with a definite attitude of controlling the decline 
of price and for elevating the price at least to stmie extent. 

Mr. I. C. KENNEDY: I! i>w are yo\i going to do it ? 

Mr. 8A8ANKA 8EKHAR 8ANYAL: We are goiiig to do it l\v 

the co-operati(»n of the provinces. We are gtong to do it h) following 
the iH»rinnl laws of connnen'ial <*n1erprise. It niv hononrahle friends 
of the Kuroj>ean Party cannot give the benefit ot their wisdom— 
probably they have none in this matter (I.aughter. > - 1 would ask the 
Hon 'hie Minister to take statistics and fa(‘ts from the sugar fiotories 
themselves and if the Ministry are really seriously intentioned, they 
can approach the commercial bodies, the commercial magnates ami the 
commercial experts. It is no use. Sir. menl\ talking about leriain 
lact> in an airy fa-xliion. it no um‘ meiel\ throwing out )»aper.s in 
the constituencies*. It is no use niercl\ having on record vtdnmes of 
legislation unless wc know that they are d»dinitel\ going to do good to 
the peojde tor whom we are conceined I do iH»t claim to be an e\}M*it 
in this matter. 1 am thankful t<» my frieml of the Knnipean Part\. 
1 do not claim infallibility. I can simply give ideas, and it is for the 
Ministry and the Party supimrting the Ministry to lake the rcqmn* 
sibility of approaching the proper quarters and for api»roaching tho 
question in the proper method. Wc arc here only to give ideas and we 
only expect that the Ibirty whi< h Hupport** tin* Ministiy will not lx* so 
dull-hcadrd and •'<1 imper\ioU'* t(» progressive nleus a"* lt> sit down merely' 
ujMin tlu'ir shy and sham pn-stige and tr> consider that the thiugs are 
not workable and ihat the things cannot be done. (INrinting to 
Mr. Kennedy.) I.ook at your jieiqde of America. They liave converted 
certain crops into their money < rop.s Look at the wheat laws of tireat 
Britain and the Continent. They have been converted into imuiey 
cn)i)s. Why (aunot we eonveit some ot our r-rops into money -'rojnif' 
If you cannot create money croj>s, it you cannot cfmverl the onlinary 
crops—at least some of them -into money crops, it is no use merely 
tinkering with weights and measures, the structure of market, sanitary 
arrangement and lavatory at tin* market-jilaie. It will do no gtxjd. 
It will probably please the vanity ol the authors of the Bill and the 
supporters of the Bill who will perhup.s say: “Well, look here, we are 
doing so much to our people out.iide, ' But it will not really aniw'er 
either the code of justice or the code of necessity. 

, Sir, I am thankful to my honourable friend Mr. Kennedy for 
anticiphiing one of my pleas in referring to the question of dual- 
authority with regard to* market-place in municipal areas. It apjiears 
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that left to themselves they are sometimes capable of striking a proper 
point, but not frequently. (Laughter.) We, on this side of the 
House, Sir, think that it is necessary to elicit opinion of municipal 
authorities, because after all, Sir, all new Bills, the mush-room Bills, 
that are coming into existence are creating newer and newer multiple 
authority, and we fear, Sir, that even if no good can come lo the 
country by these confused and confusing pieces of legislation, at least 
the existing local authority Tvill be bewildered by the creation of such 
multiple authority. So, my humble submission to the Minister 
concerned is not to rush the matter to the Select Committee, hut to 
refer the question to the commercial bodies and take the benefit of 
local — and if possible and necessary — outside experts, so that the 
ordeal may not be repeated of dropping the Bill midway at a time 
when much hopes were raised. If one Bill has been stranded on the 
shores of negligence, ignorance and w'unt of iniagination, we ot the 
Opposition want to help the Ministry out of a morass and let not another 
Bill he similarly stranded on the shores of another negligence, ignorance 
and lack of iimigi nation. (Loud cheers from the Opposition Benches.) 

Mr. 8YED JALALUDDIN HA8HEMY: Sir. in the past we 
have f(»rgottcu and forgiven the countless frailties and tailiires ol this 
(iovernni<‘nt. But, Sir, this i.^ a matter whicli re(juire8 careful 
scrutiny. Sir, if I am permitted to say, I will sa\ that this Bill, I 
mean the Bengal Markets Regulation Bill, is not even a compensation 
or to put it properly is not an apology for tlie Bengal Agricultural 
Produce Markets Bill. 

Sir, let us examine and scrutinise the origin, growth and dcveloj)- 
ment of the previous Bill, I mean the Agricultural Produce Markets 
Bill. (Vrtainly the idea of such a Bill was either in the brain ol an 
individual Minister or in the brain of the Cabinet collectively. The 
cfxperls in the pay of the Government were asked to draft the Bill. The 
Bill was drafted. The Bill was again considered by the Government. 
The Bill was gazettt‘d. Then, Sir, the Bill was introduced in the 
Assembly and after a careful consideratitm by the (lovernment the 
Bill was referred to a Select Committee. The Select Committee sat 
and sat and gave their verdi«-t. The Bill was again brought before 
this House. After considering a few clau.ses of the Bill, all on a 
sudden the Bill was dropped. May I ask and very seriou-sly why it 
w’as dropped niter so much amount of time, energy and money had 
been spent for the purpose? I do not care about the time and energy, 
but certainly Government owed us an explanation for the amount of 
money mis-spent over the Bill. I fully agree and endorse what has 
come from Mr. Abu Hossain Sarkar. I say. Sir, from my personal 
experience that a few influential members of this House having 
proprietary interests in markets did not agree with certain provisions 
of the Bill and they sent a memorandum to*the Ministers and the 
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Minister in charge naturally became nervous, and he hud no otlior way 
than to submit to the demands of the influential members of this House. 
Sir, a fresh Bill was drafted. It has come before the House aijain. 
Sir, in the usual course, it is going to be referred to a Select Vommiltee. 
What is the guarantee that this Bill wnll be pibited by the Minister 
even in this case? I do n<»t hold the Hon’ble Minister in churg<' of 
this Bill fully responsible for it. I regret very nnich to say (hui lie 
has been made a scape-goat in this matter. He is the only man in the 
Cabinet who is conversant with the conditions of markets in thi.$ 
province. (Mr. S.\sank.a Sr.Kinu Svnyu. : He has not yet forgotten!) 
He is conversant with the methods and manner of oppression gemTuIly 
adopted by the proprietors of markets, and I know that he has much 
sjTnpathy for the people oppressed, but he is helpless. He ii 
absolutely helpless. In the face of these fact.s, he must hiok lo the 
vested interests first. This is Hie reason wh\ this Mini.stry have failed 
to inspire faith, hope and confidence in us. The (n)vt*rnmcnt »lo not 
know their own mind. The idea of this Rill was in ihe CahincI licfoie 
the Ilon’ble Minister in charge (‘utered the (^abinet. Since then Rill 
after Bill has been drafti'd and last »»f all the Agrieulturnl Produce 
Mark(*ts Rill accepted h\ the (lovernmenl. Now. Sii, (he Rill 

that has heen introduced thi' time, as I lia\r alreads said. eaim»»( evi'U 
be an apology for tiie Rill that was introduceil and relVitaal to the 
Select (himmittcc. The time has coinc for ns to ask the (Jovernment to 
exjilaiii wh> and uiuh'r wiial circumstam’es that Rill was not proceeded 
with. The reas(jn that lias het-n set ff»rth in the speecli i»f the lloiPhle 
Mini^tei is not at all Min\ lining Had it heen <oinplieated and 
controversial as has been 'Uggesled i»\ s<)nic ol m\ friends to my left, 
it was up to the (lovcrnmcnt to look int(t the maitei ot eontroversy and 
complication while the original Rill was m (lie Sele« t (’ommittee, and 
it w’a.s up to the memher.s of the Seleet Pnmmittee. the majority of whom 
belong to the fiovernmeiit Part> , to point tmt to the (jovernmeni the 
complications, controversies and the difliculties of the Rill. If there 
were really any compliiations, the original Rill ought to have been 
referred again to a second Select (’ommittee, but tliui was not done. 
The whole thing, lock stock and barrel was changed. Ever\ tiling has 
been changed. This is no Rill. Thin will not do any good lo the 
oppre.ssed. This will rather help the proprietoru ot markets in 
continuing their oppression. Can the Hou ble Minister, us he has 
explained in his speech, when the Rill is taken up ehium* by clause, 
convince us that this Bill is really an improvement on the old Rill? 
In not a single case is this Rill an improvement. Most certainly it is 
not an improvement. If it is not an improvement, what earthly reason 
can there be on our part to support this Bill? As for mysedf 1 am not 
inrfavQur of sending this Bill for circulation If the Hon'ble Minister 
is serious and if be mean« business, let him proceed! with the Bill clause 
by clause hej^e in this session. The House is quite com|H*lent to suggest 
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imi)roveinent.s, to suggest ways and means of getting over controversies, 
eompUcationa and difficulties and to finish the Bill, The Hon'ble 
Minister wants the Hill to go to a Select Committee. He expects the 
report of the Select Committee by the 31st of July. In that case, it 
will again come before the House, but I do not know in which session. 
(Mr. Atul Chandra Sen: In 1942.) Possibly in 1942 when the life 
of this Assembly will be over. The Bill will be automatically dead. 
If he means business, let him proceed with this Bill in this session and 
finish our deliberations on it. With these words, Sir, I oppose the 
motion for reference to the Select Committee. 

Mr. D. P. KHAITAN: Mr. Speaker, Sir, I rise to support the 
motion made by the Hon’ble Minister for the reference of this Bill to 
A Select Committee. I oongnitulnte the Government for having kept 
a receptive mind to the defects that jienneated through almost every 
cUiuse of the Bill cvilled the Bengali Agricultural Produce Marketing 
Bill and for the witlidrawal of which I have heard complaints from 
the previous sf>«ikcr,s. Sir, I fail to understand what reason for 
o^itnplainl the Op|H)sition Parties in this House have to the withdrawal 
of the previous Bill and to the introduction of this new one 

Mr. 8A8ANKA 8EKHAR SANYALs AVhich is an e<}uallv 
inefficient Bill. 

Mf. D. P. KHAITAN • Sir, 1 am told that this Bill is an etjually 
inefficient Bill and thereiore tlmt is an ailniission that the previous 
Bill Wias certainly inefficient tmd deserved to he withdrawn as has Wen 
d<ine liy Government. I hold no brief for the llon’ble Minister who 
ha's introduced this Bill. 1 <;im .sure he has .slioulders broad enough 
to reply to the critici.sm.s that have Wen levelled against him. But 
I may .sa\ this, that from the trade point of view the provisions of 
the previous Bill would liave made the situation so difficult as to have 
crippled tnule to a very large extent. If my honourable friends who 
have iwrliripated in this deflate to-day wouhl refer to the discussions 
that took place on the tloor ot this House in connection w'ith the 
previous Bill. I have not the slightest doubt that they would W 
convinced that the previous Bill was not worth being pursued. 
Therefore, I think it was in the fitness of things that Government 
should withdraw the previous one and devise another, one more suit- 
able, which would not cripple trade and would not therefore adversely 
affect the real interests of the agriculturists. As my friend, 
Mr. Sanyol, has pointed out in some portions of his speech, it is the 
merc'antile community who should be consulted as to the methods and 
ways of improving the pric'e of agricultural products. I oould n^t 
understand him when he repeatedly said that some crops should be 
converted into money crops. What I understand by mopey crops is 
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gimply this, that when a producer produces a certain thing which be 
eannot consume himself, he sells in the market, and that crop becomes 
automatically a money crop which is consumed by the rest of the 
world, A crop cannot be artificially made a money crop or a oonsump* 
tion crop: it depends upon the production and consumption by the 
agriculturists themeslves, and no artificial methods can be employed 
either for treating a crop as consumption crop or as money crop. 
That being so, it is necessary that nothing should be done by this 
Legislature or by Government to cripple trade. Because, if trade is 
in any way crippled, it would be against the best interests of the agri- 
culturists. Sir, in this vit'w of the situation I would still draw the 
attention of Governiuent to certain features of the present Bill Unit 
has been introduced to-day and whicdi, it is proposed, should be 
referred to the Select (k)mnntte<\ For, even in this Bill I find certain 
features which will not l)e beneficial to (he free flow of tra<le. My 
fnend, Mr. KenutMl\ , has already drawn the attention of the llon’ble 
Minister to the definition of the word “market” which is still tx>o wide 
for purposes of the prt)visions of thi.s Bill. It is mini here that 
“market” nmins any place at which persons onlinarily assemble for 
the purcluise and s^ilc of any agricultural pioduce or other commodities. 
It is still liable to the interpretations and the objections which w’er© 
evinced during the discussion on the previtiiis Bill. I am not umiware 
of the fiict that there is an ad<litioiuil pmvision that Government have 
p()Wf*r not to iiK hide in the word “market” any pla<*e or (dass «>f 

pLices whi<h tin* Fi'ovincial (h>\erninent may hy notification in the 

ifjfu'nil ir<iz('ttv declaie not to l>e a market. As this Bill is intended to 
regulate <lealiug.s in a market ordinarily acceptable us .such, it is desir- 
able that the definition of “nisirket” shonhl he improved, and what- 

e\er jtlace or class of jdiices the Provincial (fovernnictit w**ints to 

exclude from the purview <»f the word “market” shouhl, so far as 
possible, he done within the provisions of this Bill atol not la* simply 
left to the rule-nuiking powers of Government in <»rder to give some 
ctmfidence to the trading community. 

Then, Sir, 1 would like to draw the attention of this House parti- 
cularly to clauses 10 and 11 of this Bill, ('lause 10 has j>erha|)f» been 
hilrriedly drafted. f<»r it will become a dangerous j)roviHion in this 
Bill. Clause 10 says, no jierson shall conduct in a market any tran-iac- 
tion in respect of any agricultural produce except in accordance with 
such standard grades and definitions of cpialitv, as may he prescTihed 
for that produce, either generally or si>ecuilly, for that |wirticukr 
market. Sir. this clause, as it has been drafted, would mean that in 
respect of every kind of agricmltural prcjduce Government will have 
to prescribe .standard grades and definitions of nuality; for, except in 
Accordance with them no per.‘»on will l»e alloweti to conduct any 
transaction in respect any agricultural pr<Mluce. %Sir, I dare say 
that that |ras not the intention of the framers of the Bill. Wliat 
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they have intended was that in such oases as Government deem 

it fit to prescribe standard #;frades or definitions of quality, those 
standards and definitions will have to be conformed to by any person 
entering into transactions in respect of that particular agricultural 
produce. Sir, if that is the intention of Government, then this clause 
will hfive to be modified suitably; otherwise, Government will have to 
lay down standard grades and definitions of quality not in respect of 
hundreds of commodities but in respect of thou.sands of them, and 
Goveniment will find themselves in a great difficulty, if they do not 
prescribe standard gmdes and definitions of quality in respect of any 
of them. 

Then, Sir, clause 11 says, disputes regarding standard grades and 
definitions of quality in a market shall be derided by the prescribed 
authority and in the prescribed manner and the decision of tlie pres- 
cribed authority shall be final. Sir, I do not know wliat authority will 
be preHcril)ed by Government for the purpo.se of deciding disputes 
regarding stamhird grades and definitions of quality. I can say this, 
(hat even the mercliant.s wlu) deiil in agricultural produce find it very 
diffi< ult to dtuude disputes almiit the grades and (jualitics on the basis 
of whi(!h transactions are entered into. 1 fail to understand how any 
Governirjenl4il authority that may he set up for decuding disputes will 
])e able to do it in an efpiitable manner, to do justice between a buyer 
and a seller, to <lo justice to the agriculturists or to do justice to the 
merchants themselves. This is a provision wliicli may lead to great 
danger of distiirhing the free flow of trade, ami T would tirge the 
Government to imue thoroughly c-on^uler tins (jnestion before asking 
the Select (.kmimittee or this House to ado})t it in the form as it has 
been incorjioniled in the Hill. 

Then, Sir, 1 ma\ draw the attention ot the llon’ble Minister in this 
House t(» clause S of the Hill wdiere it is said that, “no trade allow- 
•int'e other tluin smli allowance as may he prescribed shall he made 
or receiv<‘d by any p<Ms<»n in any trans^iction in le^pet't of any agri- 
cultural pioduce whetluM’ in a market <»r at llie resideiue ot an agri- 
culturist or at au\ other place A\here any transaction in rt‘spect of 
any agricultural ]>ix)<luce takes |»lace.” Sir. the Hon’hle Minister 
has referrt*<l us to the Statement of Ghjects ami HeaMin.s in this con- 
nection. There 1 find it is mentioned, “unjustified disc'oiints and 
deductions ate ciummui “ 1. thereloi^. presume that the Hon’ble 

Minister’s attention ^\as only drawn to unjustified discounts and 
de<luctions and not to ordinary trade allowam'e^. I submit, Sir, that 
what tlie Hon’hb' Minister iiuhius here by tiade allowance is not trade 
allow am e. hut unhtisinesslike allowances, ami to eliminate them he has 
our tallest sympathy ami oc»-operatK>n. Hut he must do it in a manner 
which is feasible and wliith will not obstruct the free flow of trad#; 
for, if (his free tlow of tmde receive.s the ^lightest obstruction, it 
will he mort» against the interests of the agriculturists tljaii in their 
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favour. I believ€, Sir, that what th^ Hon’hle Minister has in mind 
is the payment of ixirtirhritti and thiniifs of that character. In order 
to stop them and in order not to prevent houti Hde trade allowances 
beitiff paid, some (»ther metliod will have to he devised either by the 
Hon’ble Minister or hy his advisers or by the Select CV»mmittee — some 
method other than that provided in clause tS. 

A^ain. Sir. if reference Is nuule to trade allouancH* in cliiu.se f), 
sub-clause i2) u/), it will he fouiul tliat the propricti>r of a market is 
expected to see that n<» trade allouame othei than such all(i\>ance as 
may 1 k‘ pres( rihed shall lu' made. etc. (’lau>e S is ('opicd here word 
for word. Apart troin the tact that it cannot ward for woid he apjilied 
here my ohieitmn to ii is this, that if it is Icti to the proprietor of a 
market to contiol the ment ot trade allouam es and ts) prevent 
them, it is jmssilih*. Sir, tliat much (sniu]>tion ma\ ensue. If the 
ajj:ents of the proprietor of a markt't are alleged to interfere 
in the carrying*' out of transactions, I can see that mindi 
bribery and lorruption will take place and the merchants will 
be interfered with m (arr.viii^ on ibeir business. iMr. SasaNKa 
Skkiiar Swyai. : Who will c(tntroiy) The I'ontnd will he by the 
or(llnar^ nuirsr of law and not by tlie proprietor of tin' market who 
would not know bow to administer the jrraiitinj? or or receivinff 

of tnide allowance. You mi^^iit as well ask the police (xinstable to 
administer the A< t ami n(»t place tlie administration in the bands of 
ooriii>etent authonlie.s 

Sir, these sire sunie features of the Bill U) which I wanted to draw 
the attention ot tlie Iloiride Minister so that when it (yimes to the 
Select (sunmittee he will have considered view.s on fliese problems in 
order that trade may not 1m* disturbed. 

Mr. ABDUR RAHMAN 8IDDIQI: Mr Speaker, Sir. 1 hope our 
friends (»f the OpiKisitHui will take u lesMOi from the nm^-nific'ent speeeb 
to v\hich we have listiiied ju'»t now. Criticisms should he informeil.

They talkeil of the 
incompr*lence of llie (lovcr nment. That wonl has Imh oiiu* an olise«nion 
with the Opposition, hul. Sir, the incompetence, the colossal incMunpe- 
tence of the two speeches io whicli we listened to-ni^^hl from the 
Oppo.sitiou, if directions contained in them were folhiwed by Oovern- 
ment the world will c^»se to exist, tliaiijrhter from Opposition 
* Benches. ) 
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Sir, tbo»€ gentlemen were fiU^ with horror® because the Govern- 
ment withdrew the former Bill, as if such a thing has never happened 
in Ijegislatures, as if the Government has not got the power to with- 
draw any piece of legislation that is brought before the House. In 
fact, Sir, I felt that the withdrawal was n corollary to the words 
“iMjpukir Government.'’ When the Government realised the defects 
which all sections of the CMUiiniunity had brought to the notice of the 
Ilon’ble Minister, he very wisely withdrew the Bill and now he has 
ooine forward with something better, I do not say that it is a perfect 
Bill. The honourable member for the Induin Chamber of (’ommerce 
hiis drawn the attention of the House to some of the defect. s in it. 
There is going to be a Sele<'t (V)iiimittee which will go into the details 
of this Bill. I do not (|uiie agree with the honourable member for the 
Indian (.^uiniber of C^)nimer(e on .some of the fears tiuit he expres.sed, 
but I do feel that there are many defect.s in our fxjmmercial .sy.stem 
wdiich tl»e Bill i.s trying t-o improve. Tluit commerce should not be 
entirely controllerl by a Government is a principle to Avhich no .sjuie 
person can i^ii.se any objection, but to allow merchant.s and shop- 
keeper.s to play havoc with the ignorant peawint who comes to the 
market will certainly be controller! by (fovernment and that is the 
[MMiit of view which will certainly help (he peasiint. 

It is surprising to me sometimes, Sir, that the arrogation of the 
advxx^icy of the rights of the pt»iis<int seems to have become a monojHily 
with my friends opjMisitt- It is surprising. Sir. that hen tfie 
Temincy Bill was before the House they remained neutral. That was 
the acid test of the sincerity and tlie acid test of the critici.sms that 
they made to the iiHvisure at that time. To criticise every measure 
and every f>os.sible action of the Government as worthy of cxmdemna- 
tion is .something which has led people on this si<l<^ of the House to 
ignore the criticisms tliat <ire being offered. Sir, the OpjKJsition has 
stultified itself by uttering its criticism in a language which is not 
dignified and by bringing forward statements which would not con- 
vince even a sclKHdlmy. The two speeches to-slay were uttered by 
gentlemen — honounable members — who do not know* the A, B, C of 
marketing. The Bill iloes not contain any control of pricea. The 
only asj>ect in it w'ith reference to prices is that petty shop-keepers 
should Im» informed of market nites; otherwise the Goverumeiif would 
perluips be doing harm to the province if it tries to control prices. As 
regartis weights and niesisures, who does not wish a uniform sy.stem 
of weights and measures Is there any person who would oppo.se the 
scheme of market regulation*" Is (here any person in the House who 
would not try to sjive the seller or prmiurer from the acute and some- 
times very clever businessman who offers him less price end who 
considers a uuiund sometimes equal to 41*seer8 and sometimes equkl 
to 44 seers y This is a measure whiidi is to protect the {leasant 

rather than do any harm to him. I entirely agree with th^ honourable' 
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member for the Indian Chamber of Commerce when he soya that the 
articles which are to be graded and about which instructions are to 
be issued may not be in hundreds, but perhaps thousands. The Select 
Committee in its wisdom will trj’ and regulate the Bill which is going 
to regulate markets. Municipalities and Corporation have been 
excepted. Personally, Sir, I am sorry that tliat is so, because if we 
look to the markets in Calcutta. I have expressed the view and I still 
express the view that the private markets should be eliminated 
altogether. If that is done, we in Calcutta and (he people under other 
municipalities in Beng«d woiihl he happy. But Government perhaps 
does not wisli to go m) far and, therefore, I am prepared to accept thi.s 
Bill in spite of its many defects, l>ec4iuse it is a step forward and 
beciiuse it is going to place onr commercial life in the provinc'e on a 
better basis. 

Mr. 8A8ANKA 8EKHAR 8ANYAL: Sir. there must l>e more 
sj)eeches because my friend Mr. Abdnr Kuhnian Siddi<|i has raised new 
jioints which have to be replied fo. From our benches, f)iily one 
member has so far spoken. 

Mr. 8PEAKER: Yes 

Mr. 8URENDRA NATH BI8WA8: Sir, I oppose the motion for 
refer! ing tins Bill to the Select Committee. Before I enter into that 
subject I woiihl like to give a reply to ihe lionounilde member for the 
Muslim Chamber ot ( ommeice. I am sorr\ he lia.s left the House. He 
was complaining of the colossal incompetence of the .sjieeches on the 
Opposition side. But had he been here I wmild have told him that hm 
s[)eech betrayed his colossal ignorance of what wa.s being done by the 
Governments in (»ther jiarts ot Ihe u rn Id. He is ignorant of the fact 
that Governments of in<lependeiii rountnes hu\e many a time iiiHuted 
the prices of land products to sa^e the agriculturists of their respective 
countries. KverybodN in this House knows hy this time that when 
wheat was selling in (ireat Britain at a price o(l per cent, lower than 
the economic price, the Wheat Act of was passed h\ the Goveru- 

ment of the Ciiited Kingdom and a standard price fixed. 'J'he staiidard 
price was double the market price of wheat then ])revailing. The 
wheat-growers were called upon to sell their wheat in the open market 
and they were given the diflerence between their selling price and the 
standard price as “deficiency payment ’* and the money for making 
these dificiency payments was realised by taxing the millers of wheat. 
Similar other instances I coubi have cited, hut 1 have no time for 
doing that. 

•Sir, what is this Bill for? Although the Statement of Objects and 
Reasons of this Bill dws.not state that its main object is to ensure a 
better price the agriculturists for their land prfMlucis, while such an 
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expression was found in the old Bill, the Hon’hle Minister will certainly 
Bay in reply to the speeches made from this gi^e of the House that such 
an object is latent in this Bill, althpngh not patent. The provisions 
that have been made in this Bill will improve to some extent the price 
of the agricultural produce which wyj be sold in the market. I don’t 
-deny that. But, Sir, will that be sufficient for the agriculturists of 
this province? What is the problem of the agriculturists to-day? 
The House knows, at least the members who have been returned from 
rural constituencies know, that the aggregate holding of an average 
agriculturist family has become very much small. Even with the 
greatest amount of production and the maximum possil)le price of land 
products, the agriculturist is not being able to maintain his family 
throughout the year. That is the problem. Hence, the best possible 
price should be ensured to the agriculturists of this province if they 
are to be saved. If the intention of the Government was to do real 
benefit to the agriculturists, the Government should have provided for 
some measures by which the agriculturists might get the be.st and 
maximum value for their produce. I submit that this Bill falls far 
short of such provision. 1 pointed out as a member of the Select 
f'ommittee of the old Bill as also in m\ speech on the floor of this 
House when the iirovisioiis of that Bill were being discussed, the 
Oovernment should drop that Bill and bring up a Bill only for regulat- 
ing the marketing of the agriiultural crop of jute, if Government 
really intended to do benefit t(» the agriculturists. pA’orvbody knows 
and you, Sir, as a meniher of the P’inlow .Jute Enquiry f'ommittee are 
also aware, that the old Government of Bengal admitted that the acute 
economic depression tliat commenced in the year IDdJ-d'J was mainly 
due to the fall in the price of jute. The P’inlow Committee recom- 
mended some measures to improve the price of jute. So did (mr com- 
mitt(M*. But 1 fiml that the Government, instead of taking that right 
step, have brought in thi?. Bill simply to provide lor the abolition of 
trade allowance. Ilow much the agriculturists will be benefited by 
th is Bill so far us their grievaiu'es are conrerned, the House ('an easily 
umlerstund. If Government proposes to do tinkering benefit to the 
agriculturists h\ a Bill ()f this nature. I do not see an> rea‘i(ui why this 
Bill should 1 m' H'ferrcd to a Select f’ommittce. As Mr. Syed Jalaluddin 
Hashemy lin.s pointed out, tiiis Bill should be considered h(*re and now 
in the course of this .session. The ILm'ble Minister in his (Opening 
8}>eech has said that the provisions of this Bill are very salutary 
and liave been carefully ronsideied. If lliat is so, and as the main 
provisions of this Bill had lieen considered by the Select ('omiuittee 
for the old Bill and formally tiiscussed by the members on the floor of 
this House. 1 do not see any necessity ot referring this Bill again to a 
Select Committee. Why this sheer waste of money! Is it for enahting 
aonie members to go to the hills and enjoy tke cold climate at the cost 
of public mone} or is it the intention of (tovernment t% improve the 
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Bill through the assisfhn^ of the Select Committee Sir, I think the 
former is the object and not the latter. Let us consider this Bill in 
this session. The provision!^ made in the Bill are not many nor are 
they very controversial. I do noi think the Bill will take more than 
two days to be disposed of. I s^^bmit therefore that if it is the inten- 
tion of Government to do ^ome good to the agriculturists of this 
province it should bring another Bill to regulate the price of jute 
during the next season and in ihe meantime let (ioverninent get this 
Bill passed. I warn the Ilon’lde Minister that if he goes to his ('onsti- 
tuency after the expiry of the present tive year^. In* will not he able 
to satisfy the agriculturists hy saying that he has dune this and that, 
all of which are, of course, of no real good to the jieople. Is he not 
aware that the jute-grower of Bengal is not getting for his jute a jirice 
which does not even cover the cost of cutting and preparing his juteP 

Mr. SPEAKER: Mr Biswas, I think you cun reter to it in pa.ssing, 
but don’t you think that it Wiiiihl he irielevant if \on deal with that 
matter in detail P 

Mr. 8URENDRA NATH BISWAS: All right. Sir; 1 shall not go 
further into that point 

Without going into the details of this Bill I wouhi refer to two 
observations of Mr. Khaitan. He seems to be ufrunl of clauses It) and 
11, C'lause It) deals with the regulating of stamlaid weights and 
different grades of quality, I uas responsihle for these two elauses in 
the old Bill I said that it the market of jute was to he legulafed then 
there must l»e standardi.s(‘d weights and measures and stamlaniised 
grades of crops like jute Otherwise our agriculturists would suffer. 

T do not see why Mr. Khaitan ohje<*ts to that. It will not he arhilrury 
standardization of weights or mea.suri’s or grades. If the Bengal 
Chambers of Commeree can have their own standards of grades and if 
they are aide to he the arbiter^ of disputes relating to grades, wh\ not 
(tovernment set up a B<>ard of Arbitration anti introduce stiimlani 
weights and qualities to enable the jiite-grow to get a fair deal P 
Everybody knows that jute is sold in lump and even the top (|ualit\ is 
sold at the same price as the hfittoin quality I tliink as a jute-mill- 
ow’iier and a trader Mr. Khaitai» apjoehtmsive of standard weights 
and qualities 


Mr. D. P. KHAITAN: I am afiaid, .Sir, ni> friend has abstduiely 
misunderst(M;d me. 

Hr. SURENDRA NATH'BISWAS: Perhaps. Sir. Mr. Khaitan is 
afraid that he will not he*ahle to piirchafte jute at a cheap pru'e as at 
pre!^nt in ca*^* the grades are standardize*^!.

The Hon’ble Mr. TAMIZUDDIN KHAN: Mr. Speaker, Sir, after 
what has been said by my honourable friends, Messrs. Siddiqi, Khaitan 
and Kennedy, I do not think I have much to say to refute the arguments 
advanced by some members of the Opposition. The main objection 
seems to be that the old Bill w'as withdrawn without sufficient reason. 
I have explained in my introdiictr)ry speech why the other Bill had to 
be withdrawn. When the Bill was in tlie Select Committee, very far- 
reaching changes were made in it. (iovernment were prepared to 
accept those changes, but when the Bill came before this House, it was 
found that tliere was vehement opposition to the provisions contained 
in the Bill as it hud emerged from the Select (’ommittee. And it was 
in deference to (hat large volume of opiniim that (iovenunent thought 
it fit to withdraw (hat Bill. Sir, Maulvi Abu Ilossain Sarkar has said 
that the reason must have been other than what I have stated on tlie 
floor of this House. But may I ask him why this opposition to the 
present Hill and why this effusion of admiration tor the old Bill which 
lias been withdrawn!^ Sir, I nmy tell \ou tli.at I know the reason 
therefor. So far as (he old Bill was concerned, the Opposition knew 
that amongst the members who usually support the Ooverninent there 
had l»een a sharp difference of opinion over the })rovisions containe<l in 
the old Bill. The Opp»>sition als<» expected that if (Tovernrnent would 
go on with that Bill, it could have profitably haiidled the sharp

If the proceedings of the 
debate on that Bill are looked into, it will l>e found — and here I refer 
not to the speeches of other memWrs but to the speech of one member 
only of the Opposition, I mean. Dr. Sanyal — I do not know whether 
he is the older or the younger Sanyal but certainly the more illustrious 
of the two — that Dr. Sanyal tabled a very large number of amendments, 
and the spee<'hes that he made on the floor of the House showetl that 
he and his party were absolutely against the provisions of that Bill.

If a sluice gate 
is plactnl in the Dhobadah khaJ, it is said the natural flow will be 
stopj>ed and there will be no flow of water, and there will W no 
flushing, b\it I would like to say that this rc»ply does not give the 
eense it ought to. The purpo.se of a sluice gate is this; in times of 
necessity it will be arrange<l in such a way that there will l>e no flow 
of water.

The Hon'bie Mr. TAMIZUDOIN KHAN: In times of necessity 
w lien the flow of wat(*r is obstructed by closing the sluice gate, 
naturally the flushing will ohstru(^ted. It goes without saying. 

Mr. ATUL KRISHNA CHOSE: The sluice gate can be opened 
up and also locked up. The moment you open it, there will 1 h‘ flow 
of water and the moiiHUit you clo8<' it, the flow of water will he 
{)hstru(l«*d and that is in your hand. Your officer wdll he in charge 
of the gate He will open the gate if he wants that there should he a 
rusli of water. He will cIom* the gate if he wants the flow of winter 
to l>e obstructed. You .say here “hy putting up a sluii’e gate, the 
whole flu.shing system will 1h» stopped*’.

Th« Hoil’bM Mr. TAMIZUDOIN KHAN: The object of a sluice 
g^te is to stop the flow o^ water at certain times in the interest.^ of 
crops. * When the gale will 1>© closed, then certainly the natural flow 
of water will be obstruefed. That goes without saying. 
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Mr. ATUL KRISHNA CHOSE: Some offir<?r is placed there, 
it is neressary to have free flow of water he will open it and 
there will he no obstruction whatsoever. In times of necessity he 
will f)}>en the g^te. Aecordingr to local circumstances water will be 
Htop])ed or allowed to flow and the man will close or open the gate 
aci^ordiiigl} . This is the system of sluice gates. A sluice gate will 
thus H<Tve both the p!irpf>ses.

The luovision ot that Act i- oliserved m(»re 
ill the breach than in its observaio’e, I have r(*ad very carefulK the 
jiiovisions of this Bill but 1 have doubts as to whether these social 
evils can be prevented by such jirovisioiis as contained in this Bill. 
But wlcat I want to know is whether ( loveininent are .H<*rious about 
this Bill or not. If (ioverninent are not serious it is no use spending 
time, energy and mom\v foi thi^ purpose. There are at least five 
dozen non-ofiicial Bills on the agenda but I am afraiil that except the 
Bill of Mrs. Shahabuddin (ioverninent are not serious with any other 
Bill. Therefore, in my opinion it is better to recirculate this Bill.

It 
i« for (bi.s reason that (Government do not want to oppose this Bill at 
this stape but want to ascertain the attitude of the people towards 
this Bill. It is more necessary to educate public opinion than to have 
leffislative measures to .stop smial evils of this character. I know, 
Sir, a Bill of this < haia(ler will l»e very mmdi appreciated by any 
social ndormer hut so tar as the (lovernment is concerned, (Govern- 
ment must seriously consider the far-reachinp effects of a measure of 
I his kind Ixdtue the\ lan la\ their hands upon it. It is from that 
ftoiiit ot view tluit I sa\ tliat (iovernment do not want to oppose il 
luit want to know tl»e public opinion of the country.

Tlit‘ House ought to be thankful to Mr. Das (lupta for bringing 
for w .ml this Hill which shouhl have been brought forward by the 
(ioverimient long ago it the\ had realised the importance of this ques- 
tion loi the province of Hengal Sir, apart from the (juestion of 
sympathy for tlie very large number of people who live on the fisheries, 
who earn their livehlioofi through the means ot fishing in various forms 
all oV(‘r the province, this (|ue.stion of fisheries has also got an importance 
from the standpoint of the economic interest of the province which is 
of ver\ great magnitude 

Sir. it has Ihmui known in recent \ tails that the people of Hengal 
hav(* been gencrullv sjieaking undernourished One td the principal 
nourishment that tlo* ju'ojdt* draw is from fish, and t»ne of the economic 
wealtli of Hengal lias b(*en tlo* numerous fisheries seatteretl all over Ihe 
provinee Hut, Sir, a soutce of wimIiIi of this imjiortance foi Ihe pro- 
vim t* has htoMi systt*m.iticall> neglectetl It is know*n tli.it apart from 
the ust‘ of fish as dail\ food, fi.sh is also retjuired for medicinal purposeH 
Hengal. and in fact the whoh* of India, imports a large amount of t'od 
livet oil and othtM eMiacts from fish fat from varitnis countries of the 
world. It is known that in the .south ot Hengal, in (lie upper ridges 
ami ('reeks ot the Ha\ of Hengal we have got a kind of fish which, if 
develoiied. would ojien uj) the j>iosp(»ct of a \ery lucrative indiisfry for 
the extraction of oil whicli will fa* no less important and valuable than 
the ctul liver and similar other oil whi< li is imported into this province 
from abroad 

Sir, the other da^ in the course of di.sciissiuiif-, reference was made 
from thi.s side of the House to the n<‘cessit\ of develojiing mone\ crop. 
Here the fisheries in Hengal supply us with the opportunity of develop- 
ing actually an industry which will bring large amountH of money to 
the pockets of the peojde, to the fishermen, to the industrial workers 
who might he tonpIoNed in this ])aiticular hraiich of indusirv willi ail 
the auxiliary and .side branches of organisation that the development 
of fisheries will reijiiire. 

Sir, from the point of view that the fieople of Hengal are being 
uaderpouri.shed and something had to he iloiie about it, the (ioveni- 
ment had some lime ago^t up a lx;dy called the Nutrition Committee. 
The iinportimce of this question of nutrition was so crying that the 
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urgency of it had been recogniaed by Government as would be evidenced 
by their setting up of that committee for nutritional researches and 
investigations. May I ask the Hon’ble Minister in this connection to 
enlighten the House as to what report this Committee of Nutrition had 
to submit with regard to the prospects and possibilities of developing 
the fisheries in Bengal and various industries that would be opened up 
in this connection and what the Government has done in connection 
with that report P Sir, our fisheries are being denuded of the stock 
that we have. There is absolutely no policy whatsoever on the part 
of the Government with a view to ])reserve the fisheries, with 
a view to increase the stock. There are numerous species in 
the fisheries which are dying ofl very fast indeed. They are 
dying off very fast for want of proper policy for the purpose 
of preservation of fisheries. They are also being destroyed as a result 
of the neglect which is the lot of the various rivers and w'aterwa\s in 
the province. That, Sir, is one as[»ect of the question which demands 
the urgent and immediate attention r)f thi.n There is annther 

usp<*c| to tills question. If only one has the ])atience to look round 
to see the fate of fisheries in Bengal, one discovers that ever\ where 
on the (jueMtion of fisheri(‘s and fishing rights there is an immense 
number of disputes often leailing on to violent clashes between the 
fishermen and the middlemen who come for^\ard us mere profiteering 
agents between the zainindurs, who an* the ultimate owners of fislmries, 
and the fishermen. Kvery year we find in different jilaces fishing rights 
taken away from j>(*ople who have been custoniaril\ entitled i(» carry 
on their trade and (lio.se places are leased out to middlemen. Fisheries 
in that way have been made a source of drawing additional income for 
the lamlowiiers and owners ol waterways ami there is imjKisitiiui of 
additional ta.xes on fishermen calculateil at pariicular rates foi (‘very 
partic’ular net that the fishermen use tor the jiurpose of their catcli. 
Sir, these* are the grievance.s which one hears everywhere in every part 
of B(‘ngal among the fi.shermen, but there lias been s(( far nothing but 
absolute indifference on the p.irf <d the ( ioveniim'nt witli regard lo the 
demands of tin* fislu'nnen. We ha\e now c(Mne to a state when the 
(piesfinn of resuscitating the d\ing river** has come up to the forefront. 
We want to resuscitate the dying rivers for tlie purpose of improving 
the eondifions of our laud, for the purpose of improving the waterways 
for internal and inland trade. We alw want to resu.scitate the dying 
rivers with a view to produce and preserve this particular form of 
wealth in which the jirovince ubound.s. From all these angles of vision 
and from all standiioints, we find that the question of resuscitating the 
dying and decaying rivers cannot be left out of account in this con- 
nection. The question of pre.serving old fisheries which are fast going 
to waste and new fisheries which are favSt going to waste and n^w 
fisheries which can be developed and the question of preservation of oxxt 
present fisheries, all these questions are interlinked and, should bare 
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formed the subject of a ct)inpreheii8ive scheme and policy on the part 
of the Government. This Government, which has come forward in the 
name of nation-buihliiijr and using: nation-buildinf? as the pretext for 
taxation and otlier purposes, might have given a little thought to this 
question long ago of its own initiative, if only it had realise*! its 
respfjnsibilities and duties Pnvards these |>eople and to the province as 
a whole. Hut since they have not done anything, since the (ilovernineni 
has systematically neglecte*! this problem, at the end of 4 years of its 
tenure of office we know that there is hardly any possibility . if things 
are left to (lovernment. ot anything ]»eing done. Therefore it is 
only piojjcr that the motioi» which Srijut Naremira Nath Das Gupta 
has brought forwar<l propo.sing t*» set up a Select ( onimitlee to go into 
this (juestion ami t(» .submit its report l»v the d(Mh Apiil shows (»nly tluit 
on this si*le of the House the urgencx ot this question iias heiui realised 
and we theref(»re wish that Goxernment at least sliouhl share our 
anxiety to .see that the matter is rojt delay e«l The onlinary humdrum 
<lilator\ tactics of moving a recirculation motion of this Hill will m»t 
only he niimuN toi tlinusand- and tlHUisamls of fishermen all over the 
J)ro^in(‘e hut it xxill als«i he harmful to the province as a wlude.

The Hon’ble Mr. TAMIZUDDIN KHAN. Sir, so far as the present 
Bill is concerned, I am sorry Government is not in a position to support 
the Bill because it is defective in many respects. I may point out here 
some of the defects of the present Bill. It gives no criteria whatsoever 
on which the rents of fishery leases are to be fixed. There is nothing 
to show whether a person is a hona fide fisherman or not. Then also a 
very complex machinery is proposed to be set up for the settlement of 
rents of fisheries. That scheme, to m> mind, will be ult(^gether unwork- 
able. That being so, Government is not in a ])osition t<i give support to 
a defective Bill like this. As I have .said, Government is very anxious 
to bring forward a Bill (»f its own. and 1 also regret the delay that has 
taken place. I hope no further delay will take place and an appro- 
jinate Hill ^\ill be brouglit forward as soon as possible.

taWn awa>. <ln (he other hand, Mr Speaker, these disr|ualified pro- 
prietors after j?ivin^ their properties to the Court of Wards for manage- 
ment are encroaching^ on the rij^hts of the public. As for example b^ 
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their iufluence and by their wealth, they are practically monopolising 
all nur public bodies. The Ministry of this province is in a way mono- 
polised by the disqualified proprietors. Very recently we have seen 
that the I>istrict Boards and Local Boards are also being monopolised by 
these people. Therefore 1 submit that by releasing these properties by 
the Court of Wards the activities of the zamindars may be confined to 
managing their own properties instead of disturbing the public life in 
this way. 

With these words, Sir, I commend my motion for the acceptance of 
the House. 

The Hon’ble Mr. TAMil^UDDIN KHAN: Sir, I have to oppose this 
motion. I was first of all at a loss to understand why under one of 
the provisions of the Bill disqualified proprietors should be debarred 
from being members of local bodies. My friend, the mover of the 
Bill, has now explained it. Until he had explained it, I was at a loss 
to understand why that provision was incorporated. Sir, his object 
will be frustrated if this Bill is passed because the gentlemen who are 
now occupying seats in local bodies and also according to him in the 
Ministry, as soon us this Bill is passed, w'lll no longer be di.scjualified 
proprietors and these very gentlemen will lie qualified to stand as 
members of local boilies and also other boilie.'N. Therefore it my friend 
wants to attain his (diject b\ the puN'<ing rd Bill, hi.s object will 

be frustrated. 

Then. Sir, 1 do not know what are the reasons behind a Bill like 
this. He has of course referred to the fact that if these estates are 
released from the management of the Uourt of Wnr«ls, then (lovernment 
will get an opportunity to purchase these estates. But. Sir, the 
(lov«‘rniiient have not yet come to an\ decision on tlie lecominendations 
of th(‘ Floud ( ommission M> friend’s observation would have been 
relevant it the (iovernment hiul come to n decisi(»n on the recommenda- 
tions of the Floud ('ommission ami if that decision was that the estates 
abould all be juircliu.sed by (Iovernment. That <lecision has not yet 
been arived at. 'I'lierefore from that p<»int oi view also his Bill is a 
little tis) premature. 

Then, Sir, I would also like to state that this management by the 
I’ourt of Wanls gives certain advantages to a large number of people. 
The manageimml of estates by the (’uurt of Ward.s affords opportunities 
for a closer contact between the ('ollector and the tenantry and for the 
removal of many abuses. The restriction that the Bill pro|M>ses will 
make such contact and redreas <iifiicult in u large number of cases. 
The pro|»er and timely collect ion of (iovernment revenue is also u ver> 
important consideration. I don't think, therefore, that there is an\ 
good reason behind this Bill w'hich is proposed to be sent to a Selecd 
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Committee by my honourable frieiul. The House. I hope, is not in 
agreement with him so far as the principle of the Bill is concerned and 
I hope that the House will reject the motion.

In the first 
place there should lie im})rovement in the economic position of the 
fishermen arifl in the second place fishermen should be so organised on 
co-operative principles that the middlemen may be eliminated and the 
bulk of the profits from fish trade may be obtained by them. There 
has been an accepted princij)le that the jaJmnhals of Government 
should liot he leased to persons other than fishermen. I'ntortunately. 
this principle is not at all followed in practice. Since non-fishermen 
mostly obtain leases of fisheries, actual fishemmen have to pay exorbi- 
tant rents and other various charge's under one jeretext or other. Such 
a praitice must Im* discsintinued. Fishery can he a very jiroductive 
industry of Bengal under suitable arrangements. At present fish 
catebing is not d«)ne in a .scientific manner with tlu' result that much 
wastage ol fish resources tiikes jdaee. There should, therefore, he a 
f ull-fb*dge<l 1^'isherv Departin«*nt in order to advise jicoplt* on these 
j)rohl(‘m^. Besides in order to develop subsidiary industries like the 
Iiroductifui of fish oil, utilization of fish gins and bones, such a dej>art- 
iMcnt rcri(l(‘i valuable s»Tvi(H*s. It js a matter ot gratification that 

th(‘ Bengal Government are going to (‘stablish such a <]ej)aif nient very 
soon, .\long with the functioning ol this <let>artmeMt . il the measures 
as reconinKMided in tin- present Bill are (arned into efiert.

It is tlie 
ofiicial <*ommuni(jue on whi< h hanjrs the whole (juestion at tin* pn*sent 
nuunent. 1 suhmit that it we had drawn tioin othei sources tor the 
purpose ot pla<'inf.r our tacts on tlie adjournment motion, a (|uestion 
could have IxMOi raised by the Hon’ble the ('liiet Minister that »ve had 
travelled beyond the othcial eommuni<|ue and drawn trom juivatv 
Mcuirces. Hut we at the ])resent moment stand on firm ground, so tar as 
this particular adjournment motion is eoncermd. ruder tin* ‘ircum- 
atanc'es, in tins instance at an_\ rate, there i.s no room for the Hon’ble 
the riiiet Minister to sa\ . “I disjuife \our facts.” He cannot vlispute 
our facts. Hut so fur as the comdusicm to he drawn from tln*se (acts is 
concerned, that is a matter vihich ma\ be raised by the Hon’ble the 
Chief Minister, hut that has nothing? to do with its admissibility. 

Mr. BREAKER. What I was .sa^inif i.s that in order to enable me 
to find out as to whether the conclusion which you are arriving at from 
the facts wducdi you have placed before the House is such that 1 cun at 
this stage allow the adjournment motion. 1 have got to satisfy mvaeU 
an to whether there is a primd facie case which can come up before the 
House. Here is a matter which has got to be very strictly interpreted, 
because it is going to obstruct the normal pnu'eedings of the House. 
Sufficient power has lieen given to the Speaker to consider every aspect 
of a case like this and not merely to confine himself to the question of 
its urgency and importance. That is therefore a point on which, I 
ihink, I should give a liearing to both sides of the House.

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Mr. NIHARENDU DUTTA MAZUMDAR: Mav 1 in this ronnec- 
iioD, Sir, draw your attention to rule J(K) of the Bengal Legislative 
Aaaeinbly Procedure Rules relating to the pnu'edure to he followed in 
this case^ The rule lays down that, “if the Speaker is of opinion tliat 
the matter proposed to be discussed is in onler, and it has not Imhmi 
disallowed under these rules, the Speaker shall read the statement to 
the Assembly and ask whether the member has the leave of the 
Assembly. If no objection is taken, the Speaker shall intimate the 
hour at which the motion will Im‘ taken. If td)jection is taken, he shall 
request those members who support the motion to rise in their places," 
etc. I wish to ask you particularly to consider this point after an 
examination of the preliminary statement oi faet.s that once .\ou have 
given your consent to the matter being brought Indore the House and 
you have not disallowed this motion under any of the foregoing rules, 
namely, 


Mr. SPEAKER: But in ever> matter 1 have the power not to give 
my consent till 1 am satisfied. And for m> own satisfaction I am only 
following a conveiiticm of this House in asking the Pliief Minister to 
make a >tatement on the subject. 


Rai HARENORA NATH CHAUDHURI: 1 t IS m)t necessar.N . 
Sir A^ regards the tjUestion of udmissibilit.N of tlie motion, certainly 
you arc entitled to have y<mr sa> , but in deciding 


Mr. SPEAKER: I mu\ frankly tell >ou that if it is the desire 
of the ( )[)position and ot the House that the procedun* should )m* 
confined strictly to the question of the merits of a ease then ladc^re the 
Speaker gives his consent and disposes of the <jUehlion of its 
admissibility he must satisfy himself abcmt its admissibility. .Now 
insiead of doing that \ou are given an opportunity in the Hoiiw to 
consider the ca.se in all its aspe<’ts with a view to deciding its admissi- 
bility. The Opposititm contention, 1 think, is that according to strict 
legal interpretation the consent of the Speaker is to In* restricted to 
certain general questions. But that is not the convention which has 
been followed so far; and if it is the desire of the Housi* that the 
Speaker will place ever> such motion for the consideration of the 
House, I will have to reconsider the point. 


Mr. NIHARENDU DUTTA MAZUMDAR: In deference to your 
wish, may I point out in reply to what you have just stated thai 
according to the rules motions often have l>een refused in the House? 
I afree with you that there is ro<»m for accommodation with regard U) 
i)^e fules, but in that case the only proper course would be for the 
mover of the motion to rjad along with his motion a statement of facts 
and then following that the Hon’ble the Chief Minister might make 
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hiM statement of facts confining himself strictlj' to the points of the 
motion and to the points that are relevant to the question of its 
admissibility, and we can help you in arriving at a conclusion whether it 
is perfectly in order or not. I therefore submit that before the Hoii^ble 
the ivhief Minister makes a “Statement, if that is your wish rather than 
conforming strictly to the rules, the mover should be entitled to make 
his statement of facts by reading out first this motion and only after 
him the Hori’ble the Chief Minister might follow. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Yes, I can do that. 

Mr. SARAT CHANDRA BOSE : Sir, I desire to a<ld one word more 
to what has been said from tlii> side of the House. T submit that the 
uniform practice in tlii.s la*gihlature and also in the case of its juede- 
cessor has l>eeii to give (‘onsent to an adjournment nioticuj when the 
ad jouriinient motion is submitte<i with a stateii»ent of facts ami makes 
out a ftnind facie ease. .Ml tliat the mover of au ad jcjurnment motion 
has to satisfy you is that he is asking tor an oppoitunity of discussing 
a definite matter <»f urgent public im]>ortancc Xo maiter what the 
Chief .Minister mav say, it i^ a definite maiter of urgent public 
importance; of that there c-aii be no iloubt oi (liopiitc. Tli<‘ (juestion 
that will arise in the course of dist-ussion is ulietber the situation lias 
been allayed. I supj)ose it will then he for tlir Chiet Minister to [dace 
hefor«‘ the H(ms<' vs hat ste[»s havn* lH*en taken to case the situ; lion. 
That is a (jUestioii relating to the merits of the adjournment motion. 
Further, if 1 ma\ remind >i»u, with \<‘r\ great respect, I feel that the 
question of the merits of the udjourniiieut motion, namely, whether 
there has been utt(‘r failure on the part of the (lovernment to »;outrol 
the situation and ensure protectnm t(» life and proj>ert\ , is a matter 
for tlu‘ lIou.se to decide and mu for the Speaker. It is for the Speaker 
to satisfy himself tliut pnina facie an adjournmeni motion comes within 
the purview ot Part Vll ot the Assemldy Proceduie Rules. 

Mr. SPEAKER: I have heuni witit attention the statement ot the 
Leader of the Opposition. Mr. Bose mav rest assured that the procedure 
may have to be modified in future, and 1 can assure the honourable 
members on my left that that will restrict the right of the Opposition 
very much. For the time being, however, 1 would follow the present 
practice, and I will allow the Chief Minister to speak; and after that 
if Mr. Rai (^haudhuri w’auts to make a statement, be may do so.

Mfa 8A8ANKA 8EKHAR 8ANYAL: Sir, you are the Speaker and 
custodian of the privileges of this House and certuinly every wfird 
that conies from >ou i.s ver> sacred even if it is u won! of mild threat. 

Mfa 8PEAKER: There is no other alternative. I'here are many 
thing.s relating to facts whicli nia\ he clarified hy a ihscussion. and I 
will have to rely on that tor gning m> consent to the inljournment 
motion being moved. Before I give in> consent. I hu\e to thrash out 
the question and decide whether it is a<lniissihle oi mil 

Mr. 8A8ANKA 8EKHAR 8ANYAL: 1 submit that then> is 
practically no differ ence between vvhat \ou have just said and what the 
Leader <d tlic Opposition has said. I also submit that the (iviestion at 
tiiis stage i^ a vers narrow one, nanudN , whethei it is mlmissibb* or 
not; and hetoie tlie matter eomes on the floor of the lloiisf* and ladore 
the Hon bl(‘ Minister has got an\thing t<i <lo with it, >ou havi* got 
to be satisfied tluit pnmu fat u’ it is an uigent and ilctimte matter that

Mr. 8A8ANKA 8EKHAR 8ANYAL: Yes; and then after inle fin 
vou have to see that tin* proMsions of rule flH of the Legislative 
Assembly Procedure Hides are not transgressed, and then in votir 
wisdom you have to decide whether a primd fartr case has been mucle 
out for an ad|onrnment motion The opposite party comes in for the 
hrst time only wlien an objectifin i.s taken, and when no objection lias 
been taken to the particular motion now before the House, 1 submit 
that no further discusHion is called for at this stage 

Mr. SPEAKER: 1 would advise y<»ii. Mr. Saiiyal, to read the 
relevant proceedings of the (Viitral Legislative AHsernblj during 
Mr. PatePa Presidentship and see how facts were thrashed out in the 
jfirat instance. 

• Mr. 8A8ANKA 8EKHAR 8ANYAL: For the time being, Sir, I 
have greater respect for jour rulings than for Mr. PntePa deciatons, 
and now 1 am placing before you the rules which were framed in the 
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considered wisdom of yourself aided by the advioe tendered by certain 
iiiemhers of this House. My humble submission before you, Sir, is 
that at this stage whatever the (’hief Mini.ster may have to say, he ma> 
say in connection with any opposition to the admissibility of the motion 
that he has to offer. Beyond that he is absolutely out of order, and 
T beseech you. Sir, that in the name of past precedents, w’hich probably 
are more or less confusions, at the present moment let us not create 
a precedent which will have the effect of stultifying the motion itself 
and have the effect of putting a premium on the Hon’ble Minister’s 
statement at the cost of the motion it.self. So, I implore you, I beg 
of you, Sir, not to create a very bad precedent. We on the side of the 
Opposition are absolutely sure that the interpretation w'hich is now 
being sought to be given on the rule is not correct, ft is positively 
wrong. 

Mfi SPEAKER: All that I say is that in view of Mr. Sanyal’s 
statement, I have to reconsider the whole thing once again and find 
out what is the practice and pro<‘edure. But we shall follow the same 
procedure as we have been following so far. This will not be a 
precedent, I will make a statement later on as to what the prcK’ediire 
should be. 

Mr. SARAT CHANDRA BOSE: Ma> 1. Mi. Speaker, ask you to 
concentrate your attention on the fe>\ ^M>r(ls in rule 100 and t(» 
reconsider the line you propose to take!*' 


Mr. SPEAKER: 1 want to give the House an opportunity to <11**. 
cuss the merits of the rules ami the procedure 

Mr. SARAT CHANDRA BOSE: That will come in later. Now it 
is an important point of procedure ruder rule 100, ’‘If the Speaker 
is of opinion that the matter proposed to be disposed of is in order, 
and it has not been <lisallowed under these rules” — that stage ha** 
passed because you have already given your consent — then the Speaker 
has no option but to follow this procedure, namely, "the S{>eaker shall 
read the statement to the As.sembly” — the words are mandatory — “and 
ask whether the member has the leave of the Assembly.” Having 
regard to the fact that your consent has already disposed of any ques- 
tion that the matter projwswl to be discussed is not in order or that 
it can be disallowed — your consent implies that the motion is in order 
and it has been allowed under these rules' — in that view. Sir, next 
step to take is not to allow the Chief Minister to make a statement, but 
to mad the statement placed by Rai Harendra Nath (^handburi to the 
and then ask the Assembly whether he has the leave of the 
Htnae to move the motion. 
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Mr. SANTMH KUMAR BASU: May 1 abo point out, Sir, that 
the position which the Chief Minister has taken up is thisH He says 
that discussion on a matter like this is to be welcomed, but if he makes 
a statement it may not be necessary for us to move the adjournment 
motion. He has put it on that ground, and not on the <]uestion o( 
interpretation of the rules or on the question of order. That being 
so, you will kindly allow us to move the motion, and to ask for the 
leave of the House, and then, if so desired, allow the (’hief Minister 
to make a statement after the motion is admitted. The Chief Minister 
must not insist on his statement l>eing made first before the question 
of admissibility is decided. 

Mr. SPEAKER: As regards that, in view of the statements which 
have been made from the Opposition, I will make a careful study of 
that, and have a discu.^sion on that point alone as ti> the procedure.

1 would res(>e(‘tfull.\ ask > 011 . Sir, to consider tfiis matter, having 
regard to its importance — the whole province wants a discussion and 
1 think a discussion may be helpful to find wa\s and means - I expect 
that this motion will he allowed to be moved, parti* ularly having 
regard to the indication the Chair has given that (hi- motion will 
be discus.sed on Wednesday, 

Mr. SPEAKER: No. no. In view of tliis it may be discussed to-day. 
I thought that the House would agree to have this |)rocedure, hut if 
that is not so. 1 will have to consider whether it is in order and we 
will immediately discu.ss it if possible. 

Mr. JOCESH CHANDRA GUPTA: 1 only repeat, Sir, that the 
adjournment motion is based on the (iovernment communique. 

Mr. SPEAKER: I am fully aware of the responsibility which is on 
me.^Tn the past we have been following some practice and convention. 
That <jonvention has not always been strictly according to the terms of 
the nilea. Even on tbaj baais, I would have to eatisfy myself in 
deciding the motion to be in order as to whether we can come to the 
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coDclu«ioD that there was utter failure of the Department of Law and 
Order and whether a motion of this nature should be discussed in this 
House or not. That is a right which the Speaker has got in deciding 
whether it is a matter of urgent public importance. And in deciding 
this matter, 1 do feel that it will not be right for me to come to a mere 
conclusion on one-sided statement, but I should have the latest authen- 
tic information from Government on this point. I, therefore, hold 
that for the time being, without entering into the question of future 
practices and without making a precedent, it is necessary for me to 
hear Government as to whether the matter is of such urgent public 
importance as to make it admissible and in order. 

The Hon’ble Mr. A. K. FAZLUL HUQ: Sir, I wanted to make a 
statement because I felt that the priniary object of an adjournment 
motion of this type as also of the .short-notice (luestion that has been 
tabled by Mr. Steven is to elicit information of an authentic kind and 
then to decide whether Government has really been able to meet the 
reciuirements <»f the situation or whether it has failed in its duty. 

Sir, in any case, as I am prepared to ans\\er the sh{)rt-uoiice 
(juestion 

Mr. 8ARAT CHANDRA BOSE: Mr Speaker. ma\ I ri>e on a point 
of orders Having regard t(» the la^^t few words \ittered b> the (diief 
Minister, it is abuiiduntlx clear that the point" tliat he desires to rai.se 
are entirely on the merits of the (juestioii, and I object tcj his doing 
sn at this stage. 

Mr. SPEAKER: As Q matter of fact, 1 have to hear him a.s to what 
he has got to say on the present position in order to decide whether 
it is a matter of urgent public importance. 

Mr. 8ARAT CHANDRA B08E: May I have your ruling, Sir, on 
one point P Is it i>ermissible for the Speaker having given his consent 
once to withdraw his consent and allow the matter to be discussed 
whether it is a definite matter of urgent public importance? 

Mr. 8PEAKER: No, no. There is nothing at all in giving con- 
sent. I will have to consider one point, namely, whether it is a 
matter of urgent public importance. 

Mr. 8ARAT CHANDRA B08E: That is what 1 have already drawn 
your attention to, and I can only regret that the matter has n6x yet 
been drawn to your attention sufficiently. Rule 100 makes it cleiyr; 
‘‘If the Speaker is of opinion that the matter proposed to be discussed 
is in order.........’* that draws to it all the rules which have gone before, 
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namely, rules 96, 97, 98 and 99, and it has not been disallowed under 
these rules. Far from being disallowed, it has been consented hx 
you, and therefore it follows that all the rules have i>een complied 
with including the rule which lays down that only a definite matter of 
urgent public importance 

Mr. SPEAKER: Is it your contention that be<‘ause I have given 
my consent, I am holding that the motion is in orders 

Mr. 8ARAT CHANDRA BOSE: Indisputably. 

Mr. SPEAKER: I am afraid that is not so. There are two stages 
— one stage for the Speaker’s consent and the second stage is for the 
Speaker to decide whether the moti(»n is in order or not. 1 have 
alrea<Iy decide*! the first stage. In consiilering the second stnge, 
namel> , wliether the motion is in onler or not, 1 am entitled to hear 
(iovernment as to what tlie\ liave gi»t t<» say as to whether it is a 
nialt(»r ot urgent public imjiortaiK'e. 

Mr. dOCESH CHANDRA GUPTA: Whether the motion is in order 
or not has not Immoi disputed b\ the other side. 


Mr. SPEAKER: It is not for others tf> say whether it is in order. 
It is for me to «]eci<le that. 

Mr. SASANKA SEKHAR SANYAL: In that view <d the matter 
we will divide it into two stages. After having given your consent 
when you decide the que.stion being in order, the rules do not give 
absolutely anything by which any statement of (iovernment or a 
Minister woubi be relevant.

Sr. SASANKA SEKHAR SANYAL: The proper prcx^edure would 
be in deciding whether the motion is in order or not to call upon the 
mover of the motion to give facts and figures to show that be is in 
order. * 
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Mr, tPEAKiR: After hearing the Prime Minister, I will give my

Mr. 8A8ANKA 8EKHAR 8ANYAL: Why should that be so? 

tlai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: Without giving me an 
opportunity of making my submission ! 

Mr. 8PEAKER: I gave you an opportunity in the first instance. 

Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI! Let me amplify my 
statement, Sir. 

Mr. 8PEAKER: Yes; if you wish to. 

Ral HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI : The statement that 
follows m\ motion runs tliii.s: From the otficial comniiiniquc issued on 
SuuduN afternoon and appearing in the morning papers to-day, it 
appears that while there has been a recrudescence of stabbing cases in 
the town of Dacca, the riot situation in Narsindi, Haipura and Sihpur 
thanas of the Dacca distri{‘t is causing consiilerable anxiety. T (juote 
the language of the official eoiiiniuniquef The ctmiinunique adtls, that 
aerial reconnaissance has revealed that “two large villages have been 
hurnt out as well us several smaller in those localities/’ There 

has been —I again quote from the official communi(iue — “considerable 
damage t<» projierty” and a large number of villagers have moved away 
to Tripura State. Stabbing incidents continue to occur even in the 
town of Dacca, etc. This is the short statement that follows my motion 
ami if \ou permit me, I will place l>efore the House the whole com- 
munique, hut, I think. I have summarised the communique fairly and 
accurately. 

Mr. 8PEAKER: It is not necessary tt> place the whole com- 
munique before the House. 

The Hon’llto Mr. A. K. FAZLUL HUQ: Sir, I will not recall the 
incidents that look place in the town of Dacca, because the situation 
however alarming in the beginning has now been brought under control 
by the promptitude of the actions that have been taken by the local 
police and by the co-operation of Hindu and Muslim leaders of thajpity 
of Dacca. Sporadic cases of stabbing are taking place, but these 
things do continue after rioting on a large scale has taken place, and nt 
is uothin|r new that even after the measures bad been taken by Govern-^ 
inent stray cases of stabbing are happening. The situation, however^ 
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it sneli that the city of Dacca iUelf will be completely immune from 
troubles in the near future, and we have got every hope that there 
will be no recrudescence in the city of Dacca itself. 

Sir, I now come to the very unfortunate occurrences that took place , 
in some of the villages of Dacca. It appears tliat exaggerated accounts 
of what had happened in Dacca, specially of the desecration of mosques, 
have reached the villagers throughout the district and there was tense 
excitement throughout the wlnde of the Muslim communil\, and it is 
with very great difficulty that the (jfficials have managc<l to keep the 
people under control. The country near about Narsindhi and Hhairab 
is such that there are no sufficient means of communication and people 
took advantage of that to come out of their homes and commit ltM)tiiig, 
arson and other offences and, on the merest approach of the jxdice, 
they vanished into the jungles and esca|>ed arrest. Now, Sir. that 
l>eing the position. I will n(»w detail under various hemls what has 
happened and what is hapj^ening at the present moment and what stepa 
(fovernment have taken, are taking and do ])roposo to take to bring 
the situation under contnd and to give protection to life arnl property. 

Tt appears that on the 1st or 2nd of April in Kaipura poH(*e-station this 
trouble first broke out. Arson and looting were rejiorted from the area 
north-east of Narsindhi and sotith-west (»f Hhairab Hazar. The 
disturbances .•ontinu(‘d during the period up to the bth and the Second 
Additional District Magistrate who jiroceeded to Kaipura on hearing 
of the trouble wjis wounded. The officer in charge of Kai])ura police- 
.stalion was also wounded on the same day. The pt)lice were compelled 
t(^ fire (»n the mob at (’hikandi, Sibpur itolice-statimi, on the Ttth during 
’lie morning and during the* night of the same day the police party was 
attacke<l Jind three constables were injured. I’he original report 
mentioned several Hindu jnir(i< as having been set fire to. 'I here are, 
however, no details (»f localitjes. (hi the bth, the In-spector-Denerul of 
I’olice who flew over the area noted two villages burnt rlown and a 
number of also. During tiie same da,\ tlie ( oinmissiimer travel- 

ling hv train note<l some <*olumns of «moke, but tbore was no indication 
of the origin or the localities fif these fires. Hut this morning the 
Inspei-tor-General of Ihdice again made an aerial reconnaissance and 
the report showed no signs of fire.s burning. 

As regards looting, he .says that details are not yet available, and I 
am not in a position to give the Ilou.se any information on that point. 

Mr. JOCESH CHANDRA GUPTA: We can give you. 

Tjfi Hon’blt Mr. A. K. FAZLUL HUQ: I now come to the meaeurei 

which have been adopted and which are of very great importance. On 
tiic •3r(l April, the Deputy Ini.pector-(ieneral of Police, the Additional 
Superinteudeut of Police^ Dacca, and the Aeaielant (.owmander of th. 
Eastern Frontier Riaes with about 12o roeu extra went to the aa«:t«l 
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*rea and tried to round up the raiding bands. On the same day 100 
additional men of the Eastern Frontier Rifles and Armed Police were 
requisitioned from Chittagong. On the 5th, the Inspector-General of 
Police proceeded to Dacca with the additional officers that were called 
for from Barrackpore and Howrah. On the 6th there was reinforce- 
ment of 100 armed police with complements of officers from as far off 
a place as Burdwun. A company’ of the regiments stationed at Dacca 
was called out in aid of the civil power in the affected area. The 
Superintendent of Police of Mymensingh is standing by with an armed 
force at Bhairab Bazar and the Subdivisional Officer of Narayanganj is 
patrolling the whole of that area. It appears that there are adequate 
forces out to deal with the situation. I submit to the House, there- 
fore, that there is no reason to be panicky. All steps that have been 
possible with the aid of the civil police have been taken, and Govern- 
ment are prepared to undertake still more rneasurs if the situation 
worsens or if the situation requires other measures to be taken. A 
number of residents in the afl'ected area had left and had proceeded to 
Tripura State. The State authorities estimated the number of such 
evacuees at over ^1,61)0 and they have made arrangements for looking 
after them. Relief measures are being organised. Rice and dal have 
l>een sent, and on the (ith April the (’omm^siuner of the Dacca Division 
went to Narsindlii to supervise the operaticm there. There is nothing 
to suggest that the disturbance ha.s been the result of organised and 
co-ordinated activities. Local bands have been re.sponsible for the 
outrages and they melted away on tin* appnnich of the ])olice. I may 
mention that l(»cal leaders belonging to all the (‘omnitinities have come 
forwur<i to co-operate w’ith the ofticials and other officers of Govern- 
ment. The whole of that urea is being guanbMl. (iodowns, big shop.s 
And bazars and luits are being guarded by the military police and 
pickets have been stationed at every place where danger is apprehend- 
ed. But considering the nature of the locality and want of means of 
communication there, I submit that so far as the Government are 
concerned, tliey liuve taken sulhcient measures io meet the situation, 
and we have every reason to believe that very soon the situation will 
be brought undei control. As a matter of fact, the (’hief Secretary 
has authorised me to state that the latest information shows that the 
situation is under control and b\ to-morrow I hope I will be able to 
make a statement wliich w'ill be satisfactory to all parties concerned. 
I may mention that so far as Government are concerned, they were 
taken unawares by what happened in that area. After the occurrence 
has taken place, all that they can do is to meet the situation and to stop 
the riot, arson and looting from spreading outside the areas. a 
matter of fact. Government has successfully localised the whole 
disturlmnoe and has not allowed it to spread to other parts of the 
country. In these circumstances. I submit that all that possibl)’ could 
he done has been done. 
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As regards the sLort-notice question^ I think that the statement 
that I have made will give all information that the honourable member 
wanted to know from Government. As regards {a){i ) — yes

The Hon’ble Mr. A. K. FAZLUL HUQ: Any situation may arise 
anywhere in the province of uhicli Government may nt>t have ]>reviouB 
infonnation. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Tin •re is no doubt that it is a matter of urgent 
public importance, but there are <'ertuin (»ther matters whii h 1 have got 
to consider before I give my dei'ision. Is there any objection if I take 
a little more time to consider thi.s (juestiony If after further considera- 
tion I find that the motion is in order ami can be admitted, I will Hx 
G-dl) p.m. to-morrow for the discussion of the adjournment motion. 
But in a matter like this, I feel, especially in view of the points which 
have been raise<l by Mr. Bose, 1 have got some resprnisibility in the 
matter. Tlicre are twf) things. Gne is whether the vSpeuker should 
be the judge of the facts that have been brought forward as the Opposi- 
tion has contendeil. The other point is the Opposition contention that 
it was an utter failur(* on the jiart of the Gfivernment . Government 
on the other hand denies tliat. The <|ueHtion is wliether 1 am 1(> judge 
the facts or W'hether it is for the House to <lecide the matter. If I 
have to decide the matter, I should in the first instance tie satisfied that 
it is legitimate on the jmri of a seclnni of the House to say that there 
was an utter failure, 1 feel that my duty for the time being is to 
examine whether I should he guiiled by the suggesiions made by the 
Opposition, However, I shall give iny deeision to-morrow ami in case 
I hold the motion to he in order, I will take it up to-morrow . 

Mr. CARAT CHANDRA BOSE: Did I understand you to say that 
you are postponing your decision on the question of its aduiissihility 
tilJ^iiHmorrow ?

Mr. SPEAKER: Aft er the prayer interval, in case I hold that the 
motion is in order, it will not be necessary; but if I Inild that the 
motion is not in order, then in that case I will give u)u an opportunity 
to speak and thereafter I shall give my decision.

The sub-clause ran thus: “Every dealer who has become liable to pmy 
tax under this Act shall continue to be liable until the expiry of 
three conse(jutive years <luring each of which his ^ross turnover has 
failed to exceed the taxable (juantum.’* The idea was that in spite of 
the fact that his gross turnover failed to ex( (*ed the taxable ({uantum, 
the dealer would have to be liable for piiyment of tax for three conse- 
cutive years. Now that liability was going to be extended by the 
amendment made by the (\)uncil, Wiau^e of the following added 
words, namely, “and such further j>erio<l after the date of sucli expiry 
as ma\ be prescribed, and on the expiry of tins latter period his liability 
to jKiy t^ix sliall cease.” In otlier words, hi^ liability to pay tax will 
not cease even after the expiry of three years as originallv contem- 
plated, but will continue for such further period as may be prescribed. 
This is re^illy carrying things t^K) far. It is only penalising people 
for nothing <»nd for an unconscionaldy long time 

Then, Sir, I come to amendment N<». 7. It projioses only a verl»al 
change. 1 caumit understand the impoil of the "or piywliices.” 

Amended suh-tdausc sa\s (liat “taxahle (juantum means 

in relation to any dealer who imports for sale aiiv gtsids into Tiengal, 
or himself manufactures or produces any gcMids for sale.” The phrase 
“prxiduces any goods for sale” has, I think, a very wi<le denotation. 
It might include e\en raw material produced, hut it was n<>t contem- 
phited to include such things before. I w<»uhl therefore <d>ject to 
the inclusion of the words “or produces.” 

TN Hon’ble Mr. H. 8. 8UHRAWARDY: Sir, 1 oppose these 
amendments. 

With regard to the first, there is no jl;s< retion gi\en to the Com- 
missioner. SomelHuly will have to de<*i<le whether the contract had 
been entered into before the date .s<> notitie^l, iind (Tovernment imply 
tliat the Commissioner should so decide. With regard to the second

Cfoverament and no tax shall be levied upon the sales of such a dealer. 
In the obaenee of any such provision cM>iitained in the amendment made 
by Hhe Council, there will be some confusion entailing either loss to 
Government or double payment of tax, for at least two months or so 
will be required after the expiry of the third year in order to dis^ver 
that a dealer’s turnover has again failed to exceed the taxable quantum 
and to cancel the registnUion. If this item is not there, then nohoily 
would know whether it has been cancelled or not cancelled. 1 hope 
Rai Harendra Nath Chaudhiiri will he goiul enough to listen to what 
I say. He will see that it does not exceed the period to any extent. 
It only gives us two months’ time to ascertain whether the taxable 
quantum of a person has for three successive yeiirx been found to l>e 
below the taxable quantum.

Rti HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: Sir, I beg to move that 
in clause 8i^), the words “and shall remain in force thereafter unless 
cancelled under the provisions of the Act,” in lines 3 and 4, be 
omitted. 

Sir, these words have been added by the Council. Let us see what 
are the provisions in the Act under which cancellation will take place. 
If you refer to sub-clause (J) you will find 

Mr. SPEAKER: It Ii.h to be read with clause 4(J). 

Ril HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: No, Sir. Clause 8 
refers to voluntary registnition of those person.^ wh<i are not liable 
for registndion, but who register themselves for securing some advan- 
tages. Sub-clause (*/) extends the peri(»d to thre<» yojirs for which 
such a dealer will remain registered. I’hut is, it extends the registra- 
tion to sVK'h further f)eriod during which the registration will not b« 
cancelled. Let us .stn* what is the provision for the c^ln(^elltttion of such 
registration. If you refer to .sub-clause (3) you will see that every 
dealer shall, so hmg a** his registration remains in force, lie Imblo 
to piiy tax under this Act. Now, Sir, I cannot undershind who is 
going to cancel the registration and on whose motion is the registra- 
tion going to be cancelled. This registration is on voluntary Inisis, 
still the sub-clause fuiys it shall remain in force thereafter unless 
oancelled under the provisions of this Act. The speinfic period that 
was contemplated in the original sub-clause should remain 

Mr. SPEAKER: I.s it not in sub-cluu.se (6) thot he can apply in 
time before the end of the yearY 

Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: Therefore, it shall 
remain in force unless and until the person registered moves for 
cancellation. 

Tht Hon’bl* Mr. H. 8. 8UHRAWARDY : It removes an 
ambiguity. 

Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: Here it does not depend 
on the Itegistrar, but on the person concerned. If that be the idea, 
then, of course, I can agree to the amendment. 

Tht Hoii*bM Mr. H. 8. 8UHRAWARDY: Sir, I oppose it.

Mr. MO. ABUL FAZL: Sir, I beg to move that in clause II (J), 
line 13, for the word ‘Hhirty’^ the word “ninety*’ be substituted.

The Eastern Frontier Rifles (Bengal Battalion Amendment) Bill, 1941. 

The Hon’ble Mr. MUKUNDA BEHARY MULLICK (on behalf of 
the Hon’ble Khwaja Sir Nazimuddin): Sir, I Wg to move that the 
Eastern Frontier Kifles (Bengal Battalion Amendment) Bill, 1941, be 
taken into consideration. 

The motion was put and agreed to. 

Mr. MD. ABUL FAZL. Sir, I beg to move that in clause 2, in 
line 5 of the proposed proviso to sulnsection (J) of section 4 of the Act, 
for the words “seven years” the words “five years” be substituted. 

In the case of men on active service this rule won’t apply. But 
when no active service is required, there is no reason why these people 
should be asked to remain for seven years. I think “five years” is 
enough . 

Tht HOfl’bIt Mr. MUKUNDA BEHARY MULLICK: Sir. we want 
to utilise these officers to the fullest extent. Therefore, we have 
suggested seven years. Rir, I oppose the amendment. 

I he motion of Mr. Md. Abul lazl that in clause 2, in line o of 
the proposed proviso to suli-section {J) of section 4 ot the Act, for the 
words “seven years” the words “five years” be substituted was then put 
and lost. 

The question that clauses 1 and 2 and the Preamble stand part of 
the Bill was then put and agreed to. 

Th« Hwi’ble Mr. MUKUNDA BEHARY MULLICK: Sir. I beg to 
move that the Kastern Frontier Uifies (Bengal Battalion Amendment) 
Bill, 1941, as settled in the As.sembly W pa.ssed. 

Mr. SA8ANKA 8EKHAR SANYAL: Sir. we want to oppose the 
third reading. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Yes. 

Mr. SASANKA 8EKHAR SANYAL: Sir. I l»eg to oppose the 
paiuuige of this Bill, and we op{H>se on gmunds of principle. The 
Statement of Objects and Reastms is rather misleading and it do^ not 
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indicate the real intention of the projjosed amendment. Mr. Speaker, 
Sir, the period has been extended certainly to jrive an additional 
advantafre to persons in service. The iM*riod is iM^ing extended only to 
make it obliji^torv for those pei-sons in service to serve for some time 
more, that is to say, it is clearly a war purpose which prompted the 
home Government to hrin^j forward the amendment now before us. Un 
previous occasions, we have definitely nmde our position clear. We 
are not for support inj? any step or measure on the part of the (b>vern- 
ment which is calculated either directly or indirectly to further the 
war aims of Great Britain and its henchmen here. So, on grounds of 
principle on behalf of the t t])poHitioii, we want to have our <lissent 
recorded in the matter of tlie passage of tliif% Bill. 

Mr. NIHARENDU DUTTA MAZUMDAR: I wish to speak a 
wards opposing the jjassage of this Bill. 

Mr. 8YED JALALUDDIN HA8HEMY: We on this side of the 
House also want to speak. 

Mr. NIHARENDU DUTTA MAZUMDAR: Sir, it uimld m^t be out 

of place to remind the Hiurse that this House was called upon only 
very recently to congratulate the Indian soldiei-s 

Mr. 8PEAKER: 1 have allowed the Opposition an opportunity to 
explain their position in such a manner as they should explain, and to 
enter their rei ord of protest. Strictl\ speaking, the question of 
war puri>ose i.s un issue which cannot Iw ilisciissed. I ]inp<* you will 
t’onfine yourself to the merits of this Bill. You cannot go into other 
things. 

Mr, NIHARENDU DUTTA MAZUMDAR: 1 have made this 
reference t<i ln«liaf» s(ddiers he<aUHe I feel that is a very imporbint 
and relevant p<»inf in <oniiection with this Bill. Sir, it has b(*eii 
re<*ognised that Indian Mddier-n ha\e \ei_\ go<nl staff in them. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Kastern frontier Rifles has nothing to do with 
Indian soldiers. 

Mr. NIHARENDU DUTTA MAZUMDAR: It will le presently 
clear, j^ir, as to what ls*ariiig these f>r»*liminarv observations of mine 
have on the Bill. 

• 

Mr. SPEAKER: Blemse tell me how if is relevant, the leferenoa 
to Indian soldiers. 
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Mr. NIHARENDU DUTTA MAZUMDAR: We find that under the 
old provi«ion8 of the Art a person enrolled as a rifleman in the lorce 
can take his dischar^fe after three years if he so desires, provided he is 
not on active service. It takes two years for a man to be trained as a 
rifleman, and if he takes his dischnrpe after the third yeai’, Government 
have the use of his services only for one year. That is. Sir, what has 
been stat(^d in the Statement of Objects and Reasons as waTranf inf? 
this amendinj^- Bill, with a view to increase the period to seven years. 
And then, Sir, that is iirj?ed as a special purpose justifying this Bill 
so that (iovernment might get a longer period of service from each 
entrant into the force. Now J w'ould ask through you, Sir, as to what 
would he the effects ot this provision. In tlie first place, there would 
be a smaller number ot entrants into the force wlio wo\ild get the 
training as riflemen. The Government of Bengal has not ;;ot any 
means in its command k> provide opportunities for military training 
to our young men in this country 


Mr. SPEAKER: 1 am sorry, I cannot allow it, because the military 
training has got nothing to do witli the subject matter under discussion. 
The Opposition is certainly always entitled to have their say and in 
developing tlieir arguments they cun make a passing n*fercnc<' to other 
things, but th(*y are certainly not entitled to develop that poiiit. 

Mr. NIHARENDU DUTTA MAZUMDAR: Sir. in my opposition 
1 inav be allowed to develop the point as to why 1 am opposing the 

Bill. ‘ 

Mr. SPEAKER: But >c»u must confine yourself to the Bill 

Mr. NIHARENDU DUTTA MAZUMDAR: Here, on the question 
of merits of the Bill, Government projiosi* the ])eriod of service to be 
inereftsed from three to seven years; therefore, they strictly fc»rce every 
entrant to remain in the servii'e tor that p»*riod whether he likes it or 
not. Sir, here there is an extension of comi>ulsory measure, there is 
an extension of the period during which he should be tomiielled to 
remain in .service. I for one would rather welcome that more people 
join the service for getting the training and serve the Government 
for three years and when they are out of serviee, more people would 
get into the force and would get whatever little training the force can 
offer. In these days. Sir, I believe that even the meagre train^g that 
the Eastern Frontier Rifles would provide to men would W of some 
value. Therefore, by increasing this jjeriod. Government are restricting 
the scope of more and more men getting trained in this force of the 
Eastern Frontier Rifles. 
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Then, Sir, I sugjyest that to-day jfeneral tendenoy in all legiBlation 
and the general principle that has been atH'epted ii* that iHTHons 
contracting service should be as far us jmssible free tt> contract stTvice 
and free to leave service whenever they choose. From that point of 
view also, may I ask, whut is the good of binding a particular person 
for a period of seven years y Once for any reasons he may like to 
join the force, he may take the training and may serve the Govern- 
ment, and under the present ('onditions he may leave service after a 
period of three years, for ahead of him there might be greater prospects 
of life, and he might get other avocations and devote himself to (dher 
occupations he might choose. But, Sir, as a rule people of i»nl> tender 
age would be joining this force for training and service ami after three 
years of training and service they woubl be tree to leave the service 
and choose other avocations, but by this particular jirovision you are 
compelling them, by extending the period of compulsory lalumr and 
service in the force, to live a life of imprisonment in the force by 
making it seven years instead of three. I do not see wlmt the people 
would gain thereby. I do not see what is the necessity of extending 
this period in this fjishion. If it had been contended that then* was 
such shortage of men in tl>e pnjvince to-day that it was m*cessafy to 
extract a greater number of \ears of serMce trom eac h jiaiticular 
individual in the force, in that case it might have be(‘n so pb'aded. 
But there i> no dearth of im‘n. a matter of fact, there an* c-muigh 
men who want to take advantages in tin* direction of tiaining and in 
the direction (d ser\ice. (tnl\ some time ago for other piir)>osrs it 
hiid been jiiovided that ja'ople should r(*tire eailiei after lia\ing put 
in a number of ^ears rtf *<er\ ier Now, you want earltei iejii»*nienf 
of those* pectple. iiut in tlll^ fofci* uhi»'h all almi^ nM|uiri‘d not more 
than tliree \eai'*' of srr \ i< t*, \sli\ <ompol it*, mrmbein to r(‘main in 
service* for se\en v(‘ars and take away their libc'ity of n‘liring on the 
expiry of three yeai> of .service as before y That, Sir. is eeitainly not 
a progressive measure, but a definite retrogression, and therefore I take 
strong exception to tins I would ask the honourable members to 
consider these jatinis also before the% actually make up then mind to 
vote om* way oi other. 

Then. Sir, one point about which my observation seemed to call 
forth youi ohjeiticm .should not, 1 think, la* oinitti*d. lo-day this 
question of Ea.stern Frontier Rifles and whatevcT other f*»rce*5 might 
be created is assuming greater and ever greater importame We have 
seen in recent months that new fon es are being rreat<*d sm h as Civic 
Guards and other things. I ask — W"^hat harm is there if the <dder 
hands in the Eastern Frontier Rifles are allowed to retire and new 
mep are allowed to eome iny And that question has not lamn explained 
or answered by the Government. Before Government can exjiect this 
Qouse to vote this measure, they must give a plausible explanation as 
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to why they want to do ho. The ground of economy is no ground at 
all. ProfMjrtionately with the curtailment of the number of men 
joininjf and leavinjf the forces earlier, you do not get any economic 
advantages to-day by this measure. Only I think, in the present day, 
wl»at is normally the function of the Eastern Frontier Rifles might be 
changed and different kind of function might have to be undertaken 
by the same force. Such function might not be palatable to those who 
are in tin* for(!e to-day. Under certain terms and conditions they 
have j(»ined the service, and now that there is likelihood of different 
kinds of functions being imposed on them with greater restriction upon 
theii lilierly, which may not suit tliem, they should be free to leave 
the force and tliey siiould be tree to take uj) other occupations. But 
by this provision you will be imposing a curtailment of that freedom 
on those peofde. I think the honourable members would pause for a 
luonieut bet(»re they adopt this measure — once you join the force you 
cannot leave it before the expiry of a i>eri(Kl of seven years, and by 
this tliey are taking u|>on themselves a very great responsibility indeed. 
I think, Sir, in the pn‘Hent circumstances this House will not be 
justified to adopt this measure. 

In conclusion, I must reiterate my arguments tliat this (tovernment 
has no means of giving us an opportunity of training of the kind, and 
therefore should see that tlie little avenues that are there are kept 
open for a greater and greater number of people tor getting the 
a<lvantage of this training, but this (iovernment is even proposing 
by this measure to withdraw that oj»portunit> . 

With this observation I sfrongI\ op|K»se the passage of this Bill, I 
appeal to tlie honourable inembeis of the House to turn it down so 
that after maturer deliberation a Bill of a mon‘ <‘om])rehensive nature, 
a Bill better thought out, might be introduced in the House which 
would be acceptable to all sections of the House.

Mr. SAiANKA 8EKHAR 8ANYAL: Sir, 1 have t/o offer a few 

observations on this Bill which certainly is a welcome measure, but 
which at the same time falls fur .short of the anticipations made by the 
people at large. Sir, from the Statement of Objects ami Reasons, as 
embodied in the printed Bill itself, at first sight it would appear that 
the previous Bill has been dropped and an entirely new Bill has been 
framed. But, Sir, it is not so. On a scrutiny of the Bill, you will 
find that barring a few additions the original Bill stands as it is with 
its drawbacks, defects which 1 think Ie<l to the breakdown of (he inherent 
possibilides of the old law' itself. Sir, in the new Bill u provision for (he 
registration of certain manufacturing houses has been introduced. In 
the new Bill a provision for selling cooked articles in covereil containers 
has been introduced. In the new Bill also a complete departure 
has hee^ made in that an attempt has been made to embrace the live- 
stock and diseased live-stock has been brought under certain scrutin.^ 
and bertain forbidding measures. But I submit, Sir, (bat notwith- 
standing these welcome ad^iitious to the old Bill, the inherent difficul- 
ties there remain. You know. Sir, that section 10 of the old Act is the 
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principal reason why the Health Department of ever}" district faih 
to achieve the results permissible within the framework of the old Ai 
itself. Under section 15 of the old Act no prosecution for any offein 
under this Act shall be instituted without the order of consent in writir 
of the lo(al authorities within whose jurisdiction the offence is con 
milted. We all know that this discretion driven to the district boai 
has been the cause of many an unhealthy discrimination in the matte 
of sanctioniiiK prosecutions aj^ainst delinquents. You know. Sir, tiu 
the district board chairmen and vice-chairmen are all elects 
tunctioiiiiries, and they have ^rot to look to their anchora^fe, nameb 
the voters at lur^,'‘e. For example, a merchant having a big .stake i 
society i.^ a potential support for district board members and distric 
board chairman or vice-<*hairman and. it on a particular analysis of 
particulai specimen, it is found that theie is some adulteration, lie wi 
at once run to the executive oi the district b(»ard and either thro\igli 
jnomise of a tulve-well h«re or the construction of a sceptic latrin 
there, he will try to induce the district board authfiritie.s not to launc 
the prosecution or to withdraw the prosecution, if launched. Yo 
know. Sir, that many cases in which the public analyst has repoite 
adulteration have been shelved by district board authorities, becau.s 
of these unhealthx influences that are brought to bear upon the distric 
board e.xec.utive. Here to-day in the present Bill which seeks to mak 
a departure from the detects and failures of the older Bill you find tha 
under clause 2!) the institution of a prosecution has been made con 
tingent upon the sanction of the district board or local board authoritie? 
1 submit the time has come when we ought tet take away this discretion 
And since the delin(|uent in the matter of food adulteration is a 
fiffender against jiublic health, and I submit there cannot be a mor 
sacred cause than that of public lieulth, if the public analyst report 
that an examination shows .sonu‘ sort of adulteration, there should b 
no option left to anybody in the matter of the institution of a prose 
cuiion. Once a man is found by a chemical examiner to be a delinquen 
within the meaning of the Act, prosecution should automatically forth 
with follow, and he must lie made to answer the charges and, i 
convicted, must bo subjected to the process of penalty provided by th 
law. Sir, my apprehensions will be borne out by many a member o 
this House. I know that there are at least some here who are als( 
adorning the Inmchea of district btiard, and my appeal goe.s forth t 
them. 1 hope they will all bear me out that as soon as there is a repor 
of the public analyst against a certain merchant, the better the positioi 
of the merchant concerned, the quicker and more pressing the tadbi 
made on his part, and the district board executives are en^arraaaei 
between their two duties: there is the duty of placing public health oi 
the forefront and there ia the duty of their allegiance to the ultimat 4 
voter who can make or unmake or at least to some extent can con 
tribute to the making or unmaking of the seats which they are nov 
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adorning. Therefore, I think this House ought to be uiioniiaouH in 
giving a sort of a mandate to the Mini.ster concerned that whatever may 
have been the position in the past, to-dii\ no discretion shouhl he left 
to the district hoard or lo<al hoard authoritie.s. 

Then, Sir, there are certain other jK)ints. I am making these obser- 
vations, because for certain reasons we are not going (o join the Select 
Committee, so that the Select Committee ma\ in its wisdom consider 
thCNC points, 'rhe (dd Act could not achieve the de-niied le^ult heeanse 
«d another thing which i> ver\ impoiianl In the S( heOiile appended 
to the j)rcvious Act there is a long li'.i «it lunctioiis and penalties, and 
penalties for the first oheiice atnl penaltn's foi snl>setjuent oiTeiu'es. 
And yon will he suniri^ini to see that all o\ei Hengal tlu‘r<' is a great 
deal (d ditteience helwiaui the metho(| and manner ot approach to all 
tlt<‘-e things h,\ ditViMent Magi^traN**. In a \«‘i\ Keiiou'. cu'^i* a parti- 
cular offender (d inllueiic(‘ is 1(*1 ofl with a fiue of IN, d or IN h or IN. 10 
as it he is a juvenile ottcuidei. An oflemler ot exulted position, even 
for his second ollencc, is Icnienth dealt with, and while there were 
oth(*r rea.soiis prevmuslN tor that, to-da\ the reasons ari‘ more potent. A 
delinquent merchant with "onie leNoiirct's runs t<i th<‘ Suhdi\ isiomil 
Magistrate ami (dieis some immes to the War Cuml, ami as a r<’sult in 
a case in which he ought to ha\<‘ Ikumi lei <dV with no less than a fine 
of IN. dot), lie wouhl spend IN dO as contribution to (he War Fund — 
the Magistrate wouhl let him ofl with a fine of Us. d or Hs. fi or Us. 10. 
Thai is how a discriniinatKm is imule. And this disi'riminution is all 
the more rampant in view ot the fa<t flint invariably lht*se eases are 
dealt witii by Subordinate Magistrates who under a (iovernmenf cir- 
cular have got to show that a minimum number of cases have been lioiio 
by them: they have no time to <leal with intricate penal law cases, and 
they therefore make up the requisite number b> ilisposing of Act V easeii 
and Food Adulteration Act cum***; ami lhe\ being the persons wlio also 
receive (‘onti ibutions to ilie Mar Fund, a sort of unholv comprfmijse 
has become the order of the du\ . Therefore, the Ministry concerne<l 
flhonld issue inslrucUons to the Magistrute.s that these things should 
not be viewed with leniiMicy or eijuuiiimit > . It is better to have a thief 
let oft and it is better to have a eriminal ofl'endei acquitted and let off 
leniently, but for a merchant or trader who offends again.st public 
health, the strictest vigilance of law’ and the executive should be there, 
and before I resume my seat I will appeal to the Minister concerned to 
consider the question of the hotels all over Bengal which are outsitio 
the purview both of the previous Act and of thi» proposed new legislative 
measure. T find with some sort of satisfaction that cooked articles of 
food wifi he subjected to scrutiny but then. Sir, the numerous hotels 
of Calcutta, for example, who are accommodating several thousands of 
OUT people every day including the I.egislative luminaries of thin 
province 
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Mr. SPEAKER: Even though they supply bad food to the members 
of this Legislature I have never noticed any signs of indigestion in 
them. (Laughter.) 

Mr. 8A8ANKA 8EKHAR 8ANYAL.*^ Even here in this House 
under the supervision presumably of the Speaker himself there are two 
hotels run on the first floor; their cooking may be good, the food supplied 
may be good, but there is room for a great deal of improvement to be 
effected in the manner of their service; the hygienic conditions are not 
properly observed. And if that is possible even under the very nose 
of the Speaker’s own vigilance, you can well imagine the condition of 
the hotels outside. 

Mr. 8PEAKER: It in quite possible. 

Mr. 8A8ANKA 8EKHAR 8ANYAL: If you go to any hotel in 
Calcutta, and 1 would invite my friend the Mayor of Calcutta to any 
of them, you will realise the conditions prevailing there. The (’alcutta 
Municipal Act gives him ample power to deal with these hotels, but 
there is no power at present to deal with the kitchen itself, and the.se 
hotels are> supplying food to thousands and thousands of people every 
<luy. These kitchens are beyond the purview of any supervision or 
control. There is nothing to prevent these greedy liotelwallas from 
getting the worst stuff from the market and preparing food with the 
help of the worst materials and thereby carrying on an unguarded pro- 
cess of slow poisoning from day to day and therefore, regard being 
had to the seriousness of the w'hole question, I appeal to the Hon’ble 
Minister concerned and to the House to recast the Dill entirely so that 
instead of being a mere extension of the previous Act, it will turn out 
to be a Pure Food Bill which will ensure for the safety of health of the 
numerous people. 

There is one more matter, Sir, and I have finished. In one of the 
sections provision has been made in clause 2(» for authorising entry into 
premises for the purpose of inspection and seizure of food. I submit 
this will certainly give rise to various difficulties, and I do not want so 
drastic a measure 

Mr. 8PEAKER: More drastic measure.^ You want to give more 
power to the executive ! 

Mr. 8A8ANKA 8EKHAR SANYAL: Sir, I want a more drastic 
measure so far as the hotels, restaurants and stalls are concerne<l. but 
I will be the last man fo give more power to the executive by which 
under the plea of really carrying on public health work they will disturb 
the privacy of private houses, and they wdl use it as an engine of 
oppression rather than as an aid to justice in the cause of public health. 
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These are matters worth considering, Sir, and I desire to convey to the 
Hon’ble Minister that we on this side of the House welcome the speedy 
passage of a Bill like this and, if possible, of a better Bill than this, and 
I hope you will not be satisfied merely with having this Bill as an 
enlargement of the previous Bill. I will appeal to him to consult 
health experts all over Bengal au<l to mobilise the expert opinion of 
those persons who deal with public health and to set on foot a legis- 
lative measure which will be deterrent against public adulteration of 
various sorts and which will place the health of the province on a aafer 
and better basis, a thing which we all so .seriously desire. 


Mr. I. A. CLARK: Mr. Speaker, Sir, on behalf of m> somewhat 
attenuated party I rise to s\ipport the motion that this Bill be referred 
to a Select Committee and to oppose the motion that it should be 
circulated. 


In supporting the motion that the Bill should be referred to a Select 
Committee, of which you have observed I am a member. 1 can assure 
you, Sir, and also the Hou.se. that, alluring though the prospect of a 
visit to Darjeeling might be. at the same time that ha.s had no iiiHueiue 
whatever upon my remarks. 

With regard to the question of circulation, I think the Hon ble 
Minister rather understated the case when he said that the nuijnnty 
of the opinions of public bodies were in favour of the principle ol the 
Bill I spent as much time as I could going tbnmgb the opinions and 
1 have not yet come acros.s one which was against the principle of the 
Bill. 1 think, therefore. Sir, that it would he an entire waste of time 
to recirculate it.

For examjile, a memlH'r 
poes to the Select Committee and he moves by way of amenj|lm*ent in 
the Select Committee the very Bill which the Deputy Speaker has 
introduced. IX> you mean to say that that meral>er is debarred fj'om 
doiuf? it? If that member is not debarretk what is the difficulty in 
Government at least acce|»tinp the Deputy Speaker's Bill? 
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TM Hm’bl* Sir BUOY PRASAD SINCH ROY: In that tiise tlio 
Deputy Speaker’s Bill may be referred to the same Select ConimitU*© 
•with the saiiie personnel,

Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: Mi. Speaker, Sir, with 
your l(*av<*, I h(*g to move that the huhiness of the House do adjourn 
for the purpos(‘ of di^eiisNing a ii(‘tiiiite mattei i>t urgent public 
importame ami of leeiuit oeeuiieuee. namely, the reiTudeseenee and 
tile exti'iiMoii n{ noting with ineendiarism and lawlessness in the 
distri(*t of Daeea, indieating the utt<‘r tailure of tin* Department of 
Daw ami Onh'r to coiitnd the situation ami ensure protection of life 
and property in that distri(‘t. 

Sir, the re(*ent hist<»ry of the riots in Dacca, black as it is in all 
(’Onseienee, divides it'ielt into two ehapters. The events beginning 
with the ineidmits of Monday , tin* 17th ot March, and ending w'ith the 
assurance of tin* Hon hie tin* (’hief Minister in the other House on the 
28th of Man'll const it uted the fir*'t ehapt»*r. With that chapter my 
motion has very little connection. If T am referring to that chapter, 
it is only to suggest that (he proceedings of that part constituted 
suflicient wftrning, and a protracted warning too. to the Government 
and the authorities responsible for the maintenance of law and order 
to be on the alert and to take prop<*r precautionary measures so that 
the riots might not extend beyond the di'itrict town of Dacca. Sir, 
the Ilon’ble the Chief Minister in his stnt»'ment the other day told 
this House — with wdiat sense of resiHinsihility I do not know — that the 
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Government were taken unawares. The (iovernnient. we were invited 
to believe, were taken unaware^ after all the riotous proreediiiKs 
between the 17th and the ‘^8th ot Mareh ! Hut in fact, the Ilon‘hle ('hief 
Minister contradicted himselt when he said in course t>t that very 
statement that “it aj>peared that the exajr^^Tated accounts ot wliat 
happened in Dacca and the ne\^s abo\it the doeiuatioji of nH)squeH 
reached those villages and there was a tense excittunent picvailin>? 
among the whole Muslim conimunit\. and it >\a.s with great ditliculty 
that the officials had inannge<I to kvn-j) the peojde undt^r control.” 
Surely, Sir, the Ilon’hle the ('hiet Ministt*r cannot he expected to blow 
hot and cold in the same breath. Hither the official.^ were taken 
unaw'ares or they wert* engagi'd in allaying the tiUCMon that came to 
prevail in the rural areu>. The fact must he that cither no |)recuu- 
tionary measures were taken or that the stoi\ oi the othcials tr\ing to 
keep the i)eoi)le under control was a mere fignnuit (d imagination. 

Now, Sir. let me juiss on to the subject mattm* td m\ motion under 
discussion, which relates, as 1 indicated before, to the second chaptiu' 
of the riots, namely, to the n*crudescenu* and extmision of riots to the 
rural anuis ot Dacca, lb ton* 1 pass on to this s\ibji‘<*t, 1 would preface 
my remarks by drawinj^ the attention <d tin* llonsi* (o three facts. In 
the first pla<e, the House will reineiubei that tin* whole press was 
gagged by the ‘J4th ot Mar< h. h\ tin* i.'.sue ot an order m the K.rtrfi- 
ordxnary (iazette of that date plaeing a ban on the piildieution ot all 
news aiol e^(*n view>> uhout riots, excepting those that were eeiisoreil. 
So. tor the dis-.cmination ot the exaggnuated news ahout the Ikiciyi 
incidents in the rural an-as, ecriainl\ the prcs-4 m this pn>\incc was 
not responsilile It must ha\«‘ Im-ch due to the a<fi\ities ot the local 
mischief-mongers who were known or should ha\e been known to tbc 
local authorities but who were allowed to carry on tbcir propaganda 
unchecked. Tin* second fu<‘t to which I w’ould like to rlraw the 
attention of the liou.se is that the high and sinning liglits (d the Dacea 
Party in the Government were miHsiiig here liuring the last days of 
the Hudget Grant Discussions ami. Sir, e\en tin- benign lu‘'tre that 
they went to shed in DH<'ea (oiild not lead the authorities to trace tlume 
miscreants or mischief-mongers who were responsible* for tin* dissemina- 
tion of exaggerated news of Dacca to the c-ountrvside. Thirdly, 1 
would refer to the statement that wa.s made by the* ('hief Ministc-r in 
the other House on the 2Hth of Mareli. Sir, on his return from Dacca 
the Chief Minister made a statement on the aforesaid elate to this 
effect, viz., that *'a trunk telephone call received by him on Friday 
momini^ stated that everything was cpiiet and that things had 
improved.” fb), the ITon’ble tbe Chief Minister lulled everybody to 
sleep, so far as the riot .situatiem was eoncerned. If, Sir, there was 
tension prevailing in th» rural areas of Dacca in the last week of 
and if the ^oeal officials were really at grips with the situation, 
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how ooulcl the Chief Minhster come and make a statement before the 
other Home that all was quiet in Dacca F He ought not to have at 
least withheld the information that the tension was growing in tho 
rural areas of llacca. But he did withhold that information. Then 
alt of a sudden on the 4th of April — mind you, the riots in the rural 
areas started on the Ist of April — on the morning of the 4th of April 
in Calcutta we came to learn from a belated Associated Press message, 
dated the drd April, that “Mr. S. B. Ilatch-Barnwell, Additional 
District Magistrate of Dacca, had been admitted into the Mitford 
Hospital having been wounded in communal disturbances in a village 
near K[iiinaj)ura railuay station within Kaipura thana in the Xarayan- 
ganj subdivision. The disturbances a<xording to information re<‘eived 
here started on the night of April 1. A number of houses were reported 
to have been set on fire and looted. On re<eipt of information, the 
District Magistrate sent Mr. Ilatch-Barnwell with an armed force to 
the village.” Sir, nowadays, we can get information about an 
eurtlnpuike even in South America on the morrow of the incident. 
But look here, to what extent had the gagging ot the press gone*' The 
As.sociated Press message giving the information of the .starting of 
riots in the rural areas of Dacca was dated only April d, when the 
incidents started on A]iril 1. And these informations wert* received 
in (Vh'uttu on the morning of the 4th, that is. b\ the time the riotous 
proceedings continue<l for at least three or four days. And tlie w’orst 
things happened b\ that time. 

Now’, what measures did the (lovernment take tor the maintenance 
of public traiKpiillity and for the pn*servation of life and property 
<d the ptNijde in the affected 4 ire<is lH*tween Aj)nl 1 and April 4Y 
Nothing appropriate and worthy Xo be brought t«) light. The As.sociated 
Press message* dated Dacca, April 4, published here (tn the oth of April 
stated that “Mr. Ilatch-Barnwell was attacked by a mob while trying 
to indiM'e them t<» disperse. The mob as.saulted him writh lathif^ 
inflicting severe injuries on the head and other parts of the body. The 
Deputy Inspector-deneral of Polit'e. Mymensingh Kange, and the 
officers of the h^»stern Frxmtier Rifles and the Subdivisioiial Officer of 
Nnruyanganj witli a large armed (one are mm on the scene of occur- 
rence” ; that was on the 4th of April, full three days after the riot 
bad starteil. Sir, this is an information that was not only furnished 
by the press hut it was corroborated by the official communique that 
was published on the <>th afternoon. The official communique stated : 
“Strong forces of military and civil police were sent to the area by 
Friday morning.” Notice, Sir; the riot started on Tues<lay. that is, 
three da>"s before. So far as Wednesday and Thursday were concerned, 
there was perfect abdication of the function of preserving life and 
property by the authorities responsible for tiie maintenance of law and 
order. It was only on Friday morning, the official communique admits, 
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that military and civil police were sent to the area, and in the 
intervening viz., We<lneii(hiy and Thursday, the rioters were 

aurely not at rest ; they continued their orgies of arson and 
incendiarism and hx^ting, and proceeded with their triumphal march 
from one burnt and looted village to another! The diief Minister in 
his statement tried to gloss over the admission in the coiniiiunhtue by 
saying that strong forces were sent to that area. Wheny 1 am 
quoting from his statement : 

“On the drd April, the lii>])ector-(lemTal of Police, the Additional 
Superintendent of l*<di('e and the Assistant (\>unnaudaut of 
the Kastern Frontier Hides with about 125 uien extra went 
to the affected area ami trietl to round up these raiding 
bands.” 


Either the (’hicf Miiust<*i invest ha\e antedated the going of the 
Inspector-(Tem‘ral ot Polict‘ ami other oHicern to tlo' area by one day 
or the otlicial cominuni([ue was delihi*ratel\ mistaken. For the otlicial 
communique admitted tlial it was «)nl\ <»n the 4th April, that is, 
Friday morning, that the l)cput\ Tnspecfor-( ieiieral of Ihdicc, l)u«‘cu 
Hangi*, ami others wiuit tn the plaee 1 hen the Hon hh* Minister 
proeeeded in his statement to sa\ . “on the Haim* du\ about IIM) men 
of the Eastern I'roiitier Hith's and ot the Armed Police I'oree w<‘re 
reviuisitioned trom Chittagong. ” Hnt when did they arrive’, it is not 
mentioned It was therefore a paper measure. The statement 
continued ; “and on the 5th the’ I nspector-deruTal of Pidice proceeded 
to Dacca ” Hen* note the wonls ‘'proceeded to Dmcii” and not to 
the scene of deva.station. 'rhc*n. Sir, “additional pedice* officers and 
men wore called out from Harrac kpore and Howrah.” They might an 
well have been called ovit from Hihar and even the Punjab! Therefore, 
Sir, the measures that were taken up to the* 5lh April were only or 
mostly pa|HT meu..urcH. Sue h measures cemtinued to he taken even 
after that elute, for it is said that “on the bth April, HM) policemen 
with a c 4 )mjdc‘ment ot othc-ei'i wcmc vailed out fnun Hurdwan,” that 
is, after the worst things had happencvl for da\H togc-lher Hut 4 *vi‘m 
after that it was not possible to institute a local eiujuiry. All that 
was }»o^sible was for the I nspevPu-tioneral ot INdice to fiy over the area 
and take a liirtPs eye view vh’ make an aerial reconnaissance ami from 
which evon he came to the conclusion that there were widespread dumugeti 
and that “two large villages were burnt down as well as several smaller 
paras (localities).” Hut the Hon’hle the Chief Minister tried to 
minimise, the havvx* by saying that only ”tw« small paras,*' not even 
the villages referred to by the Inspector-deneral of Pvdive, but only 
“two small pfims" wen* burnt down without any reference at all to 
the ntimber of the other imras or Icxalities noticed by the InsfMxtor- 
Deneral. Then. Sir, even the communique of the bth April admitted

iliat no detailed information was available by that time. It must be 
concluded therefore that for the first few days of April if not for a week 
there was a perfect breakdown of the administration of law and order 
«o far as rural Dacca w'as concerned. 

Then, Sir, the Hon’ble the Chief Minister further assured the House 
that there were r)nly d,000 refugees in Agartala : it was not three 
thousand, Sir. On that very day when he was making his statement 
nt leiist three times tliree thousiind, that is, nine thousand people were 
there as a press message from Agartala announced, and these nine or 
ten thousand jieojde were bearing witness to the fact that an unworkable 
and i)OHitively harmful constitution was being worked by a set of 
•worthless and effete hands, 

Mr. NALINI RANJAN BARKER: Sir, during the last four years 
or so we have discussed man\ serious and weiglity issues on the floor 
ot this House. But the situation with which we are confronted 
to-day in tliis province, tin* (|Utvsti(m tliat is })efore us to-day, surpasses 
them all in point of scrioUMH*ss and >ignifii !ince. inasmuch as it relates 
to the fundamentals of an> civilised (loverninent, viz., the maintenance 
of law and order, and the asmiianee ol elenu‘ntar> piofection to life and 
proj)erty. 

Sir, it is tin* responsibility ot all <d us not to aggra\ate the situation 
by any over-e.xaggerated a«-couiit ot what ha^ happened. But with all 
restraint, 1 cannot help being overwhelmed witli the tragedy ot the 
8ituati(m in many areas of the provinee, mainly in the district of Dacca 
at pn-sent. And we sliall he fading in t>ui dulv to thi> House iml to 
our eonstitueneies if we did not apprise the (ioveinmeni of ilie panic 
wliich has overtaken a large section of the pt'oph* and of theii growing 
lack of confidence iii the uhilit\ (»r willingness of tlie (xovernment to 
4 issure tliem adeijuate proteetiun against unbridled lawlessness. 

Sir, within the short time at m> disposal it would not be jiossible to 
give details al)out tlie actual im idents ef the rioting. Some id tlie 
honourable members who will sjM*ak after me will. I hope, im-ntiou 
aiieh details. 1 need onl\ say that tlie slaughter of precious aunian 
live.s ill th<‘ most gruesome manner has, in the area affected, beeome an 
event of almost daily ocenrreiu*e; the most wanton destruction of 
property is going on; people s<*e before their very eyes property that 
it took generations to build up being burnt to ashes in the flash of an 
-eye; cash and valuables are being looted b\ riotous mobs with impunity, 
and even the poor man’s wretched shelter and his most .scarty beiong- 
iugs are being destroyed, and be is being reduced to complete destitu- 
tion. No wonder that the residents of village after village which 
have been reduced to charred heaps are fl^ieing in panic to other ureas 
ior safety, leaving behind them all they possessed in the world and 
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sometimes leaving in confusion some of the family members or children. 
On top of this, forcible conversion of people is also reported from 
various quarters. In the affected area the rule of law has given way 
to the rule of the outlaw. And while all this goes on, while law and 
order — which was made much of, and for which a special responsibility 
was created at the time the present constitution was framed— while 
that law and order is cast to the winds, and lawlessness spreads over 
wider areas, leaiving everywhere behind it a trail of murder, burning, 
looting, etc., the machinery of the Government has proved itself unable 
even after a lapse of over three weeks since the trouble first started, to 
bring the riot situation under control. We are assured by the Govern- 
ment that the situation is being brought under control. It would he 
good news, if true; hut even to-day the papers report a serious case t>f 
incendiarism in Bhagyakul. 

So far as the suhjci t matter (»f the motion is concerned, tlie (luveni- 
meut have in so many words admitted that they luive so far failed to 
control the .situation and to ensure protection to life and property. 
J realise that if a riot suddcnl\ develops over wide ureas, it takes .«ome 
little time to institute nee(*‘'Harv nieasun*s for putting it ilown. Kveti 
so. the (luestion i". whether such iiieasurcH were taken with the prompti- 
tude and tinnness which tlie situation demanded. 

Sir, 1 will not go into the details, as my fri»*inl, Mr. Hai Ghaudiiuri, 
has done that bidoic inc. We on this side of the House are not satisfie<l 
that Government 1ms taken all that was nee/es.Har\ to stop tlie riot. 
The development of ev^oit.s til! now piove.s our eoiileiition. Not only 
did (juveiinnent not set out to rut I iIcssIn put down lawlessin*ss, hut 
practically all tliat they did was tt» leave mutters to the local ofliciM’s. 
And here we come up against the unpleasant fact in respect ot the 
morale of the officers. How tins morale has detenoiated in the last 
four years or so is a matter I nei-d not diluU* upon. I’he attitude oi' the 
(iovernment us expressed hotli otheiully and privately, llie actions of 
the Government, the many in.stanees of transfers and HUpersession of 
officers on extraneous grounds, the unhealthy influeiiee exercised by 
members of tlie party in power over officers, ete., are factors wfiieh, 1 
submit. Sir, are certainly not <‘on(lueive to strengthening the morab* 
of the otiieers, although a strong morale is an absolute necessity in 
dealing wnth a situation like this, lii the light of these facts, is it not 
only natural that officers will f)e extremely hesitant about taking stnuig 
action in the event of a communal clash Hueh as the present K Further, 
the facts, that two Government officers of high rank who were tackling 
the riot situation have been serioii.sly injured, but that no drastic 
measures 5re yet reported to have been taken to apprehend and 
severely punish the assailants, coupled with the further fact that strong 
action . taken by an officer was followed by bis immediate transfer 
from Dacca, are not by any means conducive to the strengthening of 
theTnorale of the officers in the manner that is essential in this situation. 
13 
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The Government have, in justifying themselves, stated that previous 
riots were also not easily or quickly quelled. I maintain, Sir, that the 
analogy of past riots is fundamentally wrong. When those riots took 
place, the Government was not a responsible one. The executive was 
irresponsible then. But in the present case, the Ministry is one based 
on people’s suffrage, and the Hon’ble Mr. Fazlul Huq, for one, nas an 
unrivalled hold over his own community: he has very often claimed 
that he has the province behind him. Besides mere force the present 
Government therefore have got the great advantage of an influence and 
hold over people. Why should that hold and that influence uot be 
utilised to control the present situation? The previous Dacca riot, it 
is believed, lingered because the officials evinced a studied indifference. 
The fact that when people approached the authorities and requested 
prote(dion against lawlessness the retort they were met wdth was: “Go 
to Gokul Babu” or “go to the Congress” lends support to the view. 
1 hope the present Government do not propose to take up a similar 
attitude. 

Though the previous riots may in some cases have lingered for some 
time for reasons already mentioned, one striking fact is that once the 
authorities decided to do so they put it down wdth firm and tjuick 
measures, the like of w’hich the present (Government havt‘ not so far 
instituted. Mr. Hlundy’s firm a«tion in regard to the Ponabalia riots 
is a g(»od illustration of this. 

That (lovernment are unpardonahly indifferent and that they are 
not taking up matters .seriously is clear from their attitude about the 
forced large-scale migrations and the plight of tlie migrators. His 
Highness the Maharaja of Tripura has shown great gener(»sity and 
synijiathy in sheltering these refugees at a considerable expense every 
day from his exelieijner and in looking after them at the sacrifice of his 
personal ('omforts. His Highness has, in fact, Ireen doing what it was 
undoubtedly the duty of Mr. Huq’s (Government to do. For this the 
whole nation should, 1 feel, expre.ss its gratefulness to His Highness. 
Mr. Huq’s Government, however, have not, so far as we are aw*are, even 
cared to send a word of thanks to the Maharaja, not io speak of deput- 
ing any officers to enquire about the conditions of the sufferers, to 
minister to their needs or of arranging to bring the refugees back to 
their own places. When 10,000 people have thus sought shelter under 
the Maharaja, is it not the duty of this Government to send contribu- 
tions for their relief and, in fact, to relieve His Highness as early as 
possible of a burden which really is not his, but which it is for this 
Government to shoulder? If members of their own community were 
in such distress, could Mr. Huq’s Government ever Lave remained so 
indifferent? 

GovernmebCs lack of close or constanU touch with the situation was 
demonstrated W the Hon’ble Sir Bijoy Prasad Singh Roy’s replies to 
certain questions. When asked as to what steps had been taken by itie 
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police to mitigate the guHerings of the affected people* he teid he wanted 
notice. When further asked whether schools and colleges had opened, 
lie replied, as before, that he wanted notice. This shows what scanty 
touch the (government are keeping with the events at Dacca, even 
though the situation is so serious. Further comment is needless. 

The (jovernment have banned the publication of news. There 
might be justification for some control of new.s at a time like this. 
But the (yhief Minister in the .statement on the riots that lie made in 
this House strangely enough chose two items of news in particular — 
one about desecration (>{ mosques and the other, the number of 
casualties in each community — both of which were undoubtedly excit- 
ing material, though ho himself thought, as would appear from the 
statement, that the information about desecratitm of mos<|ues hal led 
to the extension of ri(»ts to villages. This censoring of news agencies, 
and the non-publication of any authentic new’s by the (Jovernment 
themselves at the same time, have Wen producing certain most undesir- 
able effects. (Jnc of thc.se. 1 am authoritatively informed, is an 
announcement by the (ierinan radio that revolution had started in 
Bengal. 

The statement that the ('hief Minister made the other day is 
elocpient of the (lovernment’s luck of touch with the aitnul situation 
and of their half-hearted attitude in bringing it under (’ontr<»l. 
Un fortunately, I Imve not sufficient time at my disposal t<» full> deal 
with it. But anybody who peruses it W’ill be impressed by the luke- 
warmness of the (luvernment in dealing with the riot .situation, uni of 
their generally indifferent and pa.ssive attitud«* towards sufferings 'uused 
h\ the riot. I may quote here one single illustration to show that the 
efforts of the (lovernmeiit in quelling the riot.s lack both energy and 
seriouaue.s.s. 

Members of this House may still remember the crisis that overtook 
tlie ('alcuttu f(»otball world some time last \eur. (’jTtaiji Moslem 
interests were also involved in this matter. How had the Government 
reacted then to this football erisis^ The Police (^immissioner issued 
oominunicjueis. The (diief SiK'.retjiry <aiine down to (/nlcutta from 
Darjeeling. The Finance Minister, the H<»iiie Minister, the Prime 
Minister — they all also came down from Darjeeling to (Jaleutta. The 
Governor hurried back from his Bhutan tour to Darjeeling. Now', Sir, 
the Calcutta football crisis, I submit, was not of any serious jiropor- 
iions, and certainly bears no iomparison w’ith the Dacca riot situation, 
yet the (ioveinment were moved to tak«* prompt and energetic action. 
What have they done in comparison in the present crisis w'hose serious- 
ness caftnot be sufficiently exaggerated^ The conclusion is irresistible 
that the (jovernment — whatever the reawm may l>e — have not 
dfeonstrated a fraction of the anxietv» firmness and promptitude in 
tackling the Dacca riot situation that they exhibited when dealing with 
the football criaia. 
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Sir, we are to-day face to face with a situation which is the natural 
climax of a policy of insensible sectionalism followed by those who 
should, with the assumption of office, have acquired a corporate political 
sense*. The success of party Government depends upon the ability of 
each party on the assumption of office to feel that its power is a trust, 
not on behalf of any particular section of the community, but of the 
community as a whole. A party in power has to function as a Govern- 
ment and only the minimum of the exigencies of party politics are 
allowed to them. But here in Bengal, the majority party has carried 
on, as if the avowed purpose of the constitution is to divide the province 
into rulers and ruled and to enable the majority party to carry on; as 
if the lot of the minority party is only to be ruled. Times w’iihout 
number in the past have the Government been warned that their 
communal policy was creating a situation full of ugly possibilities. 
These warnings were unheeded. I do not mean to suggest that some 
of UH liitv(‘ not at times betrayed a sectional or an unhelj)ful attitude. 
But a differ»*nce lias to be made between the attitude of the (lovern- 
ment in ]iower and of that of the (tppo'.ition speakers, I'ndou l)t(‘dl\ 
the resi)oiisihilit> of tlie (i(*v(‘rnment to pursiu* a polie\' untainted h\ 
the ccuiimunal virus ^iloul<l he j>aramount. Hul instead ot this being 
the case, communalism uas allowed to glow anti gather strength. The 
situntion wa*' so highly clKirged that olds a >Nj>;irk was needcMl to ignite 
the connnunal powder magazim- intit open llanus. And the proud 
boast of the (lovernment that tlndr administration is untainted b\ un> 
communal disttirhances or coiiHiets has been rutbd> dashed to pieces by 
the ix'cnrrenees in the Daeca distriet. 

I do not intend to dilate ftirtlu‘r on jia.st lilnnders. But I sincerely 
hope and trust that the (hivernment will \ et take heed of the warnings 
of past events, and he jiromptetl to take resolute action to rulhlessly put 
down lawlessness. IJule.ss law-abiding citizens can be assured of 
security in the shajie of jirotectiou to their lives and properties, I 
shudder to think of the future in store lor us. It is futile to indulge 
in the hope that const itutional powders could he utilised for riding 
roughshod over the feelings and rights of certain sections of the people. 
Beople, however j^M'ueeful, will not continue to mquiesce in su«h a 
situation for long. They w’ill only be driven to devise their own 
remedies, whose probable repercussions on society 1 dare not think of. 

1 am glad that the Prime Minister has made an ajipeal. although 
belated, to the public to co-<»perute with him. and has also expressed the 
Government’s determination to fake the most drastic >teps to bring the 
riot situation under control. His earnestness and sincerity will, 
however, be tested by the promptitude and the vigour of the measures 
he adopts to put down the riots and also in affording adt^quate relief 
to those who have become destitutes as a result of rioting.

Mr. Nalini Uanjan Sarker in his cliaracteristip 
lashion remarked just now that the (lermaii radio reported that there 
was revolution in llengal We are not swearing by the tiermuns or 
b\ the Nazis. At the present moment we an* grappling wdth the 
lealiiie.s of the situation that confronts us. 1 will not Introduce at 
the presi‘nt moment an.\ heat intt) the debate*. Personally I sav that 
the situation is really ver\ serious and grave I expected that all 
sections of this House would combine and pool their resouices to get 
out of the s(*rious tangle that confronts us at the pic'sent moment. Hut 
oppo.sition for the sake of opposition, ('ondemnation of tin* tiovernment 
for tlie sake of comlemnatKm, has ever been flu* policy that has been 
pursued b\ the Opposition. When Fnglund was 1 hn*iit(*iied with a 
crisis, leaders <if various groups combined and closed up tlieir ranks 
to put up a united front to combat tin* growing menace of Hitlerism 
that was threatening the extim'tion of Fnglaiid. We e\p(‘clc*d at any 
rate the I/(*ader of tlie Opposition and the Ia*ader of the Coalition 
trroup, with a (dear vision and iiimgiiiahoii of tin* \ast p(»ssi}»iliti(*s 
that la\ before them, might have combined and pooh‘.| (h<‘ir resources 
in the right diie(‘tion. Instead of that, an adjournment motion has 
been tabled for tlie ]iurp(»se of disiredil ing the Hetigal ( ioveiiuneiit , 
So long as Mr. Nalini Hanjaii Sarker, the member for the* Hcngal 
National f liainber of Commerce, wa.s a member of the Cabinet, the 
tiovernment were functioning for thn‘e years most smoothly without 
any disturbance in tbe countr\, but now that Mr. Sarker is not a meml^er 
of the Cabinet, the ftovernnient have failed to function piojierly. Sir, 
the situation i.s reall> grave. I'o us. Miissalmans, ever\ life, Hindu, 
Muslim or t hristian. is precious. We believe in tfie language of the 
Koran. Whoever kills a soul, except in the recjuirements of justice or 
for rei^oving corruption from the land, kills nil humanity. Whf)C*ver 
saves a soul, saves all luimanify. Whether a Hindu life is destroy (»d 
oi a Muslim life, whether a Muslim iriowjiie is dese<Tat<ed or a Hindu 
temple, or a Christian ckurch. or a Jewish synagogue, we must have 
pothing but emphatic condemnation of this wanton desecration and 
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the miecreantfi responsible for it. Efery sensible man^ every sensible 
citizeUf must rise to the height of the occasion, must take a detached 
and dispassionate view of the whole situation, free from prejudice and 
passion — prejudice and passion that very often colours the vision of 
many a sober politician. But what is the attitude of the Opposition? 
There is now a move to appeal to the Governor of the province to 
suspend the constitution under certain sections of the Government of 
India Act.

Mr. 8YED BADRUDDUdA: Sir, in the heat and turmoil of an 
agitated House, in the feverish excitement of a tense atmosphere,. 1 
would refrain from making any observation# or remarks that might 
wound the feelings of any section of this House. But I feel, Sir, that 
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we have got to seriously view the whole situation in all its b6armg9 
and implications: we are here not !o disguise matters: we are here 
not to conceal any facts that have got a direct bearing upon the grave 
situation that now prevails at Dacca : we mince no matters. Sir, we 
are here to condemn in no uncertain terms the civilised madness and 
freniy of all oppressors and tyrants as also all acts of tyranny that are 
perpetrated in any society in any part of this province. The cry of 
distress, from whatever source it comes, is always pathetic and touch- 
ing. Even the agonies of England, the agonies of the various civilised 
countries of Europe that .have l>een quartered and slaughtennl by the 
modern methods of Nazi oppression has produced a deep impression 
upon the public mind in Bengal. But, Sir, this cry of distre.ss coming, 
as it does, from the blood of our own blood, the bone of our own 


bone, the flesh of our own flesh, gains in pathos all the more, produc- 
ing a penumbra of mournful twilight all around. But when my friends 
were expressing their sympathy for tho.se homeless wanderers that 
have gone to Agartaln, they forgot that the unfortunate Mussalmans 
who had been wounded, who had been murdered, who had been shot 


down dead were even larger in numbers than the Hindus, but they hud 
no quarter, no shelter anywhere and ev<*n tliere was no expression of 
sympathy for them in their calamity. Sir, the h<»nourable the mover 
of the motion has reterred to the shelter given l)y Agartalu to the 


refugees from Bengal, but he has forgotten the important fact that 
Agartala by having given shelter to a section only ol the people has 
not encr)urage<l the true princijdes of ho.spitulitv , but has rather en- 


couraged sedition and revolution at the pre.sent moment 

(T.aiightei from the Opposition Benche.H. i You may laugh in your 
sleeve.H, laugh for all time to come, laugh for all eternity; but he 
laugh.s be.st who laughs last, and I rescne that fund of laugiiter for 
the occasion which is confronting you ver\ soon. The |)ositi<»n at the 
jiresent moment is how art* \ou going to ta(‘kle the situatnmy You 
sav (hat (iov(Tnmenl ha" not tarkhnl the situation pro]>erly and 
promptly ; it is. Sir, an absuhiteiy imorrei't staiemeiit. As the Hcm'hle 
Sir Bijov Prasad Singh Boy stated on tlie floor «d tiie House only day 
before ycstertlay, on the Isi (d April vkbeii tlie riots slarte<l, on that 
very dav a telegram was sent and the next niMriiing the olfn'cr in 
charge of the Baijmra ]n)]ice-stution was wired and directed to take 
necessary action He niobilis<*d all the ]>^dice force near about, and 
that very night at H p.m. the Additional District Magistrate hurried 
to the wene of action. The next morning the Additional Superin- 
tendent of Police with fifty men went to the scene of occiirremre, and 
after that various police forces from Barrackpiire, Burdwati and 
Chittagong poured in. It is yet said. Sir, that (lovernment did not 
take any action. Some time ago, the Congress (iovernment of Bomlmy 
waa confronted with communal troubles of a more desperate character, 
and the riots continued thfre not for a day or two but for months 
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together, and there was recrudescence of that trouble even thereafter 
resulting in the loss of precious human lives for a very long time. Is 
the situation here more extraordinary, is the situation here more 
desperate, is the situation here more serious than the situation that 
confronted the Hindus and Mussalraans of Bombay only one or two 
years ago? 

Mr. 8A8ANKA 8EKHAR 8ANYAL: May we know what is 
relevaril to the Hoinbay situation? Is that to justify this Govern- 
ment’s taking a retaliation? 


Mr. 8YED BADRUDDUilA: Sir, if the Government is more strict 
here, my friends opposite come for\%’ard and contend that the Govern- 
ment is bureaucratic, that the Government is harsh and severe, that 
the Government is reactionary, that the Government is not responsive 
to the needs and re(|uiremenis of the j)eople, and tliat the Government 
is not sympathetic to the demands ami aspirations of the people. On 
the other hand, if the Government allows time for the wounds to heal 
up, if the G(»vernment allows the local leaders to ease the tension, 
immediately they come forward with the charge that the Government 
is imbecile, that the Government is idiotic, that the Government is 
impotent. It is very difficult, Sir, t() escaj)e criticism. Kven though 
Government may do sufficient good, it will not esca])e criticism. But, 
Sir, I also charge the Government of Bengal with weak-kneed policy 
with which it has been charged by my friends opposite, hut that I 
do, not for its having failed to deal with the present situation.

I <lo not for a single moment 
cast any reflections on my friends of tlie Congress persuasion; they 
have not incited any communal feelings; (hex have not poisoneil the 
atmosphere; (hex have not complu'ated the situation at all. 
I have had the jirixilege of e.stahlishing a personal contact 
wdth some of m\ Congress friembs for xxliom 1 have great 

respetjt. But people ot a certain diowuninat ion, people of o 
certain school of political thought have been let loose U]>on 

our simjile countrymen, and as a result w'e noxx' find devasta-

Mr. 8PEAKER: I woiihl appeal to everx member of the House to 
exercise control over hiuiselt. 

Mr. J0GE8H CHANDRA GUPTA: Even in that ease 1 xxould have 
raised my voit'-e of protest against fioverniiient and justified the motion 
alMJut the utter failure of the I)(*piirtiiient of Law" and Order in the 
same %ay as I intend to do to-day. Further, Sir, we are not interested 
in the change of Ministry or the suppression of Mifiiatry. 
tV^hat we are interested in to-day is the security of life 
and property" of the Bengalis — be they Hindus, be they 
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Mussalmans, or be they peraotifi domiciled at the present time in 
Bengal. The real question before us is whether the iGovernment that 
is in charge of law and order has justified its existence and taken the 
necessary steps for maintaining law and order and for preserving the 
security of life and property in this province of Bengal. I^et us, there- 
fore, just look at some of the facts. The honourable mover has said 
that the first chapter of the episode began on the 17th of March in 
Dacca. Let us examine the facts instead of trying to make sweeping 
allegations. Let facts be our guide. On the 17th of March, a tense 
situation was perceived in some quarters in the town of Dacca. The 
Superintendent of Police was told by some responsible members of 
the Peace Committee on the 17th March that there was a chance of a 
widespread riot breaking out in some places. And although I do not 
say that he deliberately put aside that suggestion, he was not in the 
know us to how much bad communal feeling existed between the two 
communities at that time. He thought that those were stray cases 
of assault. The next fact that 1 would place before the House is that 
on Tuesday afternoon leading shops of ('hukbazar were looted and the 
first shop looted was that of Sashilal Mahilul Saha. It was in daytime 
that it was looted and the Chukbazar outpost wUvS not farther than the 
outsido gate of this House. We all know that just ojjposite that shop 
there was a bank from which telephones were being .sent out for 
getting lielp, but no help cairne. On Tuesday it continued; throughout 
the whole of Wednesday it continued. I would like to he enlightened 
as to what is the justification that though tluring Tuesday and Wednes- 
day looting was going on and arson was going on in the ('hakhazar in 
frfuit (»f an outpost and when information was sent, yet the city police, 
the armed jiolice, or the military was not there to prevent it. Sir, 
articles worth lakhs and lakhs of rupees liad been carried away. They 
could not have been carried a>\a\ from the neighbourhood of the (*ity 
of Dacca in a day or two, and they could not have been removed even 
now. May I ask, what the De)Kirtinerjt l^aw and Order is doing 
regarding tracing the looted property and apprehending the miscreants? 
If that is not an utter failure on the part of the I>epartment of Law 
and Order to be inactive or to be unable to do anything, 1 do not 
know w'hat it is. J had a discussion over it with son»e of the high local 
officials, and when asked I said that either the explanation is that all 
the officers, the police oflicers, the military and other officers were 
parulyse<l or njade speechless or there is stone other complicity in the 
matter which alone can explain it. 1 am not here to suggest what it 
is. I am sure this will have to be explained as to how looting and 
eraon can go on in the city for two days together without any of the 
myriads of representatives of law and order being there to pre^nt it. 

The next thing that 1 will mention is this. In the interior warning 
was given and I had also discussed with responsible officials and 
responsible persons who told me that there waa a chance of this thing 
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spreading out in the interior. I do not know what stepa have been 
t^en. We pause to know from the Hon'ble Minister in charge of Law 
and Order what steps have been taken. Now, Sir, what are the facta 
there? On the let April (Tuesday) villages Radhanagar Basar, Baher- 
char and Rahimabad were looted and I know that from the railway 
station, if not from other telegraph offices, wires were sent that the 
situation was very threatening and looting was going on. Then on the 
2nd April village after village was raided and the following villages, 
namely. Hairmara, Nobarchar, Shahebnagar, Koadia, (liandpasha, 
Latterbow. Amirabad and Saripur were looted and burnt. On Thurs- 
day, i.e., on the 3rd April, villages Methikanda, Srirampur, Monohar- 
pur, Haripur, Meratali, Raipura, Radhapur, Hashinipur, Kurerpar, 
Shapmara, Pirijkandi, Srinidhi, Pirpur, Raipura, Baherchar, Puhnrpur, 
Muchapur, Chanderkandi, Radhanagar and Ralnniabad were looted and 
burnt. Pucai buildings were burnt 1 have got the names t>f (iwners 
of the houses which were attacked, burnt and looted. They were of 
Mahesh Chandra Pal of Raipur, Murari Mohan Roy of Raipur, Iswar

This was <m Friday. (In Saturdu> I am reading a letter written 
by the Head Master of tlie Shibpur High Sihool -“Communal riot has 
broken (Oit. Hindu liouses of Saripur, Jolpur, Noadia, Baher- 
char and Musupur were hurnt and destroyed.'’ He is writing 
from Paiichpaika on Saturday at about Jl a.m. May 1 pause 
for one moment? I say from the statements made by those 
who had come to Nuraingunj as well as to (omilla and 
Akbaura that for 2 or 3 days before some friendly Muslims were giving 
them a warning that all these things were going to happ<*n. So, it 
cannot be said, first of all, when it is continuing for 3 or 4 days together 
— a^week to-day — and when we find that organised gangs are going 
about, that this happened ^t the heat of the inoment. This gentleman 
alw got news that the turn of Panchpaika was on Saturday, but it was 
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not burnt on that day. He says: “Just now at about 9 a.m. I am 
sending iny family with Jnan Babu and others. This is a reign of 
terror. The military and the police are inactive.” I have also got 
other letters, one of which I .shall read out, because it is no good making 
speeches and giving airy views. Facts speak for themselves. Here 
also they say — [Mr. Fazlur Rahman* (Dacca): We would like to have 
a look at these letters.] Yes, all these letters; you are welcome to read 
all these letters. One man is writing from Agartala. He says: —

I have mentioned 
that there was time enough for the Department of l^aw and Order to 
be active. But why was nothing done? Hf)w is it that the Ministers 
who had at public expense during their tours gone there and preached 
alH)ut Islam in danger and Pakisthan could not on this occasion go 
tliere? Kven now let the Minister^ go out and tell the p(H)ple there that 
it k no good burniiig villages by crying PakiKtlian, Alhih (^'Akhar and 
Ilmdiikff nunro, that all that is w*rong, and that the (Tovernment of tliis 
province wull not tolerate it. Let the Ministers come along. Let us 
go over there and tell the people to .stop. (Mherwi«e, these things 
won't stop. I huv(* a shrewd suspicion that persons who have carried 
on

Mr, M. 8HAM8UDDIN AHMED: Mr. Speaker. Sir. for the last 
four years we have been sitting in tliis AvNembly Hall deliberating over 
many things, but the discussion tliat is taking place to-night is to me 
the most calamitous that I have ever thought of. We on this .side of 
(he House — and 1 am speaking on l>ehalf of the Krishak Proja Party — 
have certainly hated all talk of communalism. We dreamt of better 
days writh our erstwhile leader, the present Chief Minister, the Hon’ble 
Mr, A. K. Failul Huq. We hoped and we dreamt that under his 
leadership a non>conimunal Government would function in this province 
and that 1 m> as Leader and Chief of the Government would create an 
atmosphere in this country (Oies of “Oh ! oh,” from the CWition 
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Beaches.) I can easily reply to these interruptions. But I don’t want 
to. Please listen to me, and then go to your respective homes and in 
the silence there think over the matter. 

Sir, tliat was our dream. But unfortunately we found that after 
Mr. Fazlul Huq became the Chief Minister, he was drawn to the side of 
the League. Sir, I am not holding any brief for either the Muslim 
League which stands on one platform or for the Hindu Mahasabhn 
which stands on another platform. I believe, and 1 speak very frankly, 
that these tw'o organisations have created an atmosphere throughout 
the length and breadth of the whole of In<lia — I am not confining 
myself to this province alone — in whicli we are tasting a hit 
of the fruits ot the agitations that lhe\ carrx on. Sir, riots 

had taken place in the pre-autonomy <la\s and on those 
occasions I had, so far as in me lay, to give some succour to the people 
in the afflicted areas. I know what desecralitms took place and what 
sufferings were undergone hy the people in those days. But 1 never 
expected that in these days of provinrial autonomy a disorder of the 
kind that had broken (uit at the present moment wouhl he allowed to 
go on. Mn>lim nile, l’aki>than rule, llndusthan rule all th(»se 

tall talks liavc h(*en thrown to tlie winds. At present, the f/tunula rule 
has taken place! (( ru^s ot ‘'Hear! lieai !’’ from the ('ongn'ss ami 
Krishak Broja Party Benches.) Let us see whut is the position at 
Dacca. The Muslims feel tiiat the moscpies have been desecrated, tlie 
Koran has been damaged, Muslim houses have Wen burnt and Muslims 
have been kille<l. On the other hand, the Hindus feel that financially 
they have hem losers much more tlmn the Muslims, and they are iliink> 
iiig ot areas where Hindu houses have h€H*n burnt and Hindu lives have 
been lost. Only a few <iav.s hack w'e learnt that the riots had spread 
to the villages. What will he the aflerrnuth of all these things? The 
Hon’ble Mr. Fazlul Hin] bus issued u statement saying that the news 
of the desecratifoi ot mosijues and of the Koran readied the villages. 
Perhaps this lias been ilie cause of riots in the villages. Sir, to mo it 
seems that the real trouble iiegaii at the toJdykhann, It is very funny 
that the toddukhnna was the place where the trouble originated. 'I he 
Hindu anti Muslim tankhom fell <»ut there, atid the trouble spreatl 
elsewhere and the iieople in big places all enjoyed. Sir, 1 feel that the 
action that ha.s now been taken by Oovernmeiit lor bringing military 
and police from different places shouM have been taken long before 
when the first riot broke out at Dacca. Irrespective of persons and 
personalities men who were supposed to be at the bend of riotous mobs 
should Lave been clapped into the prison. I believe Mr. Syed 
Badruddi^a referred to Dr. Syamaprasad M(»okerjee. I had the 
advantage of reading some of his statements and some of his reports 
thafr were published in the papers. If these were correctly reiK>rted. 1 
believe that the Oovernmesat were not properly functioning in those 
days because Dr. Mookerjee should not have been allowed to go round 
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the countr>'flide and say that the country should be prepared for a bloc 
bath, and so on. He should have been taken to prison lonff before 
So also our Chief Minister should not have said at Lucknow — a plac 
which is in a separate province, outside his own jurisdiction — that ; 
the Hindus of the United Provinces were to ill-treat the Muslims thert 
would take place in Bengal. My Mussaluian friends on th 
Coalition side perhaps are thinking that Dr. Mookerjee is talking lik 
that to get places for his Hindu countrymen. I am warning you a] 
that if you do not stop these riots now, a day is sure to come soone 
or later when the whole of India will be in flames. J cannot under 
stand, when Hitler conquered the whole of Poland in lo or 17 days 
when Great Britain which is still ruling the country has not given u] 
its functions, when British bayonets are still ruling this country, w^hei 
British ships are still guarding the shores of India, when the Britisl 
Army and Indian troops can go to Benghazi within a few' days, hov 
Indian Ministers and British troops here could not stop the disturbance) 
which have been going on for the last 2d days. It is to the utte: 
shame of us all that this is so. If the Hon’ble the Chief Minister ha< 
so desired, he could have suspended the sittings of the Assembly. Tin 
Ministers should have gone to Dacca and all the members should hav( 
placed themselves at the disposal of Hindus and Moslems and thei 
stopped the riots from spreading to the countryside. I apprehend thai 
the riots which are spreading in the mufassal of Dacca may not bt 
slopped there. Here in Western Bengal the Hindus who are in 8 
majority might think that they might terrorise the Mussalmans win 
are in a minority. This shameful thing should not be allowed to ur 
on under Provincial Autonomy where responsible Ministers are funr- 
tioning. May I ask the Hon’ble Mr. Fuzlul Huq whether it is hii^ 
Government? After all, whatever news will spread will go to prove 
that Mr. Fazlul Huq has not been able to quell the disturbances. I am 
glad to learn, however, that at present the step that has been taken so 
far as Narsingdi is concerned is a step in the right direction, but T sub- 
mit that this step ought to have been taken long before. 

Then, Sir, there is another apprehension in the public mind. I say 
with a great sense of responsibility that although those jH^ople who are 
working as leaders of the Hindu and Muhammadan communities 
belonging either to the Congress or the Krishak Proja Parties may not 
find any place and may not function in the communal affairs of the 
province, there are others who are to-day masquerading as leaders of 
the Hindu or the Muhammadan community and sowing seeds of com- 
munal discord in the minds of the members of both the communities. 
Sir, I had no mii^d to bring in the name of any individual* person in 
this debate, but I am sorry to refer to the activities of Dr. Syamaprosad 
Mookerjee. I knew, Sir, what he was before, but within recent times 
I find that he has become tbe leader of the great Hindu community. 
So also there are persons amongst the Mussalmans who are aspiring to 
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become the leaders of the Muslim community by raising the false cry 
of “Islam in danger” ; but the tragedy of their cry is that if ever Islam 
be in danger, they will be a hundred yards off from that danger. By 
raising that cry of “Islam in danger” they simply try to create a situa- 
tion in the country by which they maj" either secure votes for themselves 
or establish a position for themselves by which they will be acclaimed 
as leaders of the Muslim community. This is the unfortunate state of 
affairs in our country at the present time, and in this dependent country 
of ours our twenty-tive friends on my left who represent our rulers are 
taking the fullest advantage of our communal frenry hy siding with the 
Hindus at one time and with the Muslims at another, thus perpetuating 
our bondage and our slavery for all time to come. Therefore, Sir, 1 
would most respectfully and humbly ask the Hon’ble the Chief Minister 
of Bengal really to be the Chief Minister of the Hindus and Mussalmans 
of Bengal. (Oies of “He is! he is!” from the Coalition Benches.) 1 
know he is not. Only the other day the Hindus a.S8embled in the Town 
Hall and demanded that the Chief Minister should go. 1 do not like 
that our Muslim Chief Minister should give the least scope to the 
Hindus to cry out with one voice for turning him out of ofiiee. My 
point is, why should Mr. Fazlul Huq allow such a situation to develop 
as to give the Hindus of Bengal a m'ope for such misunderstanding K 
Sir, 1 limy have my political differences with my erstwhile leader, hut 
I may tell him that I have all the love and affection for him which my 
friends on the other side profess to have, possibly more, beeauw 1 spent 
the best part of my life in his company. But, Sir, this is an occasion 
\\hich calls for truth and truth alone. I know iny friends have been 
crying for )ihad, well, even if \ou can .speak out the truth, that uKo is 
a part ot jHuid 

Mr. ABDUL WAHAB KHANs Who talked of mn^jram't 

Mr. M. 8HAMSUDDIN AHMAD: I know you will be a thousand 
miles off from sangram just as you have been in the past, and in this 
connection I would refer to certain past incidents. Where were yon 
in those days? Where were you when that unfortunate incident 
happened at Kulakati in Bukarganj? Mr. Fazlul Huq and I went 
there to defend those helpless people. (Cries of “There were many 
more” from the Coalition Benches.) May be, but not you. However, 
Sir, I will not go into that question any more. 

With all humility, Sir, I would remind Mr. Fazlul Huq again as 
to what 1 told him in the past in public as well as in private and also 
during the three months I bad the honour of being in the Cabinet 
I told him on the floor of this House as well as elsewhere that possibly 
the communal leaders were trying to side-track the real issue before 
the country. Everybody knows that the jute ptobletti kud 'the rtriouk 
'laxmtioB measubss of Government . have develops a situation ih the 
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country resulting in intense Erishak-Proja agitation, and it is with a 
view to side-track that great issue which is now staring us all in the 
face that my European friends are eager to see the hirth of a baneful 
counter-agitation to confuse that real issue before the country, and 
with that end in view they welcome leaders like Colonel Lawrence of 
Arabian notoriety who established his supremacy over that country by 
inciting the people to rise up in rebellion against the Sultan of Turkey. 
That is why I find to-day new leaders with the slogan of “Islam in 
danger” amongst us, and that is why I find to-day communal leaders 
cropping up amongst the Hindus as well. I would, therefore, ask 
Mr. Fazlul Huq in all humility to rise equal to the occasion and with a 
stern hand stop these communal riots at once. I am quite in agreement 
with the steps that he has taken at the present moment, for it has been 
quite in th^ fitness of things with a view' to stopping the disturbances 
now going on in Dacca. I would also implore my Hindu friends as well 
as niy Muslim friends no more to w'ash the dirty linen; blood has already 
been shed at Dacca. Let us together lind out w'ays and means by 
which these disturbances can he permanently put a stop to, no matter 
whether the Hindus are aggres.surs or the Mu.slima are. Let u.s also 
make the best endeavour and oft’er our wholehearted co-operation in 
re-establishing communal harmony which it will be impossible for any 
communal body, Hindu or Muslim, to <li.sturb in future. Ami in con- 
clusion 1 would in all humility ask Mr. Fazlul Huq to do all that i.s 
possible for him to bring about that happy end. 

Dr. 8YAMAPR08AD MOOKERJEE: Mr Speaker, Sir, as 1 rise 
to speak on the adjournment motion 1 am confronted wdth certain 
personal attacks which are characteristics of that quarter from which 
iuch attacks emanate. Sir, Mr. Shamsuddin Ahmed has just pointed 
out that it was only during the last eighteen months that it has been 
my lot to speak inside this Legislature or outside in defence of the 
rights and liberties of the Hindus of this province. 1 would give 
this assurance to this House that w'hatever attempts may be made by 
interested persons U) distort my speeches and utterances, in none of 
the 8pee<.*hes that 1 have delivered 1 have attacked the Muslim 
community as such. ^Cries of “Question, question” from the Coali- 
tion Denches.) Important meetings w'hich I have addressed in 
different parts of the province were attended by thousands of persons, 
and in almost every meeting there have been hundreds and thousands 
of Mussulmans (Cries of “Question, question” from the Coalition 
Itenches.) who after tlie termination of the meeting came to me and 
said that the point of view' wdiich 1 had given expression ~to was 
certainly something which they were entitled to listen to. It was not 
a question of attacking the Muslim community as such, but it was a 
question of exposing the policy of the present Ministry which, I 
consider, has been deliberately aimed during the last three years at‘ 



Crippling the legitimate riglils and liiwrties ot ihe Hindus. And if 
I have done that, Sir, in the diachaige of what I consider to be one 
«f my sacred duties, I am not ashamed of what t lave done. 


Now, Sir, the question comes if I have been responsible to a certain 
extent for the present disturbances at Da<‘(\a. (Cries of “Surely, 
•urely’'*from the Coalition Benches,) May I refer to the St€fr of Indio 
articles which was published on the 4th of March before the riots 
commenced and which cannot he distorted because it appeared in cold 
print and on the pages of a newspaper which is patronised by the 
Government of Bengal. It has said, referring to the Hindus, “The 
time has come to the little rats to know that the lion is not dead, only 
sleeping; the challenge is to Im* accepted; the enemy is to be met on 
its own ground; Mussulmans cannot resort to meanness and trickeries 
which characterise their political enemies; the Hindus will sh» to whom 
Bengal belongs; they shall be taught the lesson they need.” And 
what is happening in Dacca is the lesson w'hich they want to teach 
us. 


I^et me now pass on to that area in the subdivision of Narainganj 
the disturbances of which are the suhject'inutter of this adjournment 
motion. I do not want to leave Dacca town. 1 am prepared to refer 
to the details of the Dacca town, and T am as much ashamed at the 
desecration of the mosques as I should have been ashamed of repeated 
desecration of Hindu temples for the last 100 years in Bengal and in 
other provinces. I do not want that any religious institutions will 
be touched by any community. I want communal concord and 
harmony in thi.s province and in India. We have to live as brothers; 
we have to live as men who understand each other's point of view and 
not as one community which tries only to siiltordinate the interests of 
the other communities for the purpose of advancem^it of its own 
interest. (“Hear! hear!” from Congress Benches.) 

Sir, with regard to the persons deatl — no doubt twice the official 
statements have announced that the nuiuWr of persons killed is larger 
among the Muslim community — this morning I reeaived information 
over the telephone and I begged of the Hon’ble Chief Minister to have 
it verified that the figure which has been given is not correct and that 
the number of persons killed among the Hindus and the Muslims is 
almost equalised to-day. (A vcdce from the Coalition Benches; 
“Question.") You may question it, hut that is the information I have 
received. 


(Thei^! was much interruption at this stage.) 


Ar. fSfSKERi Hay t hope that at leant in this Houne everv 
section is entitled to I>e heard and there will be no interruption? 
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Dr. SYAMAPR08AD MOOKERJEE: What 1 would like to say 
is this, that the heart of every honest man would go oui in the deepest 
sympathy for every person killed, be he a Hindu or a Muslim or a 
Christian. (Cheers from Opposition Benches.) We do not want that 
there should be any trouble. 

Mr. ABDULLA-AL MAHMOOD: You are the creator of all 
troubles. 

Dr. SYAMAPR08AD MOOKERJEE: You have no^right to say 
that. It is you who are creating troubles. Ask your conscience. 

(At this stage there was great confusion and interruption from the 
Coalition Benches.) 

Mr. 8ANT08H KUMAR BA8U. Don't behave like representatives 
of hooligans. 

Khan Bahadur Mauivi 8YED MUHAMMAD AFZAL: You are so. 

(There was interruption from all sides of the House.) 

Mr. 8PEAKER: Order, order, pleuvse. All 1 hope is that you will 
not create a riot in the Assembly. May T l>eg of you not to transfer 
the riot here? 

Mr. ABDULLA-AL MAHMOOD: Mr. Speaker, Sir. will you kindl.s 
ask the honourable member to withdraw his remark? 

(Interruption from Opposition Benches.) 

Mr. 8PEAKER: Order, order. If you do so, I will have to adjourn 
the House. There has been too much interruption, and I have seen 
that in spite of efforts on the part of some of the leading members 
there has been interruption. All I feel is that here you have made 
a charge and I do not think that charge gets a better colouring by mere 
repetition and by interjection. I^et him answer. After all he is in 
the position of one who has to meet the charge, and I do hope that 
the House w’ill give him a hearing. 

Dr. 8YAMAPR08AD M00KER4EE: Sir, I would calmly ask my 
friends to the left to consider bow can the Hindus consider their 
interests to l>e safely entrusted to a Government which is supported 
by a party which expresses its feelings in the manner in which it has 
been doing for the last few minutes. (Mr. Abdullj^-al Mahmood: 
Only against you.) 

Sir, let me now come to the area in the Narayanganj subdivision 
the disturbances of which are now the subject matter of to-day*s 
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adjournment motion. Sir, let u« consider the facts that the area 
which joins the railway lines is about two hours' journey from the 
Dacca statioiw It is an important trade centre and then' mostly 
Hindus are the persons who are in a position or who were in a posi- 
tion of authority and influence. Now, Sir, on the 1st of April the 
trouble started in one of the villages in Raipura police-slation within 
this area. Here* let me remind you, Sir, that apprehension was 
expressed by many responsible persons belonging to both communities 
that unless proper steps were taken in proper time it was likely that 
the disturbance would spread from the city to the interior parts of 
the distri&tj^and the question still remains unanswered as to what 
steps the authorities had taken for the purpose of preventing the 
disturbance from spreading. 

Now, Sir, what were the methods employed by the persons who 
came out to carry on these organised acts of rioting H I say this on 
the information which has reached me from perstms who were in the 
locality and who now find themselves as almost penniless in various 
places in Agartala and Comilla, men who were worth lakhs hut to-day 
are in simple rags and have not even more than a few pieces of cloths 
to call their own. From them come reports that this was an attack 
of a definitely organised character. Outsiders came belonging to tho 
Khaksar party. They came in small nuiiibc‘rs leading a small hati'.h 
of about 250 on the first day and the riot in (he villagt* started. They 
were working in groups. (A voire from the (^lalition Party: “Are 
there any Kliaksars in Hengal?”) Sir, my friend asks, are there 
Khaksars in Bengal? 1 usk him to go to Mecljunhuxur Street at 
11 p.m. and find out h(»w hatches of Khaksars conn* out in thi* streets 
of (’ulcutta even to-day. Sir, the.se men were working in groups, 
one groiij) pre(‘eding the others, and the first grouj) (uine for fl»« 
purpose of exciting tlie mobs and from various ((uarters tin* same 
story eome> re|H‘at4Mll\ that they were going on narrating alleged 
stories (»f oppression on Muslim women by Hindus, reading that very 
extraet from the Aziul of Sunday, the ‘idrd March, to which reference 
was ma<le on the flcair <»f the House on Wednesday last, as also the 
rep<jrts of deHeeration oi mnscjiies and also the fuet tiuit Pakisthan has 
come to sta\ and <’alling upon the Hindus to surrender t<» this |M>Iiey. 
^Laughter from the (’oulition Benches.) My friends here may laugh, 
hut it is something which deserves more than laugh; for about 25, (KM) 
Hindus Ueday are homeless from 50 villages who have fled to different 
paru of the province asking for shelter hither and thither. Now, Sir, 
they were followed by others, by bigger crowds, and these men curried 
with them axes, daggers and ranuifUJM and they also tarried petrol 
with them, petrol which has bee^ carried to the villages by lamts. 
These are unpleasant truth.n, but tbejie truths have to lie listened to, 
fftr they represent the true state of affairs in the small subdivision of 
Jarayanganj from the fni of April to the 5tli of April. Now, Sir, 
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aVlack on houses started. There was some resistance from indivi- 
duals, but no help whatsoever came from the police and villaj^e after 
village fell for at least five clays. Fifty villages felt* like that and 
thousands — we have the figure now at least of 10,000 persons — have 
Uken shelter at Agartala alone, men, women, children, babies who 
are aged 5 or C days, pregnant women who have been forced to go 
lo these plac'es and have met with accidents which 1 do not want to 
narrate here. From a telephonic message which I have received 
io'day I understand that some women who have not been able to 
discover their kith and kin have gone insane. I ask my friends to 
Ike left, it is not a communal question, but supposing thcl^ have been 

Uuslim families like that (A voice from the Coalition Benches : 

“Muslims were also killed at Dacca.”) Supposing some lives were lost 
In Dacca, is that the reason why you should gloat over the troubles and 
miseries of 25,000 Bindus of Bengal? Does that represent the 
mentality of the Coalition Party which supports the present Govern- 
ment? Now, Sir, the Ilon’ble the Chief Minister said that looting 
and arson were committed by local men. That fact is challenged by 
Ihe facts which have been placed before us. How did the police fail? 
That is a very important point which has to be considered by the 
tfouse. The police failed for this reason. I can get it proved by 
the Htatement of the Hon'ble Sir Bijoy Prasad Singh Roy himself 
that <»n the 1st of April the information sent to the Subdivisional 
bfficei and the Dl^t^ict Magistrate did not go from the police-.station 
of llaipura where lootings and plunders were going on. According to 
iiis ow'n statement it was the station-master w'ho sent a message that 
the station was about to be attacked, that the villages were being burnt 
down and that there was no assistance whatsoever. Then, w^hat did 
the local authorities do? The local authorities asked for a report from 
the [H)l ice-station of Raipura. Why? Was it not the duty of the 
poIi(‘e-stution of Raipura to inform that there had arisen a situation 
which they were not able to control? The fact is, and that has been 
repeatedly asserted, that in spite of requests, the officer in charge of 
the police-station, although lie had constables, did not offer any 
resistance whatever to these reported acts of plunder and f/oondaiAvi . 
What was the reply? The Inspector in charge of the police-station 
sent a re]>ly to the District Mugitsrute that the riot was spreading to 
tlie Narsinghdi side. That was (he reply which was sent by the police 
officer. AVhy did not the police officer — that is the statement made 
by the Hon’hle Sir Bijoy Prasad Singh Roy in the Upper House — why 
did not the police officer say “Situation uncontrollable, send military 
poli(‘e t»r send reinforcement of jMilice force"? Then what happened? 
The Additional District Magistrate went. W^hy did he go unaccom- 
panied by an adequate police force? Why w’as this information kept 
hack from him that properties had been destroyed and looted and that 
people were fleeing? What was the reason? Why was it kept back? 
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Of course, it has come to our kuowled^ that forcible conversions have 
taken place and that men and women have been kept detained and for 
the last three days we have been making frantic efforts for the purpose 
of persuading the (lovernrnent to send out rescue parties of Hindus 
accompanied by police officers with armed guards — a prayer which 
was granted only yesterday 

(At this stage, the mcnil^er having reachtMl the time*limit. resume(| 
his seat.) 

Mr. 8ARAT CHANDRA BOSE: Mr. Speaker, in rising to .support 
the adjournment motion, I ft^l ('outident that notwithstanding the 
atm<»8phere inside the House, and particularly that portion of the 
House which is in front (»f me. I shall be able to speak without any 
(‘ommunal bias or jiussion. .Sir, 1 have had the opportunity of speaking 
in this House for the good part of four \ears, and 1 tdiulleiige my friends 
opposite to ]K)int to a single uttereiice of mine where there has been any 
trace of communal bias or fiassion. (Voices from the t'oalition Heuches: 
“We never said that.’’) I also speak with the advantage of seeing 
with my own eyes the havoc which w'as done at Dacca. Sir, 1 am 
indebted t(* the local officials for giving me a guide to point out to me 
the different plact's, both Hindu and Muslim, which hud Wen destroyed 
at Dacca, and I had the o]»portunit> of speaking to the people of Dacca, 
particularly t(» those whose louiies hud been desecrated, whose business 
had been ruined, whose pr<»perties hud been looted and whose munsions 
had been burnt. Sir, I say with the utmost confidenfe that the local 
(ffiicials of f)ii<'(*a were guilty (»f the grossest neglecd and the grossest 
default in currying on the administrution, the normal administration 
(A voice from the (^mlition Hem hes : ‘^Question I“) and it is on account 
of their negligence that the not at Dacca assumed the pnjportioiis it 
did assume. It is not as if I am making these charges behind the 
back of these officials. I made these charges in front of tliese officials 
before I left DacTa, and up till now those* charges remain unanswered. 
Lest it might W said that these charges which were made verbally were 
not made, I took gcMid care immediately on my return to Calcutta to 
send a telegram to the District Magistral* of Dacca and a copy of the 
same telegram to the Divisional Commissioner in these terms: — 

“Suggested f ommissioner yesterday Hindu-Muslim Cniversity 
students should form joint scpiads and patred the* «‘i!y c>r 
that the University Corps should do the same and that well- 
known ffooiidas should b<* rounded up to firevent stray 
stabbing. Also communicated Commissioner my considered 
opinion that looting and burning at many places were 
preventible.’' 

The Commissioner replied that that w^ould form the subject matter of 
enquixy'. Since 1 spoke to the Dmsional Commissioner orer the 'phone 
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and I spoke to him for jfood fifteen minutes — was any attempt made 

by him or his subordinate officials to round up the well-known goondas 
of Dacca? All that he told me over the 'phona was that one well-known 
goonda had left the city as if that was all that was necessarj’ to be 
done ! I ask the (iovernment what have the Commissioner, the District 
Majicistrate or any of the local officials done to round up the well-known 
gooruhis of Dacca? 1 say. Sir, nothinj;^ has been done up to this 
moment. 

On the 28th of last month, 1 received a letter from my esteemed 
fri end, Mr. Akhil Bandhu (luha of Dhakeswari Cotton Mills, a man 
who is well known and who takes no side in politics. He wrote to me, 
“We have information as to w'here some of the looted properties were 
beinj^ kept. The District Magistrate was informed, but he does not 
seejn to take any active steps to trace them.” I can, Sir, well drop the 
words “does not seem.” 1 have personal knowledge of that fact. My 
e.steemed colleague and friend Mr. Atul Chandra Sen gave the District 
Magistrate the number of the motor bus in which looted properties 
were carried. That number was noted by the District Magistrate on 
a piece of paper in front of him. And will the House l)e surprised to 
learn that when on the next day Mr. Sen asked the District Magistrate 
whether any attempts were made to trace the motor bus in which looted 
properties wi^re being carried, the answer was, “I have lost that slip 
of paper.” (Cries of “Shame!” from the ('ongress Benches.) That 
letter of Mr. ,\khil Bandhu Guha was followed by another letter written 
to the District Magistrate himself by Mr Bimnlananda Da>-Oupta, 
Mr, S. K. Basil and Mr. (firish (!handra Das, a well-known advocate 
of Dacca, and in that letter a definite charge was made against him 
that “unfortunately none of our requests has to our knowledge up till 
now, in spite of your repeated assurances, received due attention.” 
That was not all. They atld, “The measures which we have suggested 
would have stopped loss of life and property on the one hand and 
enabled you to trace out and fasten the responsibility on the culprits 
on the other. But nothing was done. We further say that many 
unfortunate persons have been taken into custody while most of the 
goond(ts are still at large, in spite of our repeate<i representations.” 
I ask the Ilon’ble Chief Minister to enquire of this District Magistrate 
what he has been doing since the of March last. That was not all. 
They go on to say, “Assaults, murder and arson were committed in 
the presence of the police and the armed pickets, a.s the pickets had 
no intructions to prevent the same or to take ade<|uate measure^ against 
the same.” Sir. it will be a surprise of surprises to the House if I 
read the next few lines of that representation. “This was admitted 
by Mr. Jenkins.” What is the admission? “The pickets bad no 
instructions to prevent assaults, murder and arson.” This was admitted 
“by Mr. Jenkins. 
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Mr. K. SHAHABUODIN: It was never admitted. 

Ilf. SARAT CHANDRA B08E: I do not know if the (Government 
Whip whose presence itv the city of Dacca and in the outskirts 
unfortunately synchronised with the outbursts of lootinpr and arson is 
holding a brief here for Mr. Jenkins. I want a reply. And in this 
connection, Sir, I ought to tell you and through you to the House that 
I made a demand on the Chief Minister and the Ciovernor of the 
province — I made the demand four or five days buck — that Mr. Shahal>- 
uddin, Mr. Nasarullah and Mr. Salim should be ordered to (juit Dacca 
in the interests of law and order. Sir, it was admitted by Mr. Jenkins 

(Mr. K. SuAHAiiLDDiN : “It was not admitted.”) If it ivas not 

admitted, what prevented Mr. (icorge from saying that it was not 
admitted? And how is it that the District Magistrate has now to 
depend on an advocate of the nature and character of Mr. Shahabuddin? 
Then, the signatories add, “the head of the police seems to (*on(radict 
that prevention is better than cure.“ Sir, even that i% not all. On 
the 2nd of April, 1!141 — I have with me a copy (»f a telegram sent by 
Mr. Hatch-Barnwell, and the Chief Minister will contradict me if my 
copy happens to be incorrect —Mr. Hatch-Barnwell who was sent to 
Narsinghdi seven davM ago, viz., on the 2nd April, 1!)41. He sent this 
telegram to his otficial superior, the District Magistrate of Dacc^a : 
“Affected area three miles east of Narsinghdi and two miles west of 
Bhairab,” that is. “within four miles by four miles.” “Methikanda 
station Nurrounded b> rioters. Suresh Balm’s house” - meaning Suresli 
(Jiandia Cal. a well-know'ii gentleman of Narsinghdi “burnt down. 
Rioters coming from the other side of Brahmaputra. Police force 
insufficient. Have not been able to come in (M)ntact with the po)i<‘e- 
station. A big fire visible from the north of Daulatkandi. The whole 
force lias been divided into three parts under Mukherji, Rhodes and 
Saddler.” May 1 ask, even after the receipt of this telegram what 
steps did Mr. (leorge, the District Magi.strute of Daci'a, take to send 
relief to his sulMirdinate, Mr. Ilutch-Barnwell ? 

1 now^ come to another letter of Mr. Dus-tiupta written to the 
Magistrate and signed not only b\ Mr. Dan-dupta himself but also 
by Mr. Naliiii Kishore (lulia and Mr. Satish ('handra (Miakravarty, 
which runs as follows: — 

“We very much regret to note that what w'e apprehended long ago 
and told you several times has now taken place.” 

The District Magistrate was warned. They said “What w»e appre- 
hendeiljoiig ago and told you several times has now taken place and 
the not and arson by fjoondan have been carried far into the interior 
vHlages, vii., Sibpur, Raipura and Narsinghdi, and it will affect the 
whole province in no tinie, in partieular, the helpless Hindus in th# 
province.” 
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Then, Sir, I come to the most vital part ol the charges made against 
Mr. George and it is in these words: “You arrange to take Muslim 
leaders like Mr. Salim, Mr. Nasarullah and others whenever you visit 
the aflfected areas, but you never care id take any Hindu leader with 
you where the Hindus are oppressed.” This is the sort of Magistrate 
who is now presiding over the destinies of Dacca. 

Sir, Mr. Hatch-Barnwell — I sympathise with him in his dktress — 
sent a further telegram which 1 shall read before the House. That 
telegram was to this effect — and I hope the Chief Minister will correct 
me if 1 have got an inc-orrect copy of that telegram — “Appears five 
Hindu (juarters burnt; approximately 3,000 people homeless; culprits 
about 20 and 2tKi locals” — by that he meant that it was known 

to him, that 20 leading goond^ix were imported from outside and that 
they were leading 2(K) locals — “in one band going from village to 
village; no pcdice visible; some police required.” — a telegram from 
Mr. Hatch-Baruwell to the effect that “no police visible; some police 
required.” It* will take me hours and hours if I were to read out before 
the House the acts of oppression tin innocent citizens of Dacca. But 
if 1 hud the time I could read out signed statements, statements made 
before me and statements sent by leading citizens of that area who 
have graphically described the insults and oppression on Hindu 
inhabitants and looting and burning of Hiinhi houses in the Xarayan- 
ganj subdivision. 

Sir. 1 am not unmindful of the tact that mosques have been de.se- 
crated, I have said (dsewhere that not onl\ mos<iues but also temples 
have been desecrated, but I did never let go one word to the effect that 
my ribs had been broken because a Hindu temple had been broken. I 
have more control over ni>s4‘lf I know tliat >uc}i inffannnalory state- 
ments spread like wild fire. 1 claim to be in my private life not a 
less pious Hindu than any of my friends of the Hindu Mahasubha; 
hut that has nothing to do with my [mlitics. So far as this riot is 
concerned — I need hardly say who are responsible, whether it is the 
Hindus or the Muhammadans — in\ charge against the Government is 
that they have allowed incompetent district officials and incompetent 
police offieers, who are not fair, who are not independent, who are not 
impartial, to preside over the destinie.s of Dacca and Narayanganj. 

One more statement. Sir, and I resume mv seat. I have made 
the demand in all seriou8nes.s, and I want to repeat the demand in the 
presenee of the House that, having regard to what has been happening 
since the middle of last month, the Hon’ble the Home Minister must go. 
1^ was the duty of the Hon'ble the Home Minister to come oqt of his 
tre^iwat at Hasaribagh and go to Dacca and Narayanganj and take 
action. In spite of the fact that he has been restored to health, and 
my authorify for that is Mr. Shahabuddin himself, he is fiddling 
Hasaribagh while Dacca is burning. 
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Mfa K« SHAHABUDpiNa On a point of perttonal ^xplaiiatiout 
Sir. As far as the statement read out by Mr. Bose in the course of ^is 
speech is concerned, a ct^y of that letter was handed over to me b.V 
Mr. Bose at another place, and while at Dacca I had an opportunity of 
verifying: as to how far it was correi‘t. And I have b<'en definitely 
a^uthorised to say that it is an absolutely false statement. 

lift 8ARAT OHANDRA BOSE* Is that i>eriuissihle. Mr. Sj>eHker? 
Is that a personal statement? Who authorised him to say that? He 
is not a part of the Executive Government. 

Mr* SPEAKERS As Pnrliamentary Secret4iry, he is. 

Mr. 8ARAT CHANDRA BOSE: Hut he is iH>t entitled to repre.sent 
the Executive Government here. 

Th6 Hon*ble Mr. A. K. FAZLUL HUQs Sir, when 1 was a boy 

at school I had u cla3.s-inate who was responsible for all the diMturlmnceK 
in the class-room, hut us soon as he coiinnitted some offem e, he used to 
shout the loudest in order to show that everybody in the i'Iuhs hut himself 
was in the wrong-. The attitude that has been taken up b\ some of 
my friends in speaking in support ot this motion has reminded me of 
the case of that old class-mate ot mine. F(»r four years they have 
been singing that hymn of hate, Ixith against this Ministry and the 
Muslim community. They have encourageil people to come cut and 
break law.s and set not merely law at defiance but, if 1 may be allowed 
to quote Irom a speeidi delivered by my friend Dr. Syamnprosad 
Mookeijee, he made peaceful administration in Hengul impossihle. 
Having done that, having prepared the grouml and having perfected 
their plans, things naturally began t<i develop themselves, It is not 
the 17th of March that is of much iinportuiice. The null trouble in 
Daci'n began on the evening of the I4th March in a lane near the 
old Dacca ('ollegc when some Hindu youths sprinkled coloured water 
on .some Muslim hoys. An old man who was [»assing by protested. 
He was (‘aught by the heard, his whole ImmIv wum sprinkled with the 
coloured water and blows were given on his head and he was removed 
to hospital. I have seen that man and I have talked to him. I 
rcK'orded his statement, I had been to the hospital and I have seen 
the hospital diar> . Immediately alter the 14th for two days, the I5ih 
and 16th. tlie whole of Dacca wa.s t<*nse with excitement, but although 
stabbing was going on and Mu.slims wen* lieing stahlmd, not one Hindu 
was 8tabl)ed in retaliation by the Muslims. It was (»n the 17tb that 
raosques^Wgan to be attacked, first the Nawabpur mos<|ue and then 
two mosques in Malitolla were burned and demolished. The Holy 
Koran was tom to piei^A^s. I went to a mosque and 1 found that motqu^ 
atill burning; the leaves <>f the Koran were strewn on the floor and 
•hoes were placed on the leaves of the Koran (Cries of **8hiiiie! 
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ghame!'* from the Coalition Benches.) and it occurred in an area 
inhabited not by goondan but by hhadrologs, perhaps graduates of 
Dr. Syamaprosad Mookerjee’s University. This was not all. I have 
been getting definite evidence, although it is not yet confirmed by 
police reports, that immediately after this Hindu youths dressed in 
lungis and with red cai)8 on went to various villages in the district of 
Dacc4i inciting the Muslim to rise and attack the Hindus. (Laughter 
from the Opposition Benches.) You may laugh, but this is what they 
did. They said that mosques have been demolished, that mosques 
have been burnt to ruin, it is now the turn of the Muslims to retaliate. 
You may laugh, but it is a part of a preconceived policy. Hindus 
knew that if once Muslim passions were aroused, they would go to 
excesses and the Hindus knew how to retaliate afterwards. Sir, I am 
not going to make a communal speech, but because all these statements 
had Ix^en made, 1 thought it my duty to c(>rre(t the misrepresenta- 
tions that have been made in this House. 

Now, Sir, my friend Ilai Hareiidra Nath Chaudhuri has asked very 
naively why was it tluit tardy requi.sitions of police have been made, 
although the situation in Dacca w^as so acute. May I toll the House 
that (*n and after this Iloli festival the whole of Bengal was tense 
with excitement and almost every <Hstrict apprehended an outbreak of 
coinmnnalism at any moment. Police was requisitioned, and it was 
with great difficulty that driblets have to be brought from various 
districts in order to strengthen the police force tliat already existed 
in Dacca. It has ht*en said that the ])eoplc of Dacca had not got 
imme<liate help. (4)nsiiler the situation, Sir. Sporadii' stabbings 
Were ^'oing on. P(opb‘ used to <-ome out *d tlicir hou.scs, (utch hold 
ot a stray passer-l»y and stub him and run awa> . How is it possible 
for the officials there to stop this kind of stabbing on innocent persons 
without any indication whatsoever being given as to what they were 
going to <lo.^ Now, Sir, I have seen, wdien I first went to Dacca, the 
District Magistrate and the Superintendent of Police were never 
sparing themselves, A.s .soon us they got new’s of any occurrence any- 
where, they u.sed to rush to tho.se jilaces, take every possible step to put 
down first of all fire or anything that was taking place and try to catch 
also the offenders who might be there. 

Mr# ATUL CHANDRA SEN: But not the Muslim goondfis. 

Th« Hon’blf Mr. A. K. FAZtUL HUQ: Mr. Atul Chandra Sen 
is not the purveyor of fruih. Th€*re are other people who facts. 

Mr. ATUL CHANDRA SEN: Sir, may I ask a question of the 
Hon’ble Chief Minister!' 


Mr. SPEAKER: No. 
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TIM Hon'Me Mr. A. K. FAZLUL HUQ: My frieud Mr. Naliui 
Ranjan Barker has said that if members of the Muslim community 
had been in this plijrlit. what would I have done. Sir, I think I con 
say with a clear conscience that in a case like this I would make no 
distinction between a Hindu and a Muslim in distress. May 1 tell my 
friend ^r. Barker that at this moment while he is thinkinj^ only of 
the Hindu refuj^rees in Comilla and Tripura, there are tlmusands and 
thousands of Muslims vho have Ihhmi rendered homeless, and there are 
mosques which have been burnt for whicli there has luvn no condem- 
nation by the Hindu leaders. Korans have been desecrated and Muslim 
women liave been mole.^ted. (fries of “Where where f from the 
Opposition IWnches.)

Mr. SARAT CHANDRA BOSE: My statements were based on 
evidence.

The Hon’ble Mr. A. K. FAZLUL HUQ: At the present moment 
theie ar( |>er''oris who hart heen rendered homeb‘s« — both Hindus and 
Musliiijs — and th(‘v are all entitled to our symputliy.

proHad Mookerjee has said that he never attacked the Muslims as such. 

I am not goin^ to discuss the situation now. That can be done at 
some other time. Let me remind him at the present moment of the 
speech at Jalpaij^iiri reported in the NisJuin where he said that if the 
Muslims wanted to live in India, they will have to do so under the 
domination of the Hindus. 

At Nawttbpore, on the 1 1th February, spe^iking on Pakisthau, he 
said that if the Muslims wanted to live in Pakisthan they must pack 
up their and bu^jruj^e and leave India and go wherever they like. 
(Mr. Xalini Ranjan Sarkkr : “Hindus will not accept Pakisthan.”) 

Sir, I do not w'aiit to take up the time of the House with these 
details. 1 am very much obliged to the Leader of the Opposition for 
the Mj»eech he has delivered whicdi I must admit has been inoffensive 
except for one reference to some persons who could have been able to 
defend themselves had they been given a chance. He has been entirely 
mistaken. He lia« not disclosed the source of liis information, and I may 
say that the telegram of Mr. Hutch-Barn well which he has read out is 
a revelation to us of wdiic li we know’ nothing. 

Mr* SARAT CHANDRA RO$E: Ask the District Magistratt>. 

Th« Hofi»ble Mr. A. K. FAZLUL HUQ: I w'ill certainly ask him. 
Mr. Bose has said that nothing has l>een done to round up the goondas. 
I may tell this House that every possible precaution has been taken to 
find out that those f)eopIe who have Imm guilty of offences in the rural 
areas may not escape and cross over to other districts. As a matter of 
fact, the situation bus been brought under control. The Government, 
it is 8ui<l, have taken no effective steps. AV’^hat better steps could 
they have taken than what they did? But I may say, Sir, that the 
manner in which the disturbances in Dacca have been practically 
(juelled, the manner in which the difficult situation in the rural areas 
has been brought under control is certainly proof positive that the 
officials have been properly doing their duty. I rememhor the «M*ca- 
sions when disturbances of this kind iuive gone on for months without 
the situation having been brought under control. In this cast* the 
situation at Dacca was brought under contml well within a week and 
so far as the rural areas are concerned, the whole situatiou has been 
brought under control and it has Ihh'h localised. As a matter of fact, 
efforts are now being made, and we are making arrangements for the 
trial of persons who have been arrested. 

I must say this : I admit that this Government have been some- 
what failing in their duty to deal promptly with persons who have 
been the breakers of layr. 1 say here and now that we will not tolerate 
anything like that in future. 'VThoever creates communal disturbance^ 
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trhether Hindu or ^uBlim, will be severely dealt with. I give Ail 
solemn warning to those ^ho wish to disturb communal piace by 
making speeches. Let them do it some day, and I will not hesitate 
to accept the verdict of thh House. 

(At this sta^ there were iAterruptions from the Tongress and the 
Krishak-Proja Party Benches.) 

If the members are not willing to listen to me, how can I speak P 
I don’t want to say anything more.

Mr. SASANKA SEKHAR SANYAL: Tnder rule To of the Bengal 
LegislatiVi* As.sembly Procedure Huh*", there may l>e a discussion first 
on the principles the Bill. 'Ihen emnes the question of referenee 
to Sele<’t (’ommittee und«*i rule 7t». It is ipiite evident therefore that 
one is prior to the other. Piulei rule To we shall oppose the Bill 
outright ami under rule Tt> we shall projmse that instead of eonsidering 
the Bill, elause l>y clause, it should he referred to a Seleet Committee. 

Mr. SPEAKER: I think you know, Mr. Sanyal, that aJl Select 
Committee nioti<»ns are t>f the nature of amendments to the main 
motion. Thercf(»Te, after an amendment for reference to Select 
Committee is moved, you can speak both on the principles of the Bill 
as also on the question of reference the Select Cominittee. 
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Mr. SASANKA tEKHAR SANYAL: Thea yow suggest that the 
principles of the Bill and the reference matter may be discussed 
^getherP

MauUri ABU H0S8AIN 8ARKAR: Mr Speaker. Sir. 1 heg to 
move, by way ot anieiHlment, that the Bengal Li»ral Sell’-<i«>vernmeut 
(Amendment) Bill, 1941. as pa^'sed b\ the Bengal Legislative ('oum?iL 
be referred to a Select ( omniittee 

Mr. SPEAKER: Y ou laii move just up to that for the present, and 
the rest will come up later on, it imressarx , 

Mauivi ABU H088AIN 8ARKAR: All right. Sir 

Mr. Speaker, Sii . 1 move this motinn to bring it to the noti('e ot 
the House that although the Bill, at first si^ht, seems to be a simple 
one, it Is in rea!it\ frauuht with ilangeiouH I'onMupiences. The first 
thing to whi(‘h 1 winIi to diaw the atti'iition of the House is that it 
cotitiavenes seiiinn v‘J4 ihi of the (io\ eminent of India Act. By 
clause 9 ot this Bill the (iovernment dtvsires that the cases whirh are 
now ]>en<lin^ or will he pending ludoie the passing' of (his Bill (Other 
in the Hi;jli t oiiit nr ui the Inwei- courts will automat ie.ill\ It# stojiped. 
1 submit that theie is a sp(*eial piovisiim of the (Iovernment oi India 
Act that all Hig'h ( oiirts will have inherent jurisdiction lo consider 
cas»‘s tlecide<l )»\ h.wei murts. .Sii. the High Court under its power 
ol >11 j»er\ ision migljt hast* (ak(*ti jurisdii’t ton over a good iiuiuImu of 
caso It lhos«* casc^ ale stnppiMl tit an attempt is made to stop those 
cases, 1 -uhmit that the power given )*> section {hi ot the (iovern- 
imoit ot India Act will hi‘ inteiieretl witli. 

Then again, iheie is a saint. it\ provision of law (hat all cases 
shouhl be nislilutt'd in the tomm of hiwest juristliction (li*n(*rally . 
the MunsiCs ami Sub-lmige’s tviurls were the jorum, hut this salutary 
provision is being t.iken .»wa>. and the court ot the District .Imige is 
being chosen toi (Mses umlet the Lmail Sidt *( > 0 ' eriimioit Ad. 

Then. Sir. the (jiitstion ot appeal is a \(*r\ ditlicult matter. I 
suhmit that the cases contemplated under tlie Local Selt-t iovei ninent 
Act deal with substanlivi* rights nf (<itixens ~| mean tlie election (’ase». 
Therefore, it no apjieal is allowed. I think justice will not he d<me to 
the parlies concerned. 

AnoUier question is whether when a case will l»e filed in the court 
of a District Judge he will be entitled to transfer the caae to one ol hi* 
swbordinale otbeers, and if a case is decided b> u subordinate officer, 
it is not expressly* menti«Mied in tliia Bill w hether an.* appeal will Ire 
allowed iu the court the District Judge from hi.s decision. 
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Thaa, Sir, there the question of deposit before filing a case, if 
this Bill is passed into law. This Bill prescribes Rs. 100, but I think 
that is a very big sum. Moreover, in addition to that the District 
Judge will be authorised to take a further sum as deposit or security 
and there is no limit to what amount he can demand from the party. 
I submit this will be an injustice to people who will come to our law 
courts. ^ 

Further, Sir, if this Bill is passed, the parties will be harassed. 
Quite a number of such cases, I think, are now pending in various 
courts in this province. Those cases are going to be stopped, and the 
parties concerned will be again ordered to file cases before the District 
Judges within thirty days. There are ca.seM where commissions have 
l)een sent, witnesse.s have been examined on commission, photographs 
have been taken, maps have been pirepared and a good amount of money 
have been spent. Those suits will be dropped and fresh cases will be 
tried /Ir novo, entailing great hardshij> and harassment to the parties 
concerned. Tinder these circumstances, I submit this Bill should not 
be passed into law now. but it shouhl be sent to a Select Committee so 
that the provisions (contained in it may be thoroughly discussed, and 
a revised Bill, if such a IBll is at all required to be passed, can be 
brought before this House in a proper form. 

Again, Sir, there is another question. There is a good deal of 
rumour that this Bill is specially intended to <leteat some cases relating 
to the District Board of Dacca. 1 do not know whether it is true or 
not, but if that be the intention of (io\ernment, I think that in a 
period like this this kind of Bill should not be pre^^ed, it by taking 
the law in this form the minorities are suppressed and if the persons 
who are defeateil in this way or that wa> by the inajontN ])arty cannot 
get redress in court and law comes in the way. It would not be 
desirable that the minority opinion should be ojipressed ami suppressed 
by pa.ssing this law and giving retrospective effect in this tumultuous 
time. 

With these remarks. Sir, I commend the motion to the House for 
acceptance, 

Mr. ATUL CHANDRA KUMAR: Mr. S^ieaker, Sir. 1 oppose this 
Bill on the following grounds. In the first column of the Bill we find 
that there is no provision as to when this Bill will be given effect to. 
Tnder section 9 provision is made for giving retrospective effect. Sir, 
we do not support the idea of giving retrospective effect, especially 
in a Bill of this character. 1 submit. Sir. that it is nothing but 
evading the law. Some illegal actions whicji have. been done in sofne 
<liatrict boards, e.g., in Dacca, ('hittagong and Burdwan. are going to 
be legalised by this Bill. If nothing wrong has been done in thoee 
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districts, why is retrospectiTe effect firoing to be given under the pro* 
tection of this Bill? Let those cases be decidetl according to the 
existing laws and let this Bill come into existence after it gets the 
assent of the Governor, and it is notified in the t'alcutta official gasette. 
That is the ordinary rule in the case of every Bill. Retrospective 
effect, if it is given at all, should be given very cautiously. I can 
understand if retrospective effect is given in case of an economy 
measure, but I cannot understand how retrospective effect is prop(»se(f 
to be given only to legalise some wrong done by the authorities in some 
of the districts. This Bill is popularly known us the Dacca Bill 
(I>aughter from the Oppositiem Benches. K and that is win the sessioiii 
has been extended even after the Easter. There were many important 
Bills, there w'ere many important matters f<»r discussion in the House, 
especially the Floud Commission's Report w’hich was at your wish, 
Mr. Speaker, postponed till the first day of the next session. I think 
that if there was any reason for adjourning the House till after the 
Easter, it was for the discussion of the Floud ('ommission’s Report. 
The (oalition Benches arc heard to say as if we are not anxious to 
have discussion on the Floud ( 'omini.ssion’.s Rep«>rl in this s(*ssion. 
On the contiar\. Sir, we were vcpn anxious to discuss if u»nl. iis u 
matter of fac't, we are still anxious to discuss the Floud ( 'oniniissidn's. 
RefHM't in this session, hut if is the (ioverninent which is not ]»repare(f 
to discuss the Floud ( 'omnnssion's Report. The\ think that a Bill 
to amend certain clauses in th(‘ Local Self-( lovernment Act is morc^ 
important than the FI<»ud ( 'oiumission's Jteport. (Maulvi Anr Hosn,\ix 
S utK\H: Mr Salim sl,<»uld he installed first!) (Mr. Schknora N.vTir 
Bisw \s : They an* tenants of Dacca.) May I ask the Hon’ bin 
Minister in charge of this Bill whether under the existing lavs there 
is any dillicultv in the working of the Local Self-( io\ ei nmeiit Act? 1 
submit. Sir, that there is absolutely no dillicultv in the existing Local 
Selt-tfoveniinent Act. (loveriirnent wants to give power to the District 
Judge. The authority a])pointed umler section IdS is the District 
Judge. Before this Bill is brought In this House, there has been a 
notification iimier the Local Self-(»<»vernment Act asking District 
Magistrate.s to add rule oti after rule 4h and informing them that the 
authority appointed is the District Judge. That has already lieen 
gazett#rl in the ('alcutUi (rfizctt^'. dated the L‘lth March. So, there ia 
no difficulty in the lv<K'al Self-Hovernmeiit Act to go on with the election 
to local bodies. Still they want some protection for some acts done in 
some districts for which the existing laws will not suit them. That is 
why. Sir, this Bill has been brought. This Bill might have been 
brouglg before the House for discussion in the July Session, hut it w'aa 
thought so important that Government had to extend the session and, 
of couree, they ^ave also made some sacrifice in |s)sttioniiig their 
journey to the hill station, and they are waiting till this Bill is passed 
by this House. 
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Then, Sir, there are other grounds why this Bill should be opposed. 
In this Bill, Sir, you will find that not only retrospective effect is'^ 
going to be given, but section 18B is also going to be amended. A 
proviso has been added to that section, namely, ‘‘Provided that the 
validity of any election shall not be que.stioned in any petition under 
this section — 

(a) on the ground that the name of any person qualified to vote 
has been omitted from the electoral roll, or 

(6; on the ground that the name of any person not qualified to 
vote has been inserted in tlie electoral roll.” 

Sii-, I have no objection so far as sub-clause («) of the proviso is 
concerned, because in preparing the electoral roll there ina.\ be omis- 
sions of some names, but I cannot understand how a man who is not 
qualified to vf)te (!an be includeil in the electoral roll. A man who is 
qualified to vote ma> not be imduded through mistake; this ]>osition 
can be understood. But a man who is not ((ualified to vote — how’ he 
can be included in the electoral roll, 1 cannot understand that. If any 
name is entered in the elect(»ral roll who is not (lualified to vote at the 
preliminaiy stage, objection nia\ be filed betoie tb(‘ revising authority 
<ir the registering authoril.v and steps niii> b(‘ taken, but after the 
pr<‘Iiminar\ publication ami before th<‘ final ])ublicatinn if one’s name 
is inclu«le(l no notice* will be giveoi to an\ in<llvidual that X’** name is 
going to be included; but if Y is t«i be e\<‘ludeil, notice is i<i be given 
it A has tak(‘n objection as reg-anls his (jualification But when X 
is going to la* included. nt> notice need be gi\en to the \oteis W'hen 
a gentleman finds that his name is not in the \oters‘ list, lie ma> go 
to the District Magistrate and the District Mag-istrah* it he so likes 
or the revising aullioritv it he so j)refei,s ma\ have his name eiileretl 
in the list. 'I'lie whole thing is tliis. that pievioiisK the district hoard 
was contndhul h\ the urban peopb*. Hural pt‘o]dt‘ geneialK tlid not 
represent the district board, but iindei tlie j»resenl h.w tlie\ are not 
Voters. Due who is to be a voter of the district loard is reijUired to 
have residence in the local hoard area <o' in the district tioard rural 
urea. I think that in tlie districts ot Dai'ca. ( hittagong and other 
places there are geiitleiiKMi wlio liave got no residential qualifications, 
but who Inne still got their names entered, ami in spite ot tlieir^objec- 
tions those petitions were not taken as valid. Sir. I lio not mind it 
there be a regular election or if a wrong name is inserted, and if 
there be a regular election fight and the voter chooses a ilisqualifiefl 
man who was not (pialified t<* vote, I can understand that. Supposing 
A and B filed iioinination papers for X c«mslituency, and A wjw not a 
qualified voter and his name had been entere<l in the electoral rc»ll. If 
those nomination pat>ers were valid and A was returned, we have 
nothing to say. Sup]H>sing, on the other haiift, A and B filed aomina> 
lion papers for X constituency and the nomination paper of A wan 
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cancelled at the time of the scrutiny and B wa>» declared elected un- 
'' contested though B was not a qualified voter. These points have got 
to be discUvSsed. There are many things in the Bill like that, and it 
should not be hurriedly passe«l. 1 do not think that the LikmiI Self- 
Government Department will be paralysed if they are asked to wait 
till July next. Under the existing law. members can function unless 
they arq declared b> the court to he disqualified. Unles.s their electitm 
i* declared void, the,\ can fuiiction as members of the Hoard. There 
is no bar to that under the exi.>ting law. Still this Bill ha.s been 
brought before tlii^ House <tnl\ suit the convenience of some 
members. 

Then, Sir. no a]>in*al sjjall lie against the decision ot the District 
Judge. Examples Imve been shown in supprni ot il. and tlieN want 
to follow the AsNeinbl\ ele<‘lion proccduic Tiieietorc, tiie\ have pro- 
vided foi sn man\ things that if the Distnct hnlge iliinks such and 
stich (‘Ost should he given, such and such sccuiifv should ]m‘ furnished, 
etc. Thev nre going to lollow the piriccilnie }idopit‘d in the .Vssi»mbl\ 
electicm.

The Hon*bte Sir BUOY PRASAD SiNCH ROY: On a ]roint of 

order. Sir. Tlie other House has jras-ed an important Hill and tt (iiu- 
uot he iailetl liack door I think that It is nnpar hamentai \ 

Mr. 8ANT08H KUMAR BASU: Sir, we have every right to 
challenge the justice of the ntep taken b\ the fiovernmeiii in introduc- 
ing a Bill of thiM nature in the <‘<»unril, and we staml on our privilege** in 
edaiming that u Bill of •«uch importance a** the present one .nhould have 
originated in the Lower tloune, that ie. in the Aanemhly and not in the 
Upper House. The Hon’ hie Mini^^ter cannot ponwihlv claim that it in 
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unparliamenUry to stand upon our privileges and to prefts, as a matter 
of right, that such a step ought to have been taken in the Asaemblj^ 
and not in the Council. 

Mr. SPEAKER: That is a position which the House can very 
legitimately take. But I think that “back door’^ is not the proper 
expression to use. 

Mr. SANT08H KUMAR BA8U. It i.s certainly not a front door. 
Let it he a side door. 

Mr. M. 8HAM8UDDIN AHMAD: Or a trap door! 

Mr. 8YE0 JALALUDDIN HA8HEMY: My second reason is also 
very Him])le. 1 oppose it for the indecent haste that has been taken 
recourse to by the t jovernnient . The Bill suggests drastic changes. 
Without discussing the details ot the provisions of the Bill. I will 
discuss the general principle and with it some of the provisions of the 
Bill. The Bill suggests in claus«‘ :{ (.‘jj, the petitiouei shall, at (he 
time of filing the petition under sub-section (7), <leposit in court one 
hundred rupees as securit\ for the costs likely to be incurred by anv 
of the respondents. We may agiee must unuillingl\ t«> this jiropo.sal. 
But I think that no member of this llou^e \Nill agree to sub-section 
( 4 ) in which it has been suggeste<l : 

“The Judge may at any stage <»t the ]>roceedings lequire the (peti- 
tioner to deposit in c(»urt a further sum as the c(>sts incurred or likely 
to be incurred by any respomlent or to give security or further security 
for the payment ot the same and it, within the time fixed b\ him, or 
within such further time as he ma\ allow, such costs are not deposited 
or such further security is not furnished, as the case may be. may 
dismiss the petition,” 

Nobody knows the aimuint that will be asked by the District Judge 
to deposit ns cash or as security for a petition to lie filed by a man who 
is aggrieved. 'I'lns is <‘ertuinl\ a dangenms change that has been 
auggested in the Bill. 

To come to section 18(r. it is suggested that the decision or order 
of the Judge under section 181), 18hi or 18F .shall l>e final. .Sir, the 
Hon'lile MiniwSter in charge might have suggested that the report of the 
enquiry by the District Judge ought to be .submitted to the Minister 
in charge of L(K*al Self-liovernmeut for his decision, and his decision 
shall be final. That would have been more agreeable on the part of 
the Hon'ble Minister in charge of Ixical Self-Government. The Bi4J 
has been characterised by Mr. Atul Chandra ^Lumar as Dacca Bill. I 
go a step further and say that if this Bill is passed into an Act. it will 
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be cberacteriaed by a section o! this House as Shaliabuddiu Act of 
sPacca. (Mr. Nishitha Nath KuNor : It is also a Dacca District 
Companies Act.) At the instance of the representative of the (^abinet 
of* Dacca these danjferous chanjjres have Iteen sujfjrested. May I ask the 
Hon’ble Minister in charfre of the Bill after the serious chauKes made in 
the year 1932-3*3 by the old Council, what was the urjifenc> of su^jjestiufi^ 
these drastic changes? Has he. for the purpose of knowing facts frou^ 
countries other than India, consulted the Local Government Act of 
Germany, the Local Government Act of the United States of America 
and the Local Government Act of the United Kingdom? Sir, I want 
these answers from the Hon’ble Minister in charge of the Bill here and 
now w'hether any Act — any Local (tovernment Act. not LcKial Self- 
Government Act — Local (boernincnt Act of the United Kingdom^ 
suggested that this sort of securit\ sbonld be deposited in the court for 
filing a petition by the aggrieved partN. Then, again. s<H*tion 18-1 
suggests — “No election of a member of a <listrict board or a local 
board shall be called in cjiiestion in an\ court except umler the prtM^e- 
dure prf>vided b\ this Act and no f)nler passetl in any proceeding under 
sections ISB to 18(i (both inclusive) shall be culled in cfUtstion in any 
court and no court .shall grant an iiijuncticui.” 

Sir, the court has inherent jurisdiction to take cognisutice of any 
plaint made b,\ i\i\\ aggrieved party. But here, Sir, the GovernineDt 
proposes to take all power in its own band indirectly. Sir, may I 
ask, what is in the contemplation of the Member in charge of this 
Bill? \Vhy he suggesting these drastic changes? Sir, it is obvious 
that cases have been filed in conne<';tion with the last Dacca District 
Board election, and only to come out of the ditficulties that have been 
created by the law of the land, the Government proposes to sail 
»nKS)thly by passing this Act, and, so, skilfully it was engineered in 
the Upper House first And then. Sir, on1\ to unnerve us hy passing 
this Bill, it has been brought to us at this fag end of the Budget 
Session of the Bengal Legislative Assembly. Sir, if permitted, I 
propose to move an amendment because 1 feel that i ought to move 
aii amendment that a Select Uoniinittee of the whole House l»e formed 
for considering the provisions of this Bill, and that is the only proper 
remedy for this sort of motions moved hy the Hotrble Minister. Sir. 
the Leader of the House has absolute discretion in giving the House 
an opportunity of going thn^ugh the different provieions of the Bill, 
clause by clause. I had a mind to submit a petition through the 
Hon'ble Speaker to the Committee of Petitions for postponing the 
consideration of this Bill for obvious reasons, but I had not the 
time and opportunity to do so. Sir, I have consulted several chairmen 
of district boards belonging to the (Volition Party, and I have asked 
Ibr their frank opinions^ with regard to the changes, and each and 
every one of them has suggested that this Bill is meant for Dacca 
and Dacca alone and for no other place. This is the view given by the 
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chairmen of different district boards of the province, belonging to the 
Coalition Party. With these words. Sir, I oppose this motion moved 
by the Hon’ble Sir Bijoy Prasad Singh Roy. 

Mr. 8A8ANKA 8EKHAR 8ANYAL: Mr. Speaker, Sir, 1 also join 
m> feeble voice in the opposition to the introduction and con*iideration 
of thin Bill. 

Sir, J hope the Htmse will not consider this question in a spirit of 
levit\, because ver\ important questions are raised not only by the 
c of the Hill but al>o by the method and manner of rusbin^r 
It thtju^'-h tfie Bouse. Ml. Speaker, Sir, we need not ^yo to any 
meml»er ot tiie Coaliiicm Party or to any .source tor intorniation that 
it is a Dacca Bill. It \c>u will just permit me to qut»te a tew lines 
from the original Bill in which the Statement ot Objects and Reasons 
is appeixled,” the mutter ‘would be amply clear. In the middle ot the 
Statetnc‘nt of Olijects and Reasons it runs thus: — 

“Suit^ have also l»een filed in the civil courts in resjiect of certain 
eleclion^ td menibeix. ot the District Boards ot Dacca and ( hittagong 
held under tlie rules tor direct election t<» <listr«*it boards.-" 

Now, it is no longer a secret, not even an open secret — it is an open 
inattei to-daN that certain stalwarts (d tlie Coalition Part^ are 
in1eresl(‘(l in the Dacca District Board election, and, Sir, even u child 
can see through the game of the (iovernment. Tlie stalwarts are 
forcing the hands of (iovernment to bring m a Bill ot this nature by 
which their elevatimi t<i <*ertuin co\ettMl j>ositions ma\ la* a*'.sined and 
ensured. I do not know. Sir, wb(» are the limelights of Chittagong in 
whose interest alsi» the Bill has been brought forward, but it is clear 
that some ot my friends who adorn high positions in the Coalition 
Party are interested in the changes which are being brought. 

Mr. Speaker, Sir. the method of bringing this Bill reminds me of 
the famous eomineut ot George Bernard Shaw upon certain observa- 
tions of H. G. Wells. You know. Sir. H. G. Wells wrote a book — a 
fiction— eutitled "The Wheels of ChaiH*e." in which a hoop-driver is 
the principal figure who fell in love with a lady of high standing. 
The hoop-driver was a cyclist and that was his only ({ualification^ The 
himp-driver was an interesting figure — he fell in love with a highborn 
maiden and had an interesting career. H. G. Wells while comment- 
ing upon the British Constitution said — “The British Constitution is 
unworkable and doe* not suit the requirements of the British nation.** 
(feorge Bernard Shaw in his answer to that in his characteristic style 
replied that a Constitution which was good for Gladstone, Disraeli and 
Asquith was not gtmd for the hoop-driver. My friend the (iovernment 
Whip — 1 envy his position — has fallen in love'vrith tlie District Board 
of DatH'a. and the existing law which has been good enough for all 
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the district boards over tbis province of Bengral is no longer gmal for 
l^e boop-driver of the District Board of Dacca. The wheels of ebanoe 
are rollings and if the wheels are rolling they are rtdling in favour of 
somebody and the jioor province is meeting the heavy burden of the 
costs of those wheels. My friend. Mr. Abu Hussain Sarkar, was 
referring to the C'ompauies Act while he was mentioning that the 
District Jvidgt‘ is given original and }niniary powers only under the 
Uompanies Act. M> friend Mr. \ishitha Nath Kundii made n very 
interesting running comment that it is also a Dacca District t’ompanies 
Act. I do not knou whetloo it is a good or a had c(»mpajiy. >.r, we 
on behalf of the Opposition i*ppt»ve tins Dill on priiicijdes and 
methods, because if you would just go down io the iH*\t sentence I 
will show you that the soli< ituile ot the ( i<i\ erniuioit is. pure and 
simple, a humbug and a lioax. It is said that the life of the Hoard 
coneerned will he umliily prolonged in eonsetjuiotee of sueh re.sort 1o 
dilators civil (’ourt pro<*(‘edings. 'Po gnaid against s\n’h nndt'sirable 
ctuisequenees this Hill seeks to provide tor a sptM'ial ma<*him*rv ft»r the 
de<*isinn of disputes. i*te. 1'his anxiety on the part of tiovernmenl 
to bring into existence tin* new Hoatds i> u pur«* hnmhng, and it ia 
unl\ in the interest of (ertain persons that these pious platitudes are 
being expressed. I am giving you. Sir, u eoinTete example. To-day 
in answer t(» the unstarred (|uestion No. lOo put by m> humble self, it 
appears that in certain subdivisions of the Mnrshidalmd distriet the 
general electitm of union hoards t(»ok plac’e in duly and August, 194t). 
I'he names <»f half the nnonbers <if union hoards went int(» the (layette, 
hut I he remainder did not gcc. and it was only on the 2vnd March that 
the constitution of the new hoards was annoumvd. and firohahly even 
the matter ’<^duld liave been delayed further hut for the interpellation 
which was put by me. Kle<*tioiis to union hoards t(»ok place in July, 
and the composition of the new hoards did not get the effeid till 
towards the end of Mareli. That was because I made u direct 
challenge; that was because certain memlMTs of the Ooalitifui Party 
were not happ> on ai’count of certain iiominatioiiH w'hirh were rec/ira* 
mended by the District Magistrate and, therefore, they were holding 
up the wliole matter and the G«»veriimeiil wa« playing into their handti. 
Government delays when it is to the interest of the G<»aliiion I’arty; 
Govern^ieiit hurries up under the plea of expeilitious dealiiigs when 
it is to the interest of the limelights of the ('oaiition Party. I submit, 
Sir, we must stand upon principles, and as my friend Mr. Atul ('handra 
Kumar has so ably pointed <iut, it is c|uiU‘ clear that the existing Act 
U quite competent to deal with the emergency that«fnay arise. 

Sir, Uie jurisdiction of the civil courts is proposed to be taken 
away. We stand strongly against that, because according to the 
English con«‘eption from which these things are derived, right of 
fratK*hise is right of prope^y and these litigation disputes over property 
can travel up to the highest tribunal because it is ne<‘essary that the 
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litigants should get the opportunity of the highest tribunal. I do not 
know, Sir, why right of franchise, which under the democratic cono^li^ 
iion is a very precious property than any other property, should be 
saddled by Judges who at least are less competent than the Judges 
who adorn the benches of the highest judiciary. 

So far as the question of expedition is concerned, I submit, Sir, 
nowadays the High Court Rules and Circular Orders are for the 
expedition of ordinary cases, not to speak of extraordinary cases. If 
the matter can be decided by the District Judge as a Special Judge, 

1 do not know why even the ordinary courts cannot deal with them 
peremptorily. Sir, there are ample provisions in the High Court 
Circulars that special cases should be dealt with peremptorily, and you 
know, Sir — even though you are not a practising lawyer to-day — in the 
civil courts cases are decided to-day in ( ourse of less than three months 
which originally used to take about two years. And if stringent 
measures are necessary, if precautionary measures are necessary, well, 
the Ministry for the Judiciary and Executive can write to the Hon’ble 
High Coiirt asking for the High Court’s special intervention in these 
cases and asking the High Court to give directions to the lower courts 
to whip up the trial and decision of such cai^s.^ The^ Mtlnsifs and the 
Distrii^t Judges can speedily dispose of these things in course of a 
month, and an appeal to the High Court for sj>ecial arrangement can 
also be disposed (»f in course of two or three months. There is abso- 
lutely no reason to suspect or distrust the existing provisions of the 
Local Self-Government Act and there is no reason to discredit and 
condemn the existing provisions of the civil court. They have been 
quite good for dispaaaionate and disiutarested people, and. the Govern- 
ment is trying to find fault with them only in the interest ^f a few 
people, and we are not certainly going to countenance this position. 

Mr. Speaker, Sir, Mr. Atul Kumar has just expressed the considered 
opinion of the House, at least of the Opposition, that the Government 
is toying with not only legislative measures, but it is toying also with 
the views of the public in dealing with this matter in such a fashion. 
You know, Sir, that when towards the end of the first week of April 
the question of the Floud Commission Report discussion came up, the 
Hon’ble the Revenue Minister stood up in his nonchalant way — 1 hope 
he was not sincere — and challenged the Opposition for trying to shelve 
the discussion of the Floud Commission Report, We expressed our 
anxiety to go into the matter and you yourself. Sir, in your wisdom 
said that the matter must necessarily wait because the volumes were 
not circulated. At that time both yourself and the Opposition dis- 
cussed the question on the basis of the understanding that the House 
was not going to continue beyond the 9tb of April. But 9th of April 
came and went by. and it was heard tliat the Dacca Emergency 
legislation Bill will have to be discussed and, therefore, even after 
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tbe receM the Hou«ie would have to be summoned in order to disouaa 
^his question. Sir, it has l»eeii very aptly said that if the House 
resumnioued or if the House continued after the Kaster. the 
House ought t() have continued only for discussing the ull-importaut 
recommendations of the Floud rommission. Sir, merely to discuss a 
toy Bill like this there has been so much huge waste of time, so much 
huge waste of public money of the none too wealthy exchequer of 
this protiiu'c. Sir. thousands and thousands of rupees have been 
spent over this petty and petulant Hill which is meant only to placate 
the vanity of iutercste<l quarterN. We know that we cannot hold up 

the passage of thi> Hill; wt‘ know that wc are in a minority; but tlieii 

still we know that our licart is the heart ut the province, amt 
W’e know that we are voiiing the t<»eliiigH of tiie pnivnice at large 
My friend Mr. .hilalmhlin Hasheinx was gontl enough refer to 

certain oidnion" that lie ii t eivi'ti iiotn certain chainnen w lo» belong 
tt» tbe ('oalition Part\ Wfll. I will HUpplenicnt bis i»bscrvation^. I 
hu\c aM-eitained the oj>inion*i nt cvtoi cbuiriiicn who do not belong to 
till-' lioiiHo or to the I'ppci House. Sir. the nnuniinous <q)inion (*t 
]n'i’'O0.v who aic cfimoMtcd with the «liHtricl hoanl is lliat 
th*!e i!ce(( tiot f»c «n\ httrrv. and I go iurthcr am! say that 

tio* i uJ e -making power of the (•overiiinent uiiiler the existing law 
givfx. plents ot loom tor certniu iiiodiiicatioim, if m*cesMarv. and the 
oNprdition whiih now pi<q»osed or which is now desired through this 
legislation ean he xa ured bs Home uincndmcnt of the existing rule or 
b\ the promulgutKOi of fresh rules. The worst feature is this. Tlie 
Hengal J/oeal .'self-(n>ver nment Act c’ari he ainendeil and (tverhanhol 
to a large in <’eftuin material particulars. W v would he very 

glad to web'ome a Hill' u^iicb 'wiMtld ^iropgiuvw radical rei onst nietioii 
of the exi*'tliig legislation with regard to^ Lik’uI Self-f ioveinnient. 
There i.*^ a great ileal of things to he ilone with regard to frumdiise. 
There is a gieat deal of things to he done with regard to tlie 
administration by the di-itriet and ha-al boards. Well, these are 
things which a ill eoneern and touch the vital needs of the j>eo]>le, and 
if a Hill of that ile-i i iplion hud been brougbt. we would only be too 
glad to lend our support to tlu* Hill witli qjjr amendments for improving 
upon it. Hut the Hill an it stumK is a jietty Hill; it Is a personal Hill; 
it is a Bill ti) placate the vaiiitN of (i-rtain meinhers and ^^e on helialf 
of the*( tpposit ion want to throw it and to oppos#* it lock, stock and 
barrel. 


Mr. SANTOSH KUMAR BA$U: Sir, I just want to arbi a few 
words to the chorus of disapjirovul which has been sounded on the door 
of tbe ftouae against tbe imilioii which iiiv honourable friend the 
Minister in charge ba*> brought forward before this House. Sir, 
aetrious charges hilVe lieeh made by responsible members of this House 
that the machinery of the Legislature is being misused^ is being 
1*8 
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abufted, in the interest of particular members of the Coalition Party 
who are in high favour of the Government. These are serious chargjpi^ 
in all conscience, and I hope that my friend the Hon'ble Minister will 
stand up and will have the courage to refute the charges if there is. no 
basis for them. 

Sir. we have seen that in the interest of a particular community or 
a class, legislative measures have been introduced in this House. Some 
of them had an economic background, an economic basis upon which 
the whole superstructure was raised, and as such a great deal might 
be said in support of those measures. But here is a piece of legislation 
w'hich is frankly and absolutely personal in character. There is no 
basis, no justification whatsoever so far as the merits of this piece of 
legislation are concerned. 1 know my honourable friend the Hon’ble 
Minister, the commentator of the Bengal Municipal Act that he is, 
will stand up and say that there is a provision of a similar nature in 
the Bengal Municipal Act which pr<>vides that election cases are to be 
instituted before the District Tudge who is nominated as a pernona 
destf/mtUi, not in his capacity of a civil court but as the District Judge 
designated under the Act as the person, as the authority which will 
deal with these electitm petitions. 1 understand a similar cburse will 
have to be adopted in these instances and that will probably be the 
justification of the Hon’ble MiniHt<*r. 

I know, Sir, that in many cases failure of justice has occurred with 
regard to municipal election cases under the Bengal Municipal Act, 
because the right of the civil court to pronouio'e upon the genuineness 
of the objections that are put forward in such cases has Wen taken 
away. 1 myself <un speak from iny own experience that Subordinate 
Judges W’ho have been called persona desiguata and to whom cases 
have Wen transferred by the District Judge for being dealt with under 
the new provision of the Bengal Municipal Act have gone into these 
matters and given decisions which have met with strong disapproval 
by the High Court so far as the merits of these cases were concerned. 
They have declared themselves powerless in view of the provision in 
the Bengal Municipal Act that no revision or no appeal w'ill lie to a 
higher court from the decision of these persona designata, namely, the 
District Judge or the Subordinate Judge to whom the election cases 
may W transferred, 1 remember particularly one case in which I had 
the honour of appearing in the High Court. The learned Judge heard 
the whole case. He found that the decision w'as palpably wTong and 
unsustainable on the merits of the case. At the end of the hearing he 
laughed and said, ’T have wasted so much time. 1 know thi^ 1 have 
absolutely no right to go into this matter, but having regard to the 
nature of the case 1 thought I should have an inkling as to how theae 
provisions were Wing worked.” I would as^ the Bon’ble Minister to 
utilise the experience that has been gatheretl in the working of the 
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Municipal Act in Dei'tiou cai^8. Thc\ would have been wiaer by a 
^tle examination of the actual ot>eration of tbe Biuigal Municipal Act 
in this respect. Even if there be any the slightest justification so far 
as. municipal cases are concerne<l for ousting the jurisdiction of the 
civil court or of an appellate court in these matters, there can hardly 
be any justification at a)) in cases relating to the district board ele<^tious. 
In the rural areas evidence cannot be secured so fully and m» carefully 
as can be done in urban ureas, and ihtsoiis who fight elei'tions in the 
rural areas are under greater hantlitap and nH|uire the prole<'tion of 
the court to a much greater extent than would be net'essary in the 
municipal areas. There is that difference between cases from rural 
areas and municipal areas. You re<iuire a closer scrutiny with ragard 
to the evidence brought from rural areas in these elei'tion c 4 WMi <8 than 
would probably l)e ne(*essarv with regard to cases fnmi municipal 
areas. 

Then, again, even under the ('alcutta Municipal Act it is the High 
Court that has been given the |H»wer to entertain cases challenging 
the validity of elections. From a decision of a High Court Judge 
sitting singly the defeated jiarty has the right to prefer an appeal to 
the Appellate Bench <»f the High Court. All such rights are taken 
away under the Hill la^fore the Houw. It has been taken away under 
the Bengal Municipal Act. That is bail enough, and the working of 
it has disclosed that that state of affairs is certainly not what should 
be encouraged or justified by enacting another legislation on similar 
lines. If the Calcutta Municipal Act gives jmwer to a High Court 
tfuilge to hear electi<iii <*ases and gives the right to an aggrieved party 
to come up hef<ire an Appellate Bench of the High Court, adiy take 
away such rights from aggrieved |H‘rsons in rural elections to invoke 
the aid of tlij civil (ourt and an appellate courts It has been said 
that the Dacca elections are responsible for this piece of legislation. 
There are pending <’aseH in civil courts which have got to he taken 
out of their jurisdiction and placed in the hands of pernotui dentgnaUi 
for the purpose of suiting the convenienca of certain pftuma yraUt. 
That is the position. Persona grata have got to be satisfied by placing 
their cases in the hands of persona dengnata, and (loverninent have 
set their seal of approval to this Wautifully organised. 1 shall not use 
the wo^ “conspiracy,” hut it is a combination of personal interests 
which are being sought to W satisfied through the machinery of the 
Legislature and the Hoveriinient. I strongly protest against this 
attempt on the part of the (iovernment and the henchmen of the 
Government through the machinery of tbe I^egislature, wasting pt|blic 
time and, public money in this most unsupportable and unjustifiable 
manner, 

‘fir. M* SHAMSUDDIN AHMEO: Sir. 1 will not tra\erse the 
grounds that have already been covered, but 1 think that it is my clear 
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duty to enter my mo»t emphatic protest as has already been done by 
two members of my party. Since the discussion began, I have gone 
through the provisions of this Bill. I could not find any reason wh%l^ 
moerer why the jurisdiction of the Munsifs of the lowest court where 
civil cases are tried has been sought to be taken away. Sir, much has 
been said alumt the Dacca elections. I know that Dacca is looming 
large not only in the politics of this province, but also in the politics 
of the whole of India. And may Dacca loom large for many more years? 
But it is scandalous that this Bill should be hurried through just after 
ihe District Ihjard tdcctioiis ha\e been held at Dacca. This is the first 
time when electums to the IMstrict Board of Dacca have been held 
under the new Act. Elections have l)een held and votes have l>een given 
by voters to candidates for elections direct to the District Board. Sir, 
it is luy infill mation that ^oine se\cn or eight cases have been filed 
against certain snecesstnl «-andidates and tbeie is cbairnian designate 
who would lie elected <*hairman of the District Board and iwssibly 
notices have been is.sued on that gentleman and some other gentlemen 
who are elected to the Board to show cause why injunction should not be 
giiint(*(l against them so far as their attending the sittings of the Board 
is concerned. It is very dangerous and it is most scandalous that just 
after the election and just at the moment when the House was going to 
let ire, this Bill is being sought to be hurri<*d tbrougb. Whv this 
haste? Y<iu have delayed the discussion of the report of the liaiid 
Bevenue ("oinmission. You have not discussed the other provisions of 
the Act. There are many important provisions of the Local Self- 
liovernment Act which ought to In* thoroughly discussed. We have 
heeii demanding the discussion of many jirovisions, for example, the 
aholition of nominations to local bodies. This is a scandalous affair. 
Elections are held, nominations are held n]> every year, and other things 
are rumoured in the air and all kinds of malpractices and corrupt prac- 
tices have been going on from the lowest strata right up to the upper 
strata. This corrupt atmosphere must end. The other day at the time 
-of the discussion on the adjournment motion I had to speak out many 
painful things. To-day I feel and believe that this is the worst feature 
that has been placed before us. Sir. 1 have gone through the provi- 
sions very carefuU>. and I find that they are trving not only to sabo- 
tage the privileges of the people at large, but they are also thinking — 
those who are in power to-day |x>ssibly are thinking — that \fy these 
means the local bodies would l>e under their control. Possibly, they are 
thinking that if this Bill is jHisSsed into an Act, it will not l)e possible for 
others to institute cases or if cases are iu.stituted, directions would be 
givgp to officers who would l>e prostituted and thereby the whole 
atmosphere would W vicious, and we will move in a vicious circle. 
Sir, I am si>eakiug with all seriousness on this question of taking away 
the powers cif the Munsifs as also on the question of the deposit, of 
Rs. 100. There is no reosoii whatsoever as fo whv^you should demand 
n deposit of Rs. 100 from each petitioner. In the event of a perMU 
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rotting himself elected by some means which are palpably questionable^ 
iT should always be open even to a villager to file an election case. 
As has already been pointed out . the civil courts have been 
tr>*ing these cases and disposing of them very well. Then, why is 
this hurry for a Bill like the i>resent one^ Are not the civil courts 
functioning properly!" Is iu>t the .ludit ial Minivtei fuio tioniug still !^ 
Are not the other Ministers tum tioning projierly^ If it is the inten- 
tion of the Government that election dispute canes should lie dis|xin*s?' 
of as expeditiously as |K>ssihle, they cun do no h\ issuing a circular to 
the effect that the Mun^ifs and the Judges ecuieerned should go through 
such cases promptlx and pass ftnnl judgments thenum as eurlv as possi- 
ble. The present (iovernment have made themselves famous hy issuing 
various circulars —private <’irculurs. confidential circulars, secret 
circulars copies of some of which wc have got hold of — and they can 
xerv well solve this (juestinn «»f delax in thiv partieulur t'ase hv issuing 
a circular only. 

Sir. I am cotiMio c'd I hat thi^ Hill has U'eii brought in lic're at the

! submit that the injtinc ticm clause and the < lause which deals with the 
dejKisit of money are not nnlv prohihitorx ko fur as election canes are 
concerned hut also unjust. This Hill has been brought forward in order 
to suit the ccuiveiiieiice of certain persons or <*lass of fiersons in thf^ 
matter of their election its ( hainiiun or Vice-f’hairman ho far an the* 
Dacca District l^iard is concerned. And in order to suit tho conveni- 
ence of tHese iiersons the public of Bengal will have to pav a large auro 
of^ money for these two or three days’ sittingH of the Annembly after ft 
long recess so thaf some* favourite perwm may l>e installed an the- 
Chairman of the Distritt Ikiard of Dacca. This is. Sir, abnurd, jire- 
po'ftterous and scandalous. 1 apfif‘al to the ministrx that to preserve 
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its fair name and prestige^ it should withdraw this Bill at onoe and at 
least for once declare that because a Dacca question is involved, itjif 
withdrawing this Bill. I also appeal to the House not to pass the Bill 
in its iwesent form. 

(At this stage the House was adjourned for fifteen minutes.) 

(After aftjournment.) 

Mr. SHAHEOALI: Sir, 1 have got a motion. 1 can also inform 
you that ex-Minister Mr. Nausher Ali would like to speak on this 
matter. In the meantime, Sir, l>efore he comes, may I sj>eak for a few 
minutes ? 

Mr. SPEAKER: No, no. If he were here, I would l>e prepared to 
allow him.

The Hofi*bl« Sir BUOY PRASAD SINGH ROY: Sir, little did I 
expect this storm over a tea cup. To my mind, Sir, this Bill is a very 
simple and very businesslike measure. It only incorporates some of 
the aceepte<l principles and pn>\ ihion.s in some othej statute*^. As Ims 
been iK>inted out by my friend Mr. Santosh Kumar Basil, there is a 
similar provision in the Bengal Municipal Act. Now, Sir, what is the 
object of this BillJ' The object of this Bill is to expedite the reconsti- 
tution of some of the district hoards. (Rai IIarendra Nath ('hai - 
DiirRi: By means fair or f(»ul!) Sir, insinuations have been made that 
this Bill has been introduced in the interest of j>articular individuals and 
that this is a measure of a ]>ersonul i haracter. I join issue with these 
obeerv'ations. Sir, it is so easy to make these allegations, but I would 
draw^ the attention of the House to the Statement of Objects and 
Reasons of the Bill as introduced elsewhere. There Oovernment made 
it very clear wh> they introduced this Bill. Now take, for instance, 
the position of the Dacca lli.strict Board. The l>acca IBstrict Board 
ran its full course of life, namely, five years and two years more, so that 
seven years have already elai>sed and this is the eighth ye^r. My 
honourable friend Mr. Bn.su laid great stress on the right of exercising 
franchise, 1 entirely agree with him. Vmt I would put it to him 
whether if these- civil suits are allowed to be prosecuted, will it or will 
it not — (Mr. Sasanka Skkiiar Svnyai. : That i^ what I >aid aiul not 
Mr. Basu.) All right, Sir, I stand corrected. As I was saying, Sir, 
will it not amount to indirectly deprive one of the right of exercising 
kis franchise by rendering it ineffective? 

Mr. SPEAKER: He is carr>’ing the burden of five MiriUters! 
(Laughter.) 
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Mr. tASANKA 8CKHAR SANYAL: That i» craatiug oonfinion. 

Tlw HOR’bto Sir BUOY PRASAD SINCH ROY: Then, Sir, T will 
dhiw the attention of the House ak«> to section 37 of the Beng^al Muni* 
cipal Act, The provisions of the Benjfal Munici^ml Act have l>een liodily 
incorporated in this Bill.

Th« Hofi’ble Sir BUOY PRASAD SINCH ROY: That is ref^ret- 

lable, but that does not justify its further probmjfation. (Mr. Atul 
Chanora Ki ihr : Why do you |M*nalise all the districts!') 

Sirf my honourable friend Mr. Saiitosh Kumar Busy has said that 
there are serious abiise.s of the provisions of the Berifcnl Municdpal Act. 
Sic, those provisions Imve been on the statute Iswik for ov»*r 11 yeara» 
but up till now nolxMly ha» come forward with an amendment, II 
those provisions had been really abused, I am fierfec tly certain that the 
legislators would have intrcnluced a non-official Bill for the removal of 
theee abuses. (Mr. Sa.xtorh Ki mak Basv : Yes, for circulation.) I 
sffbmii, Sir, that Jhe provisions have not been actually abuaed. 
Sir, what are the proposals in this Bill!' The propoeals are that Dhl* 
tfict Judge, or Subordinate Judge or a judicial officer not below tbo 
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rank of a Subordinate Judge would be appointed as authority for tr^ 
ing election disputes. (Rai Hahexdea Nath Chaudhithi : Sole aiW 
final authority.) Yes, sole and final authority, but you know, Sir, that 
District Judge has unlimited pecuniary jurisdiction and so also has a 
Subordinate Judge, So, is it very surprising, is it very wrong that Gov- 
ernment should ask the House to invest the District Judge or the Sub- 
ordinate Judge with powers to finally decide such election disputes? 
(Mr. Santxish Kimar Bast: Without any appeal.) In the Gov- 
ernment of India (Provincial Elections), (C'orrupt Practices and Elec- 
tions Petitions) Order, 1936, there are provisions for tribunals and the 
decision of the tribunal is final. (Mr. Swtosh Kimar Bast: We 
syniimthi.‘<e with you, but you are defending a bad case.) Sir, we are 
only following the principles already accepted in the Government of 
India Act and in the Bengal Municipal Act, and I see no reason why 
there should l)e so much opjwsition to the Government proposal.

As the diait st4indi«, 
merely making it uecessarv that all should hi* made parties dnea nni 
pecessarily mean that they muM be made partied against wh<;m relief id 
claimed. It be open to the petitioner to twhnically make 

every one a party and claim relief- 
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Mr. SURE NORA NATH BISWAS: Can we not change it into '‘or 
such of them against whom relief is claimed”? Will you not accej^ 
it as a short-notice amendment? 

Mr. SPEAKER. No. that cannot be done. 

Mr. ATUL KRISHNA CHOSE: Sir, the position that I am arriv- 
ing at is this. There might have been occasions; for instance, in an 
election dispute the intention of the person might have been that he 
would file a case against two or three candidates, but if a provision 
like this is passed without any such amendment, then the party who 
filed the suit will have to file the suit against all the candidates. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Without claiming relief against them? 

Mr. ATUL KRISHNA CHOSE: May be. 

Mr. SPEAKER. Then other persons jieed not spend a pice. 

Mr. ATUL KRISHNA CHOSE: Sir, the effect of this Bill will be 
that (‘andidates who are, really speaking, not parties have to incur 
expenditure. These are the issues for which 1 had to put this amend- 
ment and as such 1 hope that the House will ac(‘ept it. 

Mr. SPEAKER: It you see the operative cluu>e. you will find that 
the court has jjower to ileclare the election (d‘ such a candidate to be 
void. It is not given the right to declare the whole election to be 
void necessarily. 

Mr. ATUL KRISHNA CHOSE: Sir, that is an argument on behalt 
of my amendment. 

Mr. SURENDRA NATH BISWAS: Sir, in rising to support my 
friend Mr. (Ihose, I would like to say a few wmrds; althougk I do not 
think that the words of his nmendiiient are very happy but as you have 
already observed, Sir, the intention is clear. Now, Sir, supposing that 
a defeated »*andidate wants to tile a petition and there are ten candidates. 
Under the exi.sting law if the defeated (‘andidate so chooses, he may 
bring the case against the successful candidate without making the 
other eight candidates parties to the suit. But you will find, Sir, that 
under siilw’lause (2), the petitioner shall have to make all the 
candidates parties and shall under sub-clause have to deposit 
Rs. 100 as security for the costs of each of those candidates. Sub- 
clause (J) runs thus — ‘’The petitioner shall, at the time of filing the 
petition under sub-section (/), deposit in couiH om^’fhundred rupees as 
security for the costs likelv to l»e incurred by any of the respondents.'^ 
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“At the time of tiling the petition'\ mark the word<». the petitioner 
|hal) have to make deposit of Rs. 100 for every resfiondent in the ca«e, 
Mis will be rather a prohibitive clause, so that an aggrieved party 
may not go to court if he is poor. As you know, Sir, this law relates 
to elections held of rural people, and we have got experience that the 
persons who generally stand as candidates for ele<‘tion in a rural area 
are not rich pe<»ple. So. I submit, Sir, that there is fon^ in the 
contention of Mr. Ghose that the petitioner should \h* allowed to make 
those candidates only parties to the case whom he thinks net'essary. 
There may be many cases in which the successful candidate only needs 
be made party and not other candidates. If relief is obtained against 
the successful (‘undidute aiul the election is declared void, then in 
many cases the whole election will automatically In* held void or the 
petitioner, if he has obtained the nearest vote, may l>e detdared duly 
elected. The right which sub-clause (7) is going to give a defeated 
candidate, is a right to submit u petition to the District Judge for 
relief, hut it is Indng prmtically denied by suh-cluusc* (J) as we 
apprehend that sulvcluiise (.i) will 1 m* carried. So, I submit, Sir, that 
in.\ friend’s uniendtueiit sluiuld l>e accepted by the llon'hle Minister, 
HO that the law iiia\ not )h* prohibitive f<»r a p<M»r defeated <’andidute to 
get relief. 

Mr. SAiANKA SEKHAR 8ANYAL: May I suggest one ihin^f 
M> friend Mr. Surendra Nath Biswas has aniplihe<l the point of 
Mr. Atul Krishna Ghose.

TIm Hofi’IMt Sir BUOY PRASAD SINQH ROY: Sir, I am afraid 
I (aiinot accept the amendment. I must oppose it. It is only remion- 
able and fair that all the candidates should he made parties to an 
election petition, and the mutter should be decided in their presenca. 
If any candidate thinks that his position is not in any way affected by 
the petition, he may ch(M»se not to appear.

Mr. SURENDRA NATH BISWAS: Is that a reply to my conten- 
tion that the sub-edause is a prohibitive oneJ' 

Mr. SPEAKER: Any way, that is the reply of the Hon’ble 
Minister? 

^ The motion of Mr. Atul Krishna Ghose that in clause *1 in the 
proposed section HIB(2),*in line 2. after the word “candidates" the 
words “or any number of them" be inserted was then put and lost. 
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Mr. 8YE0 JALALUODIN HA8HEMY: Sir, 1 beg: to move that 
in clause the profM>8e<l section 18B (<3) be omitted. 

I further beg: to move that in clause 3, in proposed section 18B 
line 2, for the words “one hundred rupees’' the words “fifty rupees' ’ 
be substituted. 

Sir, this is an innovation. What earthly reason can there be for 
introducinp: an absolutely new section? The only possible argument 
in favour of introducing this sub-section may be that to put a check 
on frivolous and vexatious petitions this clause is introduced. But, 
Sir, I will remind the House that a sum of Rs. 100 may be a trifling 
amount to the Minister in ctharge of the Bill and some members 
opposite. To others, how'ever, it is not a trifling sum. In this age 
when we advocate democracy, there is a fair prospect that proletarians 
will he contesting seats in hual bodies, and it will be a great hardship 
on the part of proletarians 1o deposit Rs. 100 for filing a petition. Sir, 
this is introduced to debar poor men from filing a petition to have 
their grievances redressed in the court. I have, therefore, suggested 
that if tlie Govtunment is really .serif>us in asking for a deposit W'hile 
filing a petition, it should be reduced from Rs. 100 to Rs. 50. 1 

submit that if it is the intention of the mover that he really wants 
to put a check on friv<dous or vexatious petitions, the object may be 
attained hy asking for a de])osit of Rs. 50 and that will he enough for 
putting a check on vexatious petitions. The franchise is only 0 annas 
union board tax for the memhership oi local and district boards and 
at best only 8 annas rate is suflicient for membership of local bodies. 
Therefoie, you can imagine tin* kind ol people that will aspiie to (‘ontesi 
seats to become members of local bodies. Sir, in the (‘omprehensive 
amendment made in the year 1JKI2 there was no such provision demand- 
ing a deposit for filing a petition. The Ilon’ble Minister in charge 
has not 8topj>ed there. In the next section with which I shall deal 
later on, he has asked for a further deposit or security. My second 
amendment for rediudiig the amount from Rs. 100 to R«. 50 is very 
reasonable and I hope. Sir, that the Hon ’hie Minister belonging to the 
party opposite will a<‘cept this small suggestion put forward by me. 
I appeal both to the Minister in charge and to the members oppo.Hite 
belonging to the (ioveniment Party to reduce the amount and thus 
give some relief at least to }»oor men who will be aggrieved parties. 
That will be natural. Therefore, this humble amendment of mine 
will be an acid test, and I hope that the party opjiosite will support 
iny simple umendment. 

Mr. 8ASANKA 8EKHAR 8ANYAL: Sir, I l)eg to support the 
amendment of my friend Mr. Syed Jalaluddin Hashemy. The policy 
of all Provincial Governments is on the oue hand to increase the 
franchise and also on the other hand it ought U> mean increased 
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aQ<i irMTeasing f{M;rilities for persons in the lower ruug« of the social 
ladder to content the eleotionn. liot'a! nelf -government concerns 
p^iuarily and principally men of the villages. By the amendment of 
lfll3C the range of contesting elections hy pers<»ns who are habitual 
rcwsidents of the urban area has been restricted with the acknowledged 
object of throwing open these elected mits largely t<» hotui fide residents 
of rural^ areas, and unless Sir Hijoy Prasad Singh Hoy or for the 
matter of that any Minister is suppost^d to come fnmi outside Bengal 
there should not be any difficulty on the part f»f the C'abinet to 
understand that deposit is a forbidding factor and persons who are 
otherwise desirous (»f contesting tlie seats, persons from rural areas 
who are <»thcrwise eminently tit for going as represcntu fives to the 
bx’al and district l)oards, will l»e scared hy this dejaisit for two reasons.

what we know about the conditions of the villagers: this is incon- 
sistent with the progressive policy of any Government: this ^ 
absolutely contradictory to the professions of the Bengal Cabinet; it 
goes against the desires and wishes of the people whom we repreaeiit. 
Therefore, on this principle we on behalf of the Opposition oppose 
this measure.

Sir, I find that the Hon'ble Minister has not listened to any of the 
arguments I have so far advance<i, and that he will not listen to any ef 
our arguments with respect.

The section runs as 
follows: “On or before the date fixed for the nomination of candidates, 
ea(“h candidate for election as a member of a district board or a local 
board shall deposit with the Magistrate of the district a sum of Rs. 100 
in < ash in case of a district board and a sum of Rs. 50 in cash in case 
ot a local board election.” (Mr. Svi f) Jai.m.vddin Hxsuemy; That 
can be reduced.) ^ es, I kimw that there is a provision to ledin'e tiie 
amount it necessary.

Mr. SHAHEDALI: Sir, 1 beg to move that in clauiw d, in sub- 
aiction Cj) of proposed sertion IHH, in line 4, for the word “respondent*”^ 
the words “opposite parties” be substituted. 

As a lawyer you know. Sir, that when an uppliration is made, the 
parties are generally < ailed the petitioner and the opposite party. When 
an appeal is tiled hetore High ( ourt, the parties are called appellant and 
respondent. The llon’ble Minister als<» knows the difference, and I 
believe he will aeeept this. (If course if he thinks that by aciepting 
it there is a i ham e ot this Hill going to the Tpper House, he may not 
uciept it, but the legal terminology demunds it. 

With these words I coiiiitietid niy motion to the neeepiance of the 
House. 

The Hon’blc Sir BUOY PRASAD SINGH ROY: Sir, I oppose the 

inien^ment. The won! “respmident” appears also in the Irnliau Klei- 
lion and ( ornipt Practices Order. I9*iG. So 1 think it i» better to stick 
Lo that phraseology. 

The motiem of Mr. Shahedali that in clause d, in Muh>section (.'ii of 
proposed section 18H, in line 4, for the weird ”res|>ondents” the words 
‘‘opposite parties” lie substituted was then put and lost. 

. Mr. ATUL CHANDRA KUMAR: Kir, I beg to move that in elauae 
5. the proviso to sub-section i3) of pro{Mi»ed section 18B be omitted. 
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Sir, the proviso runs thus: — 

“Provided that the validity of any election shall not be questionfd 
in any petition under this section — 

(a) on the ground that the name of any person quali^W to vote has 
been omitted from the electoral roll, or 
(//) on the ground that the name of any person ndft qualified to 
vote has been inserti*d in the electoral roll/* 

In the Statement of Objects and Reasons when the original Bill was 
placed before the Council, it was stated that the Bill was necessary 
only to expedite the proceedings. It is stated, “tlie life of the Boards 
com enied would be unduly prolonged in all these districts in consequence 
of su( li resort to dilatory Civil Court proceedings. To guard against 
such undesirable {*onse(iuences this Bill seeks to provide for a special 
machinery for the decision of disi)utes relating to elections held under 
the Bengal Local Self-Government Act of 1885 and at the same time 
oust the jurisdiction of Civil Courts in respect of such disputes as has 
been done under the other Acts relating- t(» the administration of local 
self-g-overimient in the province.” 

'riicy only wanted to expedite the cases and to oust the jurisdiction 
of the Civil Courts. All that was stated in the Statement of Objects 
and PeuMoii.s, Certainl\ the\ don’t want to give protection to a non- 
voter to become a member of tlie distric t board. Sup])osing one X- 
gentleman of Dacca, or om* Y-i^ciitleinan Cliittagong or one M- 
gentleman of Burdwun who was not qualifi(‘d as a voter got himself 
elected as a member of the district board. Cases liave been filed against 
persons on this ground only, that they were not qualified as voters. 
Ni>w the Bill says on this ground there can be no election petition. So 
far as (luuse (n) of the proviso is concerned, it is unnecessary and 
redundant, because the Act itself provide.s in section 36A 

Mr. SPEAKER: Y our point is if a candidate is not a voter and 
3 'et his name is wrongly entered, even then he cannot be challenged? 

Mr. ATUL CHANDRA KUMAR: Ye.s. 

Mr. SPEAKER: The candidate's eligibility will depend upon the 
law itself. This is really about the voters. 

Mr. ATUL CHANDRA KUMAR: No. 

Mr. SPEAKER: No Court will interpret like that. If there is % 
man having no qualification at all and yet h^s naihe is entered, then 
this clause will not save him. 
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Mr. ATUL CHANDRA KUMAR: It will gave him.

Mr. SPEAKER: Se. tion 18D (!) (>) is a new attempt. 
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Mr. ATUL CHANDRA KUMAR: I have got on ameiidm^t to 

that clause also, viz., the result of ‘‘scrutiny’* in place of “election*'. 
Here “scrutiny** is not mentioned. r 

Mr. SPEAKER: The result of the election may be affected if the 
K^andidate is not a voter. 

Mr. ATUL OHANORA KUMAR: But, Sir, if this amendment is 
accepted, it will give sufficient protection to the bond fide candidates. 

Mr. SHAHEDALI: Sir, I beg to move that in clause 3, in para- 
graph (o), of the proviso to sub-section (J) of proposed section 18B, in 
line 2 , after the words “has been,'* the words “ 607 m fide'^ be inserted. 

I beg also to move that in clause 3, in paragraph (h) of the proviso 
to sub-section (3) of proposed section 18B. in lines 2 and 3, after the 
words “electoral roll,” the words “if such entry do not materially 
alter the result of the election” be inserted. 

Sir, the proviso runs thus: — 

“Provided that the validity of any election shall not be questioned 
in any petition under this section — 

{a) on the ground that the name of any person qualified to vote 
has been omitted from the electoral roll, or 

{b) on the ground that the name of any person not qualified to 
vote has been inserted in the electoral roll.” 

So, there are two things, positive and negative. If there is a wrong 
insertion the election will not be void and if there is an omission the 
ele(‘tion will not also be void. This Bill has only cured the difficulties 
arising from corruption and illegality by validating them. People may 
indulge in ail sorts of iiiisc*hiefs, in all sorts of omissions and commis- 
sions, in all sorts of corruption; still the election will not be set aside. 
So, it can be rightly called the Illegality and Corruption Validating 
Act. 

Now', Sir, so far as paragraph (h) is concerned, in case the difference 
in the number of votes polled by two rival candidates is only twt and if 
in that case there are two voters who are not qualified to vote, there 
ahould be some such provision as 1 have suggested in my second amend- 
ment. Therefore, my submission is that the wrong insertions should 
be limited to such a small number as not to materially alter the result 
4 >f an election. * 

Mr. 8UREN0RA NATH BISWAS: Sir, ‘I ris# to say a few words 
in support of the amendment 
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Mr* SPEAKER: Only a few worda! 

« Mr. SURENDRA NATH BISWAS: Yes. Sir. only a few wordi. 

• May I point out, Sir, that sub-tdause (e) of section 18D protects Um 
agg*^eved person ajj^ainst the result of an election which has l>eeu affecied 
by the improper acceptance of a nomination. If that prttviaion is there, 
what will be the effect of this proviso if one person complains that a 
successful candidate has jrot an improper nomination In that case 
the grounds alleged in the petition may be that he was not a voter 
and still he got the nomination. If the name of a candidate who is 
not actually qualified to vote is inserted in the electoral roll and if he 
gets nomination and ultimately becomes successftil in the elet'iion. he 
becomes a full-fledged member in spite of sulv-section (e) of section 
18D. Therefore, if this proviso is not eliminated from this sub- 
section. then the remedy that is <'ontempltited in sub-section (e) of 
section 18D be<M»me« frustrated. The two things cannot go together. 
I submit that if tlie (Government intends to give any remedy under 
aub-section (c) of the propo.sed section 181), (Government must delete 
this suh-i'lause {h) of the proviso to station 18B (•!!). 

Tht Hon’bla Sir BUOY PRASAD SINGH ROY: Sir, I could not 
exactly follow the line of arguments advancetl by luy honourable friends 
because I think it is an accepted principle ol 

Mr SPEAKER: Mr. Kumar’s contention is that if a successful 
candidate is not really a voter although his name find been entennl in 
the voters’ li>t, how does it validate his election K 

The Hoii*bl«Sir BUOY PRASAD SINGH ROY: The point is this; 

if a person is not reall\ entitled to vote but if his name once enters the 
eltH^oral roll, 1 think tluit entr> cannot be (|uestioned, because the 
public had been given an opportunitv beftirehand of questioning th** 
validity of the electoral ndl. First, a preliiniiiary list is published; 
objections are then inviti*d and then the final list is made. Sii it is only 
at the preliminary stage that any objeilion can Iw* raisiol. 

Mf. SPEAKER: Supposing that a person after the publication of 
a preliminary list applies for the first time, and then his name is 
accepted, what will be the position? 

TIit^HtfPblt Sir BUOY PRASAD SINGH ROY: When he makes 
an application, the idea i.s that the Heturniug Officer will go into his 
claims and after satisfying himself he will either atreept or reject the 
application. I sufimil,*Sir, that if we allow the validity of the elec- 
toral roll to lie questioned in an election petition case, that will open 
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Mr. ATUL KRISHNA CHOSE Mr. Speaker, I bow down to yom 
ruHng, but bow can you expect that the members will maintain the 
standard when the Government is going to stoop so low to ruin all 
possible standards in Bengal? This Bill itself is below all possible 
standard that a civilized society can conceive of. This ministry is 
killing the standard of any society and as such how can you expect, 
Sir, that we will maintain the standard, and we will give a speech 
dignified to the House? 

Mr. SPEAKER: But I am responsible to see that the standard is 
maintained. 

Mr. ATUL KRISHNA CHOSE: Then, Sir, the only alternative 
is, let them proceed with anything as they like; let them do anything 
they like; we will not expose them; we wiU not speak about the cor- 
ruptions that they indulge in ; we will not speak on legislations which 
are meant for corru]>tion; we will not mention about personal nepotism 
indulged in, in this House in the name of Bengal. This is in reply to 
you, Sir. Let me now oxnne to the point. I know. Sir, this ministry 
sometimes when their part> inter€‘st is concerned will e.\erci8e the right 
to transfer the District .Judge at their f)wn sweet will by a telegram 
and will put a Subordinate Judge there to .serve their purpose. 1 can 
narrate (»ne case in my own district of Jessore. When Mr. vSaibal 
Gupta wuN District .ludge there, there was a case pending of a part.v 
which was against this ministry, that i.s, Maulvi Xausher Ali’.s party, 
and Maulvi U’aliur Rahman was removed from the ehairm.in.ship ot the 
district hoanl. The moment the case ^\ent to tlie District .Judge — and 
Mr. Saihul (ruj»ta being an l.(\S. man «litl not care for this ministry — 
he was transferred tnmi this place 1)\ a telegram and a Subor- 
dinate Judge was placed who could be influenced by the present 
ministry. Rightly or wrongly, this is the impression to-day and if thi» 
impression brings our speech below the standard of the House, we are 
helpless. 

Mr. SPEAKER: But you have got to keep the standard. 1 am 
sorry I cannot allow you to go below that. 

Mr. ATUL KRISHNA CHOSE: Anyway, we are Under the 

impression, rightly or wrongly, that if Subordinate Judges 

R.i HARENORA NATH CHAUDHURIS Why wrongly^ 

Mr. ATUL KRItHNA CHOSE: It is because of the wish of 
Mr. Speaker. 
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Mr. SKAKCII: Mr. Ghose* yoti hare thorouirbly misunderfttooJ 
tb^ position. Ton cannot say a(rainst the conduct of a particular Judg^ 
in a particular case. 

Mr. ATUL KRISHNA CHOSE S Sir. I do not mention the conduct 
of a particular Judge. I say 

Mr. SPEAKER: It is no use arguing with you. I have found it 
very difficult to argue with you. 

Mr. ATUL KRISHNA CHOSE: Subordinate Judges are morc^ 
or less within the control of the present cabinet and as such we do not 
expect that these Subordinate Judges will be in a position to decide 
these disputes. This is an important p<»int of argument. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Mr. Ghose. 1 think your argument is wholly 
wrong and is absolutely beside the j>oiiil, because ccuitrcd and transfer 
of Subfirdiiiate .luilges are entirely made bs tlie High Court and not 
by the (fovernment of Hengal uioler the Statute and the (Jovernment 
of India Act. You <tuglit to kuo\y the facts before you make a state- 
ment, and you «»ught t<i know the facts before you make aspersif)nH 
against a }>od\ of officers wlio for .several decades past have maintained • 
unsiH»tttMl reputati(»n and say that they are U'ing infl\ieneed. Your 
argument that they are transferred by the (lovernment of Hengul is 
wholly wrong and is beside the pidiit. After all, let us remember that 
they are our men and that the honour of the.se persons is in our hands. 
Your argument i.s entirely irrelevant. 

The Hon’biu Sir BUOY PRASAD SINGH ROY: My honourable 
friend’s arguments stand self-condemned, and I was going to point out, 
but you, Sir, had anticipated me, that the transfers of Subordinate- 
Judges are done by the High Court and the much maligned (’abiuet has 
nothing to do with them. The transfers of District Judges are done 
by the Government with the concurrence of the High Court. The* 
Government are not a free agent, and they cannot certainly transfer 
Judge* or Subordinate Judges to suit political exigencies. 

My friend, the mover of the amendment, Mr. Atul Krishna Ghfwe, 
wants to place more reliance on the District Judges than f»n Sub- 
ordinate Judges, and be wants to refuse juriscliction t(» the Subordinate 
Judges wver election disputes. I think that public opinion in Bengal 
will not support him bwuiuse the Bengal Judicial Service enjoys a very 
bflgh reputation and the 4 )ublic has got implicit confidence in its impar- 
tiality, integrity and capacity of the members of that service to go into- 
intricate questions of fact and law. So, I oppose the motion. 
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The motion of Mr. Atul Eriehna Ghose that in clause 3, in proposed 
section 18C (i), lines 2 to 5, the words beginning with “or any” and 
ending with ”the Judge” be omitted, was then put and lost. * 

The motion of Mr. Atul Krishna Ghose that in clause 3 the proposed 
section 18C(2) be omitted was then put and lost. 

Mr. 8HAHEDALI: Sir. 1 beg to move that in clause 3-, in sub- 
section ( 2 ) of proposed section ]8(’, in line 3, after the words “District 
Judge” the words “at hi.s own motion or at the instance of the parties” 
be inserted. 

Sir, my object in moving this amendment is to give the party a 
right to rejjresent before the District Judge bis case. The Judge may 
or may not accept his version, but the right shouhl not be taken 
away. 

The Hon’ble Sir BUOY PRASAD SINGH ROY: Sir, I oppose 
this amendment. Tbe suggested amendment is absolutely unnecessary. 

The motion of Mr. Sbabedali that in clause 3, in sub-section i2) of 
the i»roiH)sod section 18C. in line 3. after the words “District Judge” 
the words “at his own motion oi at the instance of the p.irties” be 
insert etl was then put and lost. 

Mr. MD. ABUL FAZL: Sir. 1 beg to move that in clause 3, the 
proposed section ISt’tJ) be omitted. 

At the time of filing a petition for setting aside the election, Rs. 100 
ha.<> to be dejmsited. Then again, it is said “The Judge may, at any 
stage (*f the ]»r(K‘eeding.s require the petitioner to deposit in (out! a 
fuither sum as tlie cost.^ incurred or likel\ to be incurred l>y an.\ 
respomlent, or to give .security, oi furl loo >ecuMt> for the paNinent of 
Iho same, and if, within the time fixed by liim, or within .such further 
lime ns lie may allow, such costs are m)t deposited or such further 
security is not lurnished, as the case may be, may dismiss the petition.” 
Tills would be very bard iqnm the petitioner as at the time of the 
petition be will have to pay Rs. 100 and again be will be called upon 
to pay a further sum This will be \erv bard on him. So. this 
provision should not be jiusseil into law. 

Mr. 8YED JALALUDDIN HA8HEMY: Sir, in rising to support 
the motion of Mr. Md. Abul Fazl. 1 submit that last evening we dealt 
at length with sub-sectioii of clause 3. The wheel of oppres.sion 
of this ministry did not stop there. It ha^ gone further. The oroposed 
>*ub-.section of 18C — and I would request ever\ member of this 
House to read it in the light of the proposed sub-section — runs tbu.*": 
“The Judge may at any ‘»tage of the pro<‘eediiigs I'equire the petitioner 
to deposit in ( ourt a further sum as the costs incurred or likely to be 
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itfMmd by any Tes^ndant or to gm sfloority or fnrtiiefr toooiity M 
the payment of the same, and if, within the time fixed by him, ot #iliifi^ 
9 uA further time as he may allow, «uch ooste are not deposited or such 
further securify is not furnished, as the ease may be, may dismiss the 
petition/' Sir, the most funny thinf is that no mention of any 
particiilar amount is made in this sub-section. No one knows what 
wifi be the amount of security that will be demanded by the District 
Jmlge. It may be Rs. 500. It may rise up to Rs. 5,000. Sir, it may 
be even Rs. G,000 as Mr. Walker suggests or it may be Rs. 10,000. 
There is security demanded for filing nomination papers. There is 
security demanded for filing a petiti(»n. Further security inuy also he 
demanded at any stage of the proceedings, but no mention of the amount 
is made. This is absolutely a pre-arrunged and a designed thing. It 
is absolutely a contrivance to deprive the jmor people of their right to 
go to the Court. ' It will be impossible for u man to gather firstly a 
sum of Rs. 100 to depo.sit in the Court and if anyhow that sum is 
arranged, the trial will l>egin. At that time the District Judge may 
ask for security of. say, a minimum of R.m. fdM). I am sure that no 
District Judge will demand less than Rs. 5(M). Is it possible for a 
villager with a franchise bused on the payment of the union lM»8rd rate 
of G annas to deposit a further amount of Rs. r>00K The result is 
obvious. No poor man will venture to go to ('ourt to have his 
grievances redres.sed. It is a <lesigned thing of the Dacca Party as I • 
suggested last evening. Absolutely it is a Dacca Act for the benefit 
of the Dacca |)eople and for the purpose of the last Dacca elections. 
Supposing this Rill is passed this evening, the assent of the (lovernor 
will be taken to-morrow and the cases now pending Imfore the ('ivil 
(’ourt at Dacca will lie withdrawn and people will be asked to apply 
afresh to the District Jmlge. The District Judge will certainly accord- 
ing to this seel ion <leman(l at least Rs. 5G0 from each petitioner. 
Where Mr. Saiiin is a party and where other Dacca people are parties, 
it is obvious that a secuiity of Hs. •VK) will lie asked from the parties 
concerned. Will it be possible for a poor man to make a preliminary 
deposit of that amount and will he dare to take the risk of depositing 
a further sum? He will not. 1 would ap)ieul to the Hoi/hle the 
Revenue Minister to consider twice before accepting this section. Sir, 
we bav» had enough of deposit. Rs. 100, as suggested in section 18H 
(3), is not the only amount of deposit, but there is provision for further 
deposit. liet the Hon’ble Minister explain the position, and then we 
will place our view-points. 

With these words, Sir, I support this motion.

Sir, the very Statement of Objects and Ueasons of the Bill starta 
with a clear misrepresentation. It runs as follows: “It has be^’n the 
policy of Government that election disputes shall not be subject to 
dilatory and expensive Civil (\nirt proceedings.” Sir, it may be 
pertinent at this stage to ask sinc'e when such has been the policy of 
Government. But, we can gather from the next line that follows that 
it has been the policy of Government, or it is presumed to have been 
the policy of Government for a fairly long time. For, the next • 
sentence runs as follows : “There is a spetdal ibachthery set up under 
the BiMliral Municipal Act. 1932, and the Calcutta Municipal Act, 
1923, for deciding election disputes to the exclusion of the ordinary 
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Ciril Court which is effeoitvsly debarred from interferaiiMie ia the 
iAtamdi ■ administration of the local bodies gpoverned Under thCMr 
Aete.” 

• Now, Sir, so far as the reference to the Calcutta Municipal Act, 
19*23, is concerned, it is a misrepresentation and a downright misstate* 
ment, for the Calcutta Municipal Act does not provide for a special 
machinery. It provides, so far as T know, that election disputes 
should be decided by the Original Side of the Calcutta High Court 
and there is also, if I remember aright, provision for appeal to the 
Divisional Bench. That is in accordance with the general law. 

Therefore, when it is said that a special machinery has been set up 
under the Calcutta Municipal Act, 1923, for the trial of election 
disputes, that is a deliberate misrepresentation; it is an untruth. 

Now, Sir, let me refer to the Bengal Municipal Act, 1932. Sir, 
when I referred to this Act as another Sir B. P. Singh Roy Act, my 
honourable friend got irritated, hut. Sir, he ought to know the 

parliamentary mode of referenceWn accordance with which many Acts 
are called bv the names of the sponsors of those measures. But 

perhaps he is not entitled to such dignity and, therefore, he may 

resent such reference. (Mr. Santosii Kvm.ar Basc : He is ashamed of 
his handiwork !) or as my honourable friend to the left suggests it 
may l>e that he is ashamed of his handiwork. He ought to be ashamed 
of it, for who does not know the history of the enactment of the Bengal 
Municipal Act of 1932? The original Bill, which was enacted long 
after in 1932 as the Bengal Municipal Act of that year, was sought 
to be introduced as the Bengal Municipal Bill in 1927. The liegis- 
lature at that time kicked out the measure. It was at the instance 
of this humble member who moved for the rejection of the Bill at the 
very first reading. (The Hon'ble Sir BwoT PaAiAii Singh Roy: 
WhyP On what grtniiidP) I know the ground. You were not there. 
You were not even elet^ted to that liegiilaiure. I am not going to 
oblige you bv allowing you to interrupt me here and now. (The 
Hon'ble Sir Buoy Pra.sad SiNCiii Roy: Please don’t talk in the first 
person. It is nauseating.) 


Mr« SPEAKER: I hope that there will be no talks across the 
table.# 


Rai HARENDRA NATH CNAUOHURIf In 1927 the original 
Bengal Municipal Bill was introduced, and it was at my instance#, 
Sir, that the Bill was thrown out at the first reading. The Hon'ble 
Sir Bijpy Prasad Singh Roy may not be aware of that bectause his 
candidature was not accepted by his chosen constituency then, and he 
failed to get reiuri|ed ^nd therefore not being in that Legislature, he 
could not be aware of the proceedings of that time. (Mr. M. 
Shamsubpik Ahmed: Yes, that it a fact.) Sir, for five long yeare, 
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the GovernmeDt of Bengal did not dare to bring forward again that 
Municipal Bill. It was only after the election of 1929, it was only 
after the Congress chose to walk out of the Legislature that the Goverh- 
ment of Bengal dared to bring forward the Bengal Municipal Bill, 
with the Hon’ble Sir Bijoy Prasad Singh Roy as the Minister in 
charge of it. Therefore, Sir, I named the Act of 1932 as Sir B, P. 
Singh Hoy Act. It was passed by a very obliging Legislature in 
which the Congress disdained to remain and to play any part. 

Therefore, the question arises why should we be guided by the 
Bengal Municipal Act of 1932? The very provision, section 18B of 
the Bengal Local Self-Government Act, which is going to be amended 
by the present measure, that very provision, is of more recent date 
than the Bengal Municipal Act of 1932. The Hon’ble Sir Bijoy 
Prasad Singh Roy did not dare to place the fact before the House that 
section 18B of the Bengal Local Self-Government Act was introduced 
in the Ijocal Self-Government Act by Act XXIV of 1932, whereas 
the Bengal Municipal Act is known ^s Act XV of 1932. Therefore, 
the Act which is going to be amended — I mean that portion of the 
Bengal Local Self-Government Act which is going to be amended — is 
a junior Act to the Bengal Municipal Act. Why therefore in further 
amending the Bengal Local Self-Government Act should we be guided 
by the iMjlicy and provision of the Bengal Municipal Act which is a 
‘Senior Act to the Local Self-Government Act, so far as section 18B, 
which is going to be amended by the present measure, is concerned? 

Now, Sir, simply because the Hon ’hie Sir Bijoy Prasad Singh Roy 
was the author of the Bengal Municipal Act, 1932 (Mr. Santosh 
Kumak Basi’ : He w'as the commentator, nor the author.) no Legisla- 
ture would be bound to consider that that was an ideal anrl a model 
enactment and that ought to be follow'ed a.s if it was the very last word 
on the subject. Section 18B which is going to be amended by the 
present Bill is, as I have already said, a measure of recent date and 
no case has been made out why should it be replaced altogether and so 
soon . 

And, Sir, manN salutary provisions of that measure, viz . Act 
XXIV of 1932, are not going to be rej)eated here in this amending 
Act? Wliy those provisions are going to be omitte<i we do not know. 
The Hon’ble Sir Bijoy Prasad Singh Roy has not explained at any 
stage why those provisions are not going to find any place in this 
measure. For instance. Sir, one of the grounds on which an election 
could be set aside was that the nomination of an elected member was 
not legally made. But you will not find such a provision at all in 
this new measure. Section 18B as it stood up till now or ratlier the 
relevant portion of that section stated ; — 

as hereinafter provided in this section, if, after due enquiry, 
the authority appointed under clause (a) of section 138 to decide 
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disputes relating to elections under this Act is of opinion that 

(c) the result of the election has been materially affected by any 
infegularity in respect of a nomination paper, or by the improper 
reception or refusal of a vote, or by any non-compliance with the 
provisions of this Act or the rules made thereunder or by any mist-ake 
in the use of any form prescribed for an election, or (</) — and this is 
very material — the nomination of an elected member has not been 
legally made, the election of the returned candidate shall be void, 
etc.” 

But new 18D which is going to replace it refers only to improper 
acceptance or refusal of a candidate's nomination and makes it and 
all non-compliance with the Act and the rules grounds for declaring 
elections void only if they materially affect the results of the elections. 
It does not refer to illegal nomination. Therefore, the question 
arises why should the Government have a soft corner in their heart 
for illegal nominations P Why should not the Government permit the 
authority to set aside elections merely on the ground that the nomina- 
tion of candidates had been illegal P The Government ought to explain 
why there is nothing lik«* 18H(</) in the present measure. 

You asked one of ua, Sir, a few minutes ago to maintain a high 
standard of discussion in this House. What standard can we expect 
from a House in which the Government come forward not only to^ 
oust the jurisdiction of the (h>\irts and even of the High (^ourt, but 
also to ena<‘t a provision for the rejection of suits now pending before 
the Courts.’^ (^an there he anything sn eonteiiiptuoiis of the proceed- 
ings of the C\>urt as saying that the proceedings now pending before 
the Court should be ctmsidered as null and void P Is any stuTidnrd of 
publi<* decency going to h*? maintained by such a provision P Is it not 
a scandalous abuse of the legislative machinery to ask the House to 
pass such a measure P 1, therefore, submit that there are no reason- 
able grounds for passing 8u<*h a measure. It will not bo an improve- 
ment on the present position. On the contrary, it will be a definite 
retrogression . 

Not only that. 1 would refer in this eonnectitm to another point. 
Sir Bijoy Prasad Singh Hoy is fond of quoting his own model. But, Sir, 
Dvhen Hr. Syed Jalaluildiu Husheiuy proposed that the initial deposit 
in an election case should be Us. 50 only and should not be such a 
high amount as Rs. 100, Sir Bijoy w'oiild not agree to that proposal. 
There it will b<* seen that the Bengal Municipal Act has not l>een 
followed. For if you turn to section 30 of the Municipal Act, you 
will find that the initial deposit required is only a deposit of Its. 50 
and not Rs. 100, and yet Sir Bijoy Pniaad Singh Roy is never tired 
fff quoting that Aqjt oils the floor of the House and asking the Houae 
to pass this measure on the model of his pet handiwork. It it 
unfortunate, Sir, that Sir Bijoy Prasad Singh Roy who is an 
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experieif««tf MMsttor and v&o hae got wM of

TWStioMtty cotai^ie of DlN5oa to promote tkeir pertonal endcT. It la 
still Mote no fortunate tkat he and kis (jk^rernment cannot maintain 
tko dignity of the House w^ck yon are asking ns to* maintain. 

With these Wofds, I, oO behalf of the Opposition, would refuse to 
agree to the third reading of the Bill.
